EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND FIFTY-TWO, AND THE SEVENTY-SIXTH 
YEAR OF AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE. , 


Be it remembered, that on the day and year aforesaid, being the 
time and place designated by law for the assemblage of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi, the Senate was called to order by 
the Hon. John Bell, Senator for the county of Pontotoc, and the 
President, pro tempore.

Upon taking the Chair, the President, pro tempore, presented his 
aeknowledgments to the Senate, in the following address : 


Gentlemen and Members of the Senate: 


For the honor you conferred. upon me at tlie late meeting of the 
Senate, allow me again to return you my thanks. It now becomes my 
duty, for a few days, and for a very few days only, to preside over 
your deliberations. Having had but little experience in the Chair, 
I must ask your indulgence in advance, which I now do, as well ag 
your assistance and support, pledging myself to perform the duties 
that may be required of me, to the best of my ability, and, at.the 
same time, with the utmost degree of impartiality. 

The President then said, that the Senate being organized, it was 
then in order, if it was the will of the Senate, to pass à resolution 
directing the Secretary of the Senate to notify the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the same, and that the Senate was ready to proceed to. 
business. 

Whereupon, Mr. Stone introduced the following resolution : 

Resolred, That the Secretary inform the House of Representa- 
tives, that the Senate is duly organized and ready to proceed to 
business. 

Which resolution being adopted without division, on motion of Mr. 
Sharkey, the Senate adjourned to Tuesday morning, 10 o'clock, a. m. 


TUESDAY, Janvary 6, 1852. 


The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 

The Hon. J. M. Nelson, Senator for the counties of Pike and 
Amite, appeared in his seat this morning. 

Mr. Drane introduced the following resolution : 

Resolved, That a committee of three, on the part of the Senate, 
and — on the part of the House of Representatives, be appointed 
to wait on his Excellency, the Governor, and inform him that the 
two Houses have organized, and are now ready to receive any com- 
munication which he may have to make. 

On motion of Mr. Drane, the rule of the Senate, requiring a joint 
resolution to lie over one day, was suspended, and then, the resolu- 
tion, without objection, was adopted. 
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The President appointed Messrs. Drane, Adams, and Stone, com- 
mittee on the part of the Senate. 

The following message was received from the House of Represen- 
tatives, by the hands of Mr. Fleming L. Swann, the clerk of that 
body : f 

s. Presmenr: lam instructed by the House of Representatives 
to inform the Senate, that they have met, formed -a quorum, and 
elected the Hon. William S. Patton, Speaker, Fleming L. Swann, 
Clerk, and John J. S. Miles, Door-keeper, and are now ready to 
proceed to business. 

Mr. McAfee of Covington, introduced the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the rules adopted for the government of the Sen- 
ate by the last session, be adopted by the Senate for the government 
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of the present session. . 

Which, without objection, was adopted. 

Mr, Adams introduced the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the editors and reporters of newspapers be per- 
mitted to take seats in the Senate chamber. i 

Which resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Singleton introduced the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the ministers of the gospel of the several denomi- 
nations, of the city of Jackson, be invited to attend and open the 
daily sessions of the Senate with prayer. 

Which resolution, without objection, was adopted. 

The President laid before the Senate a communication from W. 
H. Johnson, Esq., of Warren county. 

Mr. Sharkey moved that the consideration of the communication 
from W. H. Johnson, of Warren county, be postponed until ten 
o'clock, to-morrow ; which was carried. = 

The following message was received from thé [Louse of Represen- 
tatives, by the clerk of that body, Mr. F. L. Swann: 

Mr. Presipent: The House of Representatives have adopted the 
following resolutions : 

Resolved, With the concurrence of the Senate, that the two 
Houses meet in the hall of the House of Representatives, at twelve 
o'clock this day, for the purpose of electing a Sergeant-at-Arms, a 
Public Printer, and State Librarian. 

Resolvéd, That a committee of five be appointed on the part of 
the. House of Representatives, and — on the part of the Senate, 
to wait upon his Excellency, the Governor, and inform him that the 
two Houses are now organized, and are ready to receive any com- 
munication which he may have to make, and have appointed as said 
committee, on the part of the House, Messrs. Cassidy, Starke, and 
MeLaurin ; in which I am requested to desige the concurrence of the 
Senate. 

The following message was received from the House of Represen- 
tatives : 


Mx, Presipent: The House of Representatives have concurred 
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in the resolution of the Senate, appointiug a cia of three on 
the part of the Senate, and — on the part of the House, to wait on 
bis Excellency. the Governor, and inform him that the two Houses 
haye organized, and are now ready to receive any communication 
which he may have to make, aud have filled the blank in the said 
resolution with the number five. 

On motion of Mr. Alcorn, the Senate took up the message from 
the House of Representatives, in reference to the convention of the 
two Houses, to elect a Ser veant-at- Arms, a Public Printer, und a 
State Librarian. 

Mr. Pettus moved to amend, by striking out the words, “Public 
Printer and State Librarian." 

Upon which motion Mr. Adams called for the yeas and nays; und 
the following was the result :

Upon the further motion of Mr. Pettus, the resolution was passed, 
as amended. 

Mr. Singleton introduced the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Door-keeper of the Senate be authorized to 
employ a Page, to assist him in the discharge of his duties. 

Which resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Drane made the following report : 

Mr. Presmext: The joint committee of the two Houses, appoint- 
ed to wait on the (Governor, beg leave to report, that they have per- 
formed the duty assigned them, and were requested by thé Governor 
to Say, that he "would make a communication to each branch of the 
Legislature. in writing. 

The following message was received from the Howse of Representa- 
taves: 

Mr. Prestpent: The House of Representatives have adopted the 
following joint resolution : 

Resotred, The Senate concurring, that the two Houses will meet 
in the hall of the House of Representatives, to-morrow, at eleven 
o'clock, a. m., for the purpose of counting ont the votes for Gover- 
nor of this State ; in which I am requested to desire the concurrence 
uf the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Tait, the Senate concurred j in the above rexo- 
Jution. 

À message was received from his Excellenev, the Governor, by his 
private Secretary, Mr. James McDonald, which was re wd, and ig as 
follows : 
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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
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FELLOW CITIZENS OF THE SENATE, 
AND OF THE House or REPRESENTATIVES: 


I have been unexpectedly, and under peculiar circumstances, 
called to discharge the duties of Chief Executive Magistrate of 
your State. - onan 

The Constitution makes it obligatory on me,.as such officer, to . 
recommend to the consideration of the Legislature, such measures 
as I may deem necessary and expedient. And, in the performance 
of that duty, I desire to eall your attention, in the first place, to the 
propriety of passing an act, referring to the people a change in the 
organic law, so as to prevent, io future, an interregnum in the execu- 
tive department of the State, On the 3d day of February, 1851, 
one of my predecessors (Gov. Quitman,) from motives highly hon- 
orable to himself, and,as he cohceived, from a proper regard to what 
was due to the honor and dignity of a sovereign State, resigned the 
office of Chief Magistrate, The duties of that-station devolved upon 
the Hon. John 1 Guion, by virtue of his office as President of the 
Senate. But at the general election on the 3d and 4th days of No- 
vember last, his senatorial term expired, and with it, as a conse- 
quence, the executive office with which he had been invested; and 
from that time until the Senate was convened, by virtue of the proc- 
lamation of the Secretary of State, and a President elected by that 
body, there was no one authorized to exercise the functions of Chief 
Magistrate. IL am not aware of any serious detriment to the public 
service having occurred in this particular instance, more than the 
delay in issuing commissions, and approving the bonds of the various. 
officers elected by the peaple; but.when it is remembered that upon 
the Executive devolves the duty of taking care that the laws be 
faithfully executed; that he is invested in certain cases with power to 
grant reprieves and pardons, lo remit fines and stay the collection of 
forfeitures; that he is the keeper of the great seal of the State, with - 
power to issue commissions, and fill vacancies, the necessity of so 
providing by an amendment to the constitution, that the office shall : 
never become vacant, will readily occur to any one. I would there- 
fore suggest the propriety of passing a law, recommending ta the 
people at the next general election, a change in the Constitution, 
providing uat the President of the Senate or the Speaker of the 
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House of Representatives, when they should be invested with the 
executive office, according to the Constitution, should hold and exer- 
cise the duties of the same, until the Governor, elected by the people, 
should be regularly installed: or, if it should be considered more 
advisable, to provide for the election of a Lieutenant Governor, to 
exercise the duties of President of the Senate, and to acf as Governor 
of the State, when by death, removal or resignation, that office should 
become vacant. In connection with this subject, I herewith transmit 
to the Legislature, a. Report from the Secretary of State upon this 
subject. 

i herewith submit to the Legislature a Report of the Auditor, of 
Public Accounts, giving full and highly satisfactory statements of 
the condition of the finances of the State, From this report, it will 
be seen, that the sums collected and paid into the Treasury during 
the fiscal year 1850, amounted to the sum of $424,038 95; und the 
sums collected and paid in the year 1851, amounted to the sum of: 
$921,900 21: and that there has during these periods, been disbursed 
in obedience to law, the sum of $519,570 63, leaving in the Treasury 
on the Lith day of December, 1851, a balance amounting to the 
sum of $525,010 88; subject to such appropriations as may be or- 
dered by legislative enactment.” For details, I respectfully refer you 
to the Report of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 

Owing to severe family affliction, the late Auditor ` has not fin- 
ished his biennial report. When received by this Department, 
which is expected in a few days, it will be cotnmunicated to the 
Legislature. LE. 

1 have no alterations to suggest in relation to the laws heretofore 
passed in relation to the collection of the Public Revenue: The 
officers charged with the performance of these duties, co far as has 
been made known to the executive department, have performed them 
with as much skill aud efficiency, as at any former period; and the 
condition of the public treasury gives the most gratifying assurance 
of the ability and integrity with which the financial department of , 
the State Government has been managed. 

By an act of the Legislature, approved March-9th, 1850, entitled, 


; “an aet to promote common schools in the sevetal counties in this 
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State,” the "sum of $200,000 tras appropriated' to bë distributed 
amongst the different counties in the State, for the purposes and upon 
the conditions, prescribed in the act. MACC AINE 

By the 2d section of the act, it was made the.duty of the-asses- 
sors of taxes in thé several counties, to make an' aecurate enumera- 
tion of all the free white children in their réspective -eounties, who 
were over six, and under twenty years of age; that sáid enumeration 


. should be transmitted to the Auditor of Public Accounts, who should- 


thereupon apportion the sum amongst the different counties, accord- 
ing to the number of children entitled to schooling under the provi- 
sions of said act. In'consequente of the "eiemeration ‘not having. 
been furnished according tó the provisions ofthe 2d section of the

act, the Auditor of Public Accounts has not been enabled te appor- 
tion thé sum appropriated by the Legislature as was intended; and 
said sum of money yet remains in the Treasury, subject to’ be paid. 
out whenever the enúmeration required by the law, shall have been 
made: or subject to such changes and modifications as the Legisla- 
ture may think proper to make, By the 5th section of that act, it 
was provided that the fund, when distributed to the several counties, 
should be loaned out under the supervision of the Boards of Police, 
or the School Commissioners of said counties. : 

Experience has proven that públic funds, when loaned out in small 
sums, under the direction of public oflicers, have either been lost, or 
soendangered, that the delays and expenses incident to their collection 
have materially depreciated the fund. la spite of all the guards 
thrown around it by public enactment, a degree of favoritism will 
exist, prompting the agents to accommodate friends, and those srífer- 
ing most for the-want of inonev ;,improper indulgences will be given, 
or insufficient securities taken; and thus a fund appropriated under 
the influenzes of an expansive charity, highly creditable to the peo- 
ple's representatives, and intended for the enlightenment of the rising ` 
generation, may in a few years be squandered, and utterly fail in con- 
ferring upon the people the blessings for which it was intended. We 
need not go beyond the limits of our owa Siate for lessons of expe- 
rience upon this subject, and they are abundant to pros. that sums 
of money, when entrüsted even to those who have a direct interest 
in their preservation, for the purpose of being loaned ont, are in great 
danger of being lost, either fom negligence or an undue confidence 
in others; and in order to avoid any risk of this character, 1 would 
recommend to the Legislature, so to amend the act, as ta make it the 
duty of the State 'Preasurer, with the approval of the Governor, to 
invest the whale fund in Government Stock, and that the interest 
atising thereupon, be annually divided amoug the several counties, 
pursuant to the spirit of said hw. ; 

The State University is án Institution properly cherished by the 
people, as affording the means of. a finished education within our 
own borders: and Lam happy to inform you that it is iia prosperous 
condition. Gur people are beginning to awake ta the great impor- 
tance of edneating their sons, amidst the institutions peculiar to the. 
Southern States: and whilst theg are unwilling to expose them to. 
the contaminating infleences and gratuitous insults ta which they 
would be liahic as citizens of a slaveholding State, while seeking the 
Means of an education abroad, they have learned the true economy 
of spending their money svithin the State, and of encouraging insti- 
tutions reared. by: ourselves. The Report of the ‘Trustees of the 
University, will be lait before von in due season; and‘I sincerely- 
hope, if‘it-shalk be found that further legislative enactment. is neces- 
sary to advaiice: the prosperity. pr extend the beneficial infinenecs of 
the Enstitution, shat i will meet with prompt and efficient action on 
your part. * u ; ES 
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The Report of the Commissioners of the Lunatic Asylum, will 
exhibit the-progress of, that work since the last appropriation, its 
present condition, and the amount of appropriation necessary to com- 
plete it and render it fit for the purposes for which it was intended. 
Ít could not reasonably have been expected that a Hospital for the 
Insane, designed as a monument of the charity and enlightened phi. 
lanthropy of the State, could have been finished for the sums alteady 
expended upon it A considerable amount will yet be required to 
finish and put it in a condition for the reception of those children of 
misfortune for whose benefit it was designed, and the question is now 
to be settled whether it is better to let it remniu in its present condi- 
tion, and risk the loss of the money already expended upon it, or 
to make an appropriation necessary to complete and put it in ope- 
ration. 

It will be proper to mention that when the appropriation was 
made, it was intended thatthe State should furnish the brick for the 
building; but the condition of the affairs in the Penitentiary was 
such, that it was found to be impossible to appropriate the labor of 
the convicts to that purpose; and the Commissioners of the Asylum 
were forced to expend a large amount of the appropriation for the 
purchase of brick. l 

In intimate connection with this subject, 1 refer with great pleasure 
to the Institution, established by the Legislature, for the support and 
education of the Blind. The Report of the Commissioners will be 
presented, showing that the Institution is under good management, 
and is conferring great benefits upon an*unfortunate class of individ- 
uals, who are entitled to our warmest sympathies. Such institutions 
stand as noble monuments of legislative munificence, and entitle their 
founders, as well as those who aid in carrying them into successful 
operation, to the lasting gratitude of the country. Before taking 
leave of this subject, I would respectfully recommend it to the fos- 
tering care of the Legislature. ` | 

One other institution of a kindred character is still wanting to 
complete the list of noble charities so characteristic of southern 
generosity: I refer to an asylum for the deaf and dumb. The poor 
mute, who is permítted to gaze upon the beauties of nature, but 
whose ears are forever closed to the sweet melody which Providence 
has ordaided, to gladden the human heart, and whose tongne has 
never learned to bold social converse with «his fellow-creatures, or 
even to unite in praises to the Most High, is a subject to claim our 
anxious solicitude, and prompt us to some action to ameliorate their 
condition; whilst they can only be taught to appreciate the bounties 
of Providence, aud the scheme of Redemption, by teaching them 
to read. Let us not withhold from them this exalted privilege, so 
fraught with happiness to all who enjoy its benefits; and, whilst 
they can only converse with their fellow-creatures. and enjoy that 
social intercourse so necessary to the happiness of all, by learning 
to write, letus do something towards unstopping the ears of the 
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deaf, and making the dumb to speak through the medium ofthe 


en. 
P I would, therefore, recommend that a small appropriation be 
made, similar to the one made for the benefit of the Blind, in order 
to employ a teacher or teachers and found a school, for the benefit 
ofthis class of our people, which may be changed or enlarged as 
éireumstances may hereafter require, And with this additional in- 
" 5 e ¢ s y . 
stitution the people of Mississippi may justly feel tbat they have done 
everything which could be done by Legislative enactment to edu- 
cate the poor, and ameliorate the condition of the suffering and af 
flieted. 

In view ofthe intimate connexion between this and the institu- 
tion for the Blind, I respectfully suggest that thetwo might be blen- 
ded under one general supervision, thereby lessening the expense to 
the State, without detriment to either. 

Athe session of the Legislature of 1846, much alarm prevailed 
on the subject of the small pox, and by the act of 2d March 1846, 
. a vaccine depot and agency was established at the city of Jackson, 
with an annual salary of $400, to be paid tothe agent. The causes 
for this alarm have long since passed away, and the report of the 
agent, whieh is herewith transmitted, will show that the State is 
expending a sum of money wholly disproportioned to the necessities 
of the case, the vaccine matter being accessible to all ata trifling 
expense. Therefore, .[ submit to the Legislature the propriety of 
abolishing the office of vaccine Agent, and saving the expense in 
uture, 

la many of the. Reports herewith transmitted there is nothing 
which requires special comment. Tn refereace to the Penitentiary, 
I would suggest the propriety of adding machinery equal to the 
capacity ofthe building and the engine, for the purpose of mauufac- 
turing cotton and woolen goods. This will necessarily lessen the 
expenses arising from the employment of superintendents and 
guards, the inmates will be confined within the walls ofthe prison, 
and the employment of the convicts will not only he more profitable 
to the State, but, fromthe natare ofthe employment, they will cease 
to compete with the honest and hard-working mechanic, who dili- 
gently labors for the support of a family, and who is everywhere es- 
timated as being amongst the most useful members of society. ‘The 
highly intelligent gentleman who for four years past, has had the 
` superintendence of the State prison, has labored unceasingly, not 
only toemploy the convict labor in a way to promote the best inter- 
ests of the State, but to provide, by all possible means, for the health 
and security of the prisoners, and for as much of personal comfort as 
was compatible with their situation, The true object of prison dis- 
cipline is the reformation of the convict, and to treat him with [tu- 
manity; to give him such «moral and religious instruction as his sit- 
uation affords, and to make him feel that although degraded by a con- 
viction, he is still a man, with hopes that reach beyond the term of 
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his imprisonment, and is believed to be a policy not only dictated by 
humanity, but one which springs from a due regard to the best in- 
terests of society. 

"By an aet of the Lerisltiture, passed on the 19th of February, 1858 
the Governor was authorized and required to purchase a block oí 
stone, of apt and suitable dimensions, for the Washington National 
monument, to besuitably inscribed, and presented in the name of the 
State to the National Monument Society. i 

This duty has been promptly and cheerfully performed by my 
predecessors. The stone has been prepared and forwarded in the 
name of the State to the President of the Society, with the following 
engraved upon it. in deep Roman leners. “The State of Mississippi 
to the Father of his Country, A. D. 1851,” and also the Coat of 
Armí and Great Seal of the State. Thus hasthe State of Missis- 
sippi, beside her sister States of the Confederacy, contributed to rear 
2 monument to the memory of George Washington, l 

In purstanee of the resolution passed 5th day of March, 1850, 
my predecessor, Governor Quitman, appointed Peter G. Washing- 
ton, Esq., an agent on behalfof the State, to adjust with tbe proper 
department any amount of the Zand 3 per cent. funds that might be 
found to be due to this State. Said agent has, as yet, furnished no 
report of his action in the premises. Whenever the same shall be 
received, it will be promptly communicated to the Legislature. 

Fran the Report of the State Commissioner, accompanying this 
commuication, vou will learn the condition-of the Sinking Fund, 
and such other matters as have been placed under his charge, by 
virtue of the laws heretofore passed on this subject. 

By the act of 4th March, 1846, it was made the daty of the Sec- 
retary of State to have prepared and furnished to the several Clerks 
o! Probate, of this State, “a uniform standard of weights and meas- 
Dres,” so soon as practicable, according to the provisions of act of 
Counress, establishing a uniform standard of weights and measures 
for the United States. This duty has not been performed, as will 
appear by the Report ofthe Secretary upon that subject, herewith 
transinitted, in consequence of no appropriation having been made to 
enable him to do so. I, therefore, recommend to the Legislature 
the propriety of making an appropriation, in order to carry into ef- 
feet the act referred to, 

, The Report of tho same officer upon the subject of the Chicka- 
saw school lands exhibits the number of acres confirmed to the State 
in lieu of tbe sixtcenth sections, the number of acres disposed of, and 
the sums of inoney realized therefor. Lam not apprized that any 
further legislation is necessary upon this subject, unless it be to re- 
durethe minimum price of the land, so as to:afford'a reasonable ex- 
pectation that it will be disposed of within a few years, and the pro- 
ceeds be made available for the purposes intended, 

i deem it proper to call your attention to an act passed 9th March, 
1850, authorizing the Judges ofthe High Court of Errors and An 
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peals to meet annually, on the 3d Monday in June, in the town of 
Oxford, to receive written, and to hear oral argument of causes, and 
fixing their compensation for such service at $500 per annum. I 
have been informed that, in consequence of the non-attendance of the 
members of the Bar, no such court has been held as the one contem- 


plated by the act; and, as it has wholly failed to accomplish the pur- 


poses for which it wag intended, I would recommend its repeal. 

In connexion with this subject, it is proper to state, that on: the Ist 
day of October last, the Hon. William L. Sharkey, who hasso long. 
and so ably discharged the duties of Chief Justice of the State, re- 
signed; and, fearing that there might be a failure in the December 
Term ofthe Court, in consequence of the nori-attendance of one of 
the Judges, I appointed Colin S. Tarpley, Esq., as one of the Judges 
of that Court, to act until the successor of Judge Sharkey should 


- be elected and qualified. The appointment was accepted by Col. 


Tarpley, at my solicitation, and upon the express understanding that 
he was to be relieved from the duties of the office at as early a day 
as practicable. After remaining upon the Bench. until the Court 
adjourned to the ist Monday in January, be resigned, upon the 
ground that the object ofthe appointment had been accomplished by 
the holding of the Court, and he was unwilling to remain in office 
and receive the salary without being able to render any equivalent 
therefor in the way of public service. 

The writ ofelection has been issued to fill the.vacancy, and the 
election ordered to take place on the 19th day of the present month. 

On the 23d day of September Jast, the Hon. Jefferson Davis re- 
rigned bus seat, as one of the Senators in Congress from this State, 
and the Hon. John J. McRae has been appointed to serve in his 


. place, until the meeting of the Legislature, and the election of some 
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oneto fill the residue of the term to which Col. Davis was elected. 

Mr. McRae, immediately after his appointment, repaired to 
Washington, where he is now engaged in the performance of his du- 
lies, as one of the Senators from this State. o 

The Report of the Commissioners of the Southern Railroad. has 
not yet been received; when it shall come to hand, it will be prompt- 
ly laid before you. That it is a work of great importance, not only 
to the people residing in the eastern portion of the State, but (when 
taken in connexion with other improvements of a similar character,) 
to the country at large, will be readily perceived. Atthe same time 
i must be admitted that large sums have already been expended, 
while, to all appearances, but little has been done towards the ¢om- 
pletion ofthe work; and it may become a matter of serious inquiry 
how far the State is benefitted in an effort to construct a great public 
work, through an agency that has no capital at stake, and isto derive 
no personal benefit from the enterprize. ‘Terms ofa liberal charac- 
ter have been offered by the Legislature to any private company who 
would undertake to complete the road. And from the fact that no 
offer has been made upon the terms proposed, J would suggest the 
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-propriety of holding out still greater inducements, in order to have 


the road completed by individual enterprize. 

The subject of Internal Improvements, generally, is at this time 
claiming a large share of public attention, not only in this, but in 
most of the States ofthe Union. i 
_ The Constitutional power ofthe General Government to make im- 
provements within the States js a subject that has long been agitated 
in the Halls of Congress, and constitutes one of the principal fea- 
tures upon which the two great parties of the country are divided at 
the presenttime. The sentimentof a large portion of the American 
people being opposed to the exercise of such power by Congress, 


-throws upon the State Governments the necessity of aiding their cit- 


izens, as far as is convenient and practicable to do so, in constructing 
such works of internal improvement as may have a tendency to de- 
velop the agricultural resources, and promote the commerce of the 
country. We, very properly, deny to the General Government the 
right of exercising any powers not clearly delegated in the Consti- 
tutiob, and perhaps no power has ever been claimed by Congress so 
liableto abuse as the one under consideration, whereby large sums 
of money may be drawn from the pockets of the people, to be squan- 
dered upon schemes caleulated to corrupt the States and control the 
patronage of the Government, or for the creation of a great national 
debt, thereby imposing upon the country the necessity of high pro- 
tective tariffs, for the purpose of liquidating it, and building up the 
manufacturing, at the expense of the agricultural and commercial 
interests of the country. ; 

But whilst our safety asa sovereign State consists in a firm oppo- 
sition to the exercise of any such powers upon the part of the Federal 
Government, we should at the same time remember that the duty 
of providing forthe wants ofthe country,by a liberal, but judicious 
system of internal improvements, is imperative upon the State Grovern- 
ment. 

It has been buta few years since the first railroad was construc- 
ted in thie country, aud then, for the want of experience, and the high 
price of Se it was considered of doubtful expediency. But 
time and repeated experiments have tested their great utility; until now. 
there are upwards often thousand miles of railroad, built at a cost of 
more than three hundred millions of dollars, in successful operation in 
the various States of the Union, and perhaps half as many more 
miles projected and in the course of construction. They traverse re- 
gious of country heretofore considered as worthless, in egnsequence 
of their remoteness from market, developing their agricultural and 
mineral resources, and giving to them a value equal to the most fa- 
vored regions, by bringing a market for their produce almost to the 
door of the producer ; and by affording the facilities for transporta- 
tion with speed, safety and economy, they invite emigration to the 
country, adding immensely to the value of real estate; causing flour- 
ishing towns and villages to spring up as by magic in the wilderne“s,

promoting the convenience and increasing the commerce and adding 
to the wealth of the people, at the same time enriching the coffers of 
the State. Nor have railroads had a less decided or beneficial ten- 
dency in building up manufactories by affording the means of &up- 
plying the raw material at a diminished cost, and of distributing the 
same when manufactured, to the consumers in every part of the 
State. I need scarcely dwell upon the great importance of having 
our staple products manufactured in our own borders, thereby saving 
to the people of the State, the vast amount now paid by them to sup- 
port the labor of other countries, as well as the cost of transportation, 
insurance, commissions, exchanges and profits, all of which are paid 
by the consumer: There is no good reasoh-why the people of Mis- 
sissippi should rely upon other States to furnish them with the cot- 
ton and woolen goods which they consume, when the materials out 
of which they are manufactured, are so abundant at home, or look 
to other countries for supplies of shoes, hats, caps, paper, saddlery, 
furniture, carriages, &c. &e., when by opening railroad communi- 
-cations with New Orleans, Mobile, Savannah and Charleston, the ma- 
terials as well asthe machinery used in their manufacture, may be 
so easily conveyed into the State, and the profits of the labor, as well 
asthe incidental expenses be saved to the country. Surely there 
has been no previous time in our history, when the Southern States 
should use all the means at their command, or struggle so earnestly 
to make themselves independent ofthose who seek to destroy. our 
institutions, whilst they are growing rich upon the proceeds of our 
labor; and there is no other means by which that can be accomplish- 
ed more readily than entering upon a well digested scheme of inter- 
nal improvements, granting to our planting and commercial interests, 
all the facilities to be derived from the means of intercommunication 
with our sister States of the South, and a ready and cheap access to 
those points where our great staple finds the best market, by building 
manufactories in our own State, and by opening a direct trade be- 
tween the southern ports and the markets of Europe. Other south- 
ern States have progressed rapidly in their march to independence 
by expending large sums in the construction of railroads, and by 
giving proper encouragement to induce their citizens to. establish 
manufactories; and already the enhanced value oftheir property, and 
the additions made thereby to the wealth, happiness and contentment 
oftheir citizens, have fully demonstrated the wisdom of their policy; 
and Mississippi, with a population as intelligent, and blessed with as 
many resources as the population of any other State, should not be 
found lagging behind the spirit of the age, or permit her sister States 
to outstrip her, in a contest for prosperity and independence. The 
experience in other States has proven that great undertakings of 
this character cannot be successtully conducted by individual enter- 
prize alone, and it requires the ‘means which the State only can 
command, united to those of private companies, to'put them in speedy 
and successful operation; and wherever this has been done, upon 
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well considered and practicable routes, in addition to the advantages 
derived from them by the country, the stockholders, both as a State, 
and as individuals, have realized handsome profits from the invest- 
ment; lands through which such roads pass, increase in value suffi- 
cient to pay the costs ofthe road, whilst their enhanced value, togeth- 
er with the increased consumption of every article of luxury furnish- 
ed by the road, materially tend to swell the resources ofthe State, * 

But whilst I would respectfully urge upon the Legislature by ev- 
ery consideration connected with our interest as a people, to give 
the most liberal encouragement to Si enterprizes, by subseris* 
bing for stock, or otherwise, sound poliey wonld dictate the proprie- 
ty of not making any cngagements beyond the means under our con- 
trol, nor of attempting to sun; ly the deficiency by resorting toa gen- 
eral system of taxation. ‘There are at present two great enterprizes 
projected within our State, which appeal more powerfully for assis- 
tance from the State than any others, because they are more intimate- 
ly connected with the general prosperity of the country. I refer to 
the Mobile and Ohio Raiload, which ‘passes through ten or more 
counties of the State, and as many more contiguous thereto and al. 
most equally interested in its construction, containing a white popu. 
lation of over 100,090; and the New Orleans and Jackson Road, 
which itis at present contemplated to extend to Nashville, in the 
State of Tennessee. Should this latter road be extended, it will pass 
through the entire State, from South to North, penetrating the heart 
of the most fertile region of the State, that has heretofore found no 
outlet for its marketable products, except atan immense cost, and 
placing the same in almost daily communication with New Onleans, 
These two great roads are designed, as trunk roads, connecting the 
northern lakes with Mobileand New Orleans, and will, doubtless, at 
some fature day, have many branches, connecting them with the va- 
rious portions of the country, and thereby contributing essentially to 
the convenience of townsand neighborhoods. Would it not be sound 
policy to confine onr assistance to those great roads uatil they shall 
be completed, and then contribute the means left at our disposal, to 
aid in the construction of vthersroads, less important in their effects up- 
on the interests of the country? I would suggest the propriety of the 
State brcoming a stockholder in each of these roads, to the extent of 
its ability. The dividends arising from the stock may be used in 
lessening the taxes imposed upon her citizens, and should she at any * 
time think proper to withdraw the capital to aid in the construction 
of other enterprizes ofa similar character, the stock may be placed 
in market, and probably be disposed of at a premium. 

The means at the disposal of the State, beyond the amount of sur- 
plus money in the treasury, consists of the five hundred thousand 
acres of land donated to the State for the purposes of internal improve- 
ment, less 10,778 56-100 acres which have been sold in pursuance of 
the act of 238d February, 1849, as appears by the report of the Seere- 
tary of State, accompanying this communication. 1t was intended 
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on the part of the general government, in making this donation to the 
State, to enable her to carry on a system of internal improvements to 
develop her resources, and increase the prosperity of her citizens, 
The State having accepted the donation according to the terms 
thereof, it isa matter of serious doubt with many intelligent per- 
sons, whether the bonds of the State, sold on account of the Plan- 
ters’ Bank, should be received in. payment for these lands, without 
the consent of the donor. Be that, however, as it may, the experi- 
ence of four years duration, has proven that the bonds are not 
to be discliarged upon terms prescribed by the Legislature, as there 
has only been paid of these bonds and coupons, from the sale of the 
lands, the sum of $53,949 6I, for which amount the State stands 
indebted to the Internal Improvement Fund, which is more than 
counterbalanced by appropriations for locating these lands, inter- 
nai improvement purposes, taxes, &e. — —— 
Ifthese bonds constitute a valid debt against the State, of which I 
have no doubt, (and bave as yet heard no valid argument to prove 
the contrary,) every principle of honor, integrity, and fair dealing, 
which, if possible, is more obligatory upon communities than upon 
individuals, imperatively demandthat they should be paid, and the 
means of payment should be promptly provided. Tt is equally ob- 
ligatory upon the State to apply the trust funds held by her to the 
purposes for which they were intended. If it should be the intention 
of the Legislature to apply these lands to aid in the construction of 
the two great schemes of improvement herein referred to, or any oth- 
ers, it will become necessary to have the lands off:red for sale at - 
greatly reduced prices, such as will induce purchasers to come for- 
ward and take them, repealing that portion of the existing law au- 
thorizing the reception of the State bonds in payment. It is believ- 
ed that these lands or large portions of them at least could be readily 
disposed of at reasonable prices, and it would be far better for the 
State to sell them at low prices, and to derive the benefits accruing 
from their settlement and cultivation, as well as the taxes which 
would have to be paid npon them, than to hold them at prices wtich 
may not be obtained for many yearsto come. Ifthese lands were dis- 
posed ofin the way herein indicated, the State might realize nearly 
or quite a million of dollars from this source, which would be ofin- 
calculable advantage to the country, ifjudiciously applied to the con- 
struction of railroads. Another source of revenue to the State con- 
sists in the large amount of swamp lands granted by the general 
government, by an act of Congress, approved the 28th of September, 
1850, for the purpose of constructing necessary levees and drains to 
reclaim the swamp and overflowed lands lying in this State, and 
included in the above grant. It is believed that when the levees 
- shall have been completed, that this land will become, exceédingly 
valuable, and it would require but a small portion of the lands for 
that purpose. The great importance attached to this grant, by Gov. 
Quitman, induced him, on the 8d of February, 1851, in the absence 
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of any authority by law to make regular appointments, to say to 
John Rayburn, Esq., of Panola county, that if he would look solely 
tothe Legislature for the confirmation of his acts in the premises 
and for compensation for his services, he could proceed to locate the 
lands in question. On the 17th of February, Gov. Guion appoin- 
ted Mr. P. Bryan upon similar terms and conditions. These gen- 
tlemen have been engaged in locating since that time, and have 
transmitted to this departmentan elaborate report of their progress. 
I would therefore recommend thatsuitable compensation be allow- 
ed them for their services. 

The Register of the Land Office at this place, in pursuance of in- 
structions from the proper department at Washington, has submit- 
ted a report containing a lisc of the overflowed lands in the Jackson 
Land District, which I herewith transmit. These lands have not 
yet been examiued and located fully by the agents appointed for that 
purpose; but, from their location, aud the known fertility of the soil, 
it may be fairly estimated that if judiciously disposed of, they will 
yield to the State a large amount of available means for internal im- 
provements, after defrayiug the expenses of making the levees and 
bringing them into market, The benefits calculated to accrue to 
the State from a judicious management of this grant, will, I am sure, 
induce. you to deliberately examine the subject and adopt whatever 
course your wisdom may dictate that will be most likely to carry 
out the objects of the grant. The leveeing, or assisting to do so, of 
the Mississippi, is a matter that will claim your early attention. 
That work effectually done, andthe choicest body of land perhaps 
in the world for the production of our great staple, wonld be reclaim- 
ed and open to our people, thereby swelling our exports, increasing 
our revenue, and adding immensely to the wealth and resources of 
the State, as well as that of individuals. i 

Another matter worthy of serious consideration, is the proper 
mode of disposing of the lands forfeited to the State for the non- 
payment of taxes. In the 17th section of the act of the 9th of 
March, 1850, the Legislature made provision for the disposition of 
these lands by authorizing any person to redeem them after a given 
period; but such authority was coupled with conditions believed to 
be calculated to defeat the very object of the act; the purchaser could 
take neither more nor less than a half section, when in many instan- 
ces not so much was owned by the State in one body, when, in other 
cases, to have disposed of a half section might have rendered the resi- 
due of the tract valueless. L would recommend the passage of a law 

jn lieu thereof, authorizing these lands to be disposed of at very mod- 
erate prices, to be fixed by law, to any person whatever who might 
be inclined to purchase them, and in the same quantities in which 
they were atquired by the State. Itis believed that this course would 
enable the State to dispose of lands forfeited for non-payment oftaxes, 
on favorable terms, subject the lands again to taxation, and thereby 
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materially increase her revenue, which might also be applied to 
purposes of internal improvement. 

The amount of money that can be realized trom the 500,009 
acres of doriated land, the swamp lands, and the lands forfeited to the 
State for the non-payment of taxes, if disposed of in the manner above 
intimated, or in any other practicable manner, would be sufficient to 
carry on an extensive system of internal improvement for many years 
to come. But should they prove insufficient to answer the wants of 
the State, a resort might be had to another source for carrying on 
these improvements, which from the experience of other countries, 
could hardly be considered attbis day, by any liberal minded person, 
as one of doubtful propriety. I allude to thé taxation of real estate 
in the vicinity of these foe for the purpose of aiding in their con- 
struction. That railroads have a certain tendency to increase the 
value of lands in the regions of country through which they pass, 
cannot admit of a doubt; and there is scarcely a road of any consid- 
` erable extent, in any portion of the United States, where the lands 
lying contiguous to the road have not been increased in value suffi- 
cient to pay for its construction; and isthere anything unjust in equali- 
zing the burthens of those who are to be benefitted by. the improve- 
ment? ‘This plan of assessing taxes upon real estate to be benefitted 
by improvements, for the purpose of aiding in their construction, has 
been decided by the courts of several of the States, as I am informed, 
to be constitational,—and it is a mode of carrying out great works of 
internal improvement which has been freely resorted to by many of 
the States. 

Should the legislature, in its wisdom, conceive it proper to resort 
to this mode of taxation, 1 would suggest the propriety of discrimina- 
ting between those lands lying within, say ten miles of the road, 
and those lying more than ten, but withingwenty miles of it; and 
beyond this limit I would not conceive it proper to go, as lands beyond 
that distance derive a benefit too uncertain to subject them to the 
burthen of taxation for the purposes referred to. 

The taxes, imposed as suggested, if any, should enure to the benefit 
_of the tax-payer, by requiring the tax-collector to give to the tax-payer 
a receipt or certificate for the amount of railroad tax paid by him, 
which receipt or certificate should entitle the individual paying the 
tax, or the assignee, to stock in the Company, to the amount of the 
tax paid, to aid in the construction of their road. 

In this way the burthen of taxation would fall only upon those who 
‘are not only benefitted by the enhanced value of their lands, but who, 
as stockholders, may also realize dividends of interest upon the invest- 
ment. : - 

The lands donated by the government to aid in the “construction 
of the Mobile and Ohio railroad, are held by the State for that pur- 
pose, and some legislative action will be necessary to enable the 
SR to use them in the construction dnd completion of their 

Toad. 
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It is proper for me to state in this connection, that on the 12th da 
of February last, my predecessor, Gov. Guion, appointed Chatles 
F. Mayerhoff, Esq., of Clarke county, an agent on the part of this 
State, to locate the lands thus granted. 

I would invite the attention of the Legislature to this subject at an 
early period of the session. 

The Commissioners of the New Orleans and Jackson railroad 
have not yet made any report as to the manner in which they have 
applied the two thousand dollars given them by the Legislature, to 
aid in surveying the ronte of said road. I have been informed, how- 
ever, by the President of the Board of Commissioners, that the sur- 
veys have been completed from New Orleans to Jackson, and that 
the reports and estimates of the engineers are of the most favorable 
character. 

I herewith submit to the Legistatore “for their consideration, a 
letter from A. Hutchinson, and G. R. Fall, surviving partners of 
C. M. Price, proposiug to sell the State one thousand copies of Hutch- 
inson's Code of Mississippi, at five dollars per copy. 

At your last regular session, an act was passed appropriating two 
thousand dollars for the purpose of repairing the State capitol, and 
placing the same at the disposal of the Governor, to be by him ex- 
pended. This duty has been efficiently complied with by my prede- 
cessors. 

In obedience to an act passed at vour last session, and approved 
the 9th March, 1850, the sum of two thousand dollars was placed at 
the disposal of the Governor, for the purpose of erecting on some 
suitable part of the capitol;square a brick building for an arsenal or 
place of deposit for the publicarms. Lam happy to be able to inform 
the Legislature that this duty was promptly performed by my prede- 
cessor, Gov. Quitman, and that the arms of the State are now se- 
curely deposited in ap armory, which, while it was imperiously 
demanded for their preservation and safe keeping, also adds to the 
beauty of the public grounds. 

I herewith transmit certain resolutions and other communications 
covering a variety of subjects, which 1 submit to your respectful 
consideration. l 

I herewith transmit to the Legislature the report of the Secretary 
of State in relation to certain amendments proposed to the Constitu- 
tion, at your last regular session, and which were voted upon by the 
people at the last general election, which will, Í hope, fully explain , 
itself. S 

By reference to the census return, herewith transmitted, it will be 
seen that this State is entitled to an additional representative in Con- 
gress. I would respectfully call your attention to this subject, that 
you may take whatever steps yoú may think proper and necessary 
to secure a full representation from this State, só soon as the new 
apportionment shall take effect. i | 

I herewith transmit a report from the Adjutant General, From 
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this report, it will be seen that the militia system is in a state of great 
derangement and disorganization, working no benefit to the people 
of the State, while it entails upon the former considerable tax,’ I 
feel constrained, therefore, to recommend to the Legislature the pas- 
sage of such laws on this subject, as will materially improve the 
present system, or to abolish it entirely. 

Since the last regular session of the Legislature, great excitement 
has prevailed throughout the country, growing out of the passage of 
a series of measures generally called the plan of adjustment, by the 
Congress of the United States, and the eflorts made on the part of 
some of the citizens of the Northern States, to resist its execution, and 
to defeat the only feature of the series intended for the benefit of the 
Southern States, 

eeply impressed with a sense of the great injustice done to the 
people of the South, by the passage of these measures, and in obedi- 
ence to what he conceived to be his boúnden duty, in accordance with 
the 9th resolution of the series passed by the Legislature on the 5th 
of March, 1850, my predecessor, Governor Quitman, convened the 
Legislature in special session to take into consideration the course 
to be pursued by this State for the security of her rights as a mem- 
ber oftlie confederacy. The Legislature passed an act for the call 
ofa convention of delegates, to be elected by the people, to take 
into consideration our State and Federal relations, and to declare 
the will of the peoplein the most solemn and august manner. That 
Convention met on the second Monday in November last, and 
resolved that the people of Mississippi were willing to acquiesce 
in the measures of adjustment, as passed by the Congress of the 
United States. Whatever may be our individual opinions as to 
the wisdom of this resolution, we are bound to respect it as the 
voice of the people; and it is the duty of all good citizens, having 
at heart the quiet, peace, and good order of society, and who feel 
the necessity of union and harmony upon a great question in which 
their dearest interests are involved, to yield a willing and cheerful 
obedience to-the will of the majority, when thus solemnly made 
known. The day, I fear, is not far distant, when it will become 
necessary for the Southern States to unite for the protection of their 
constitutional rights—nay, for the preservation of their existence 
as a people ; but from all considerations connected with the past, it 
is time that all further agitation should cease, not only in the Na- 
tional and State Legislatures, but in the primary assemblies of the 
people. The country requires repose after the intense excitement 
which has agitated the public mind for the last two years, and it 
could derive no benefit from a course which would be only calcu- 
lated to embitter the animosities of different sections, and keep 
alive the aspetity oftival parties. 

These matters, connected with the compromise, constitute a 
portion of the history of the country, and are familiar to the minds 
of our people, and I only refer to them in order to impress upon the 
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Legislature the necessity of passing such measures as will tend to 
make our State independent, Such as giving liberal encourage- 
ment to manufacturing enterprize, and promoting the efforts now 
being made fora direct trade between foreign countries and our 
Southern seaport cities, A well digested series of measures of this 
character would not only render us more independent as a State,’ 
and prosperous as a people, but would also convince the people 
of the North that it was to their interest to carry out in good faith 
2 compromise forced upon the South contrary to its wishes, and in 
spite of its remonstrances, and do,more than anything else to pre- 
serve the integrity of the Constitution, perpetuate the Union, and ` 
promote harmony between the States. 

Í have thus, in the discharge of a duty imposed upon me by the 
Constitution, given you all the information in relation to the public 
service to be found in the Executive Department, or that has been 
communicated to me during the very short time in which I have 
discharged the duties of Chief Magistrate of the State. 1 have 
also laid before you for legislative action, such matters as I consid- 
ered necessary for the public good, and I fervently pray that in the 
consideration of these, as well as all other matters upon which you 
may be called to act, wisdom and harmony may preside over your 
deliberations, and that all your actions may redound to the good 
of your constituents, and to the glory and welfare of our common 


country.

Sir: My connection with this office terminated on the 11th inst., 
when I delivered it, with the furniture, books, papers, &c., apper- 
taining to it, to my successor. To relieve him of the labor of re- 
viewing the transactions of the Department, since the 1st of January, 
1850, and to enable your Excellency to present to the approaching 
Legislature a distinct. view of the receipts and expenditures of the 
State, since my last report to that body, I have thought it my duty to 
present you the following Report, embracing the receipts and dis- 
bursements from the 1st January, 1850, to the 11th Debember, 1851, 
inclusive:

1850, the subsequent legislative session, the November Convention, 
and the reduction of the taxes by the act of March 9th, 1850, all 
"which were unforeseen by me at the date of my biennial report in 
January, 1850, have occasioned, of course, a wide difference between 
the actual transactions of this period, and those then submitted, as 
estimated, by me to the Legislature, 
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The revenue for the year 1850, is all collected and accounted for, 
except from two counties, None has been paid from Hancock, and 
a suit is pending against the Collector, A small portion from Chick- 
asaw is due, but the Collector claims a suspension of it, on account 
of an alleged injunction against the collection of it, in the Circuit 
Court of his county. The voucher on which he claims this suspen- 
sion was not sufficient, in my opinion, or that of the Attorney General, 
to whom it was submitted for his advice, to warrant it, and his account 
is therefore yet open. I had a correspondence with him preliminary 
to a suit by motion, but the term of that Circuit Court (first Monday 
in September) was so early after the necessity of a suit became appa- 
rent, that the usual certificate could not be placed in the attorney's 
hands in time. 

I exhibit herewith, also, a detailed statement; of the warrants on 
account of the Auditor's contingent fund for 1850 and 1851, to the 
elose of my terin, aecording to law. . 

It is proper that I should state that the several amounts of five 
hundred and thirty-nine dollars and ninety-five cents, in 1850, and 
eight hundred and forty-one dollars and thirty-nine cents, in 1851, 
are to be deducted from the whole amounts disbursed -on account of 
public printing, in those years respectively, in order to ascertain the 
amounts paid to the publie printers. These amounts were paid to 
others, for printing done by order of the Executive Department, 
under various provisions of law. a 

The disbursements on account of the University, appear to be five 
thousand two hundred and sixty-six dollars, fifty-four cents more than 
the real amount received by the Institution in11850; warrants for that 
amount having been issued on the: Let day of March, 1850, to the 
Treasurer, pursuant to Chap. 188, Acts of 1850, (reg. sess.): the 
original warrants, supposed to be lost when that act passed, were 
found and brought into this office, and cancelled on the last issue. 
They will be found, with vouchers, No. 1219, 1220 and 1221, of 
March 1st, 1850, in this office, the Treasurer's receipt, conformably 
with the act, recognizing and specifying these last as in lieu of the 
originals. 

The amounts stated in this report will be found to agree with the 
several books of the office. Yor any want of fullness, or defective 
arrangement of its details, as well as my delay until now in render- 
ing it to you, [ beg to offer as an apology, the deeply painful affliction 
which has overwhelmed me for the last thirty days.

FOR THE BLIND.

To the Honorable Legislature 
of the State of Mississippi : 

"The undersigned, Trustees of Chapin Institute for the Instruc- 
tiou of the Blind, ask leave to submit this report to your Honorable 
Body: E. 
| It is believed that there may be found much to encourage the 
friends of thi&Institution, in its history and progress, although a 
vety/himited number of pupils have enjoyed its benefits. We are 
persuaded that it will continue to grow in importance, and its bless- 
ings, hereafter, will be more freely dispensed to that class of per- 
sons for whose benefit it was established and endowed. The moral 
and mental culture of those who have been deprived of the sense 
of sight, demand the kind and liberal consideration of every phi- 
lanthropist and friend of humanity. The wise and just legislator 
will perceive the necessity of their being educated, and will, 
doubtless, contribute his best energies to carry into eflect so lau- 
dable an undertaking. We waive all argument in behalf of a 
proposition, which is sanctioned by reason and pleaded for by the 
loftiest motives. l . 

The accompanying report of the Treasurer of our Board will 
exhibit the financial condition of the Institute. The funds appro- 
priated at the last session of your Honorable Body, enabled the 
Trustees to liquidate and settle the debts of the establishment, to 
add to its comfort and convenience in the purchase of more ground 
and the erection of the building, and dining apartment, which were 
deemed necessary and indispensable. The old building required * 
some repairs, which were accordingly made. 

The sum annually appropriated for the benefit of the Institute, 
will probably suffice for the maintenance and education of ten 
charity scholars. If the number of pupils should increase, of 
which there can be no doubt, then an additional sum would be 
necessary to meet the expenditures of the Institution. 

We herewith transmit the able report of Mr. Lane, the Prin- 
cipal of the School, which contains much matter of an important 
and interesting character. This gentleman seems, although blind 
himself, to be péculiarly suited to instruct and manage his pupils.. 
Heisa gentleman of moral and intellectual worth, and we doubt 
not that his energetic and active powers, will greatly contribute to 
the permanent prosperity of the Institution.

REPORT 
OF THE 


PRINCIPAL OF CHAPIN INSTITUTE. 


To the Board of Trustees— 


GENTLEMEN : In conformity to the usage observed in all publie 
establishments, I submit to you this my second biennial report of 
the past progress and present condition of the affairs of this Insti- 
tution. During the past two years all its operations have been 
successfully carried forward ; the worthy and noble object which 
its establishment was designed to accomplish, has been constantly 
kept in view, and every advance that has been made has been 
steadily directed towards its attainment. During this period some 
approach has been made towards the consummation of that great 
and humane reform, for the achievement ¿of which, this and all 
similar establishments have been founded and fostered. These two 
years have been years of struggle and of doubt; nevertheless, 
Something has been done—knowledge has been acquired, the 
chances of pauperism, so far as the pupils of this Institution are con- 
cerned, have been decreased, and the probability of their prospec- 
tive productiveness and social worth, largely augmented. Use- 
lessness has been transformed into usefulness, and the certainty of 
future mendicity destroyed by the probability of future self-main- 
tenance ; hopelessness has been converted into hopefulness, misery 
changed into cheerfulness, and imbecility given way to intelligence; 
gold has flowed out of the treasury of the State, and knowledge 
into the minds of the blind. The metallic stream, directed in its 
course by this Institution, has removed, from at least a few souls, 
the weight of ignorance by which they bad been well nigh crushed. 
Society has expended its: money, but the gross material, by this 
wonderful transmuting agent, has been converted into useful ac- 
quirement, exalted moral sentiments, and industrious habits; so 
that a large premium has already been paid in the shape of skill, 
intellectual vigor and moral elevation, upon the principal advanced 
—and we are sure that this premium will go on accumulating until 
its value vastly overpasses that of the amount originally invested, 
So that society will ultimately be greatly the gainer by the 
speculation. 

Men may talk of investments in bank and railroads, stocks in 
canals, turnpikes and ocean steamers, but; we are persuaded that 
to such investments will be more profitable than this; and why 
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should it? This is an investment in human souls, those noble 
creations for the enduring well-being of which the Eternal Mind 
devised and executed a plan of majestic dimensions, harmonious 
proportions, and infinite benevolence. 

The number of pupils now in the Institution is eleven. This 
number is indeed small—much smaller than we were warranted in 
anticipating in the commencement of the current session, and 
much less than it should be in proportion to the entire number o£ 
blind persons in the State. To many it may seem a thing strange 
and unaccountable, that the parents and guardians of the blind 
should, with such persevering stupidity, and with such culpable 
ignorance, so pertinaciously neglect to avail themselves of any 
means for the amelioration of the condition of their unfortunate 
dependents, and the alleviation of a calamity as enduring as life, 
and more terrible than death. But when it is remembered that 
those who have the immediate control of the blind at their homes, 
are but men, and most generally very ordinary men, and sometimes 
even less ; and when it is further remembered that folly and short- 
sightedness are the inseparable attributes of humanity, we think 
the mystery will be at once explained and the problem solved. 

The numerical insignificance of our institution, and the apparent 
indiflerence of the blind themselves, or of those upon whom they 
depend, to the peremptory demands of duty and interest, may, we 
fear, be urged by some as evidence against the utility and practica- 
bility of the enterprise in whicb we are engaged. But a little re- 
lection will serve to show the invalidity of any testimony, andthe 
futility of any argument which rests upon such circumstances as 
these, or any of the like nature. 

ln several of the States of this Union, there are free schools es- 
tablished by-law, into which all children of specified age can be 
admitted without money and without price, and without being 
subjected to any political or theological test. Many of these 
schools are thoroughly furnished with the necessary apparatus, and 
provided with competent teachers ; the feelings of all parties are 


respected, and the wounding of long-cherished prejudices scrupu-- 


lously avoided. And yet, strange to tell, there are in these very 
States, as will be seen by their respective reports, multitudes of 
persons who gan neither read nor write; there are hundreds, and 
even thousands of children, who never enter the walls of the 
School-room, and who, in spite of every effort made by the public 
in their behalf, reftise to drink of the stream of knowledge, as it 
flows by them, and grow up a prey to ignorance and all its damn-, 
ing consequences. But because this is so, will any one affirm that 
common schools effect no good ? Will any one assert that no sys- 
tem of public instruction is beneficial, or that universal education 
is unattainable? Again, the Church has been instituted to afford 
a retreat for the pénitent, that may shield him from the snares and 
assaults that would peril his safety—to establish a line of separation 
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between the heaven-seeking, and the godless throng whose wav is 
deathward, aud to be the depository of those mysteries, and that 
knowledge which inspiration has written ; but who knows 
not that the Church, with its divine commission, its numerous 
priesthood, its bible, and all its mighty apparatus of truth, has ez 
fected but comparatively little, and is itself disgraced by hypocrites, 
and rent bv schisms? Christianity has, for these eighteen hun- 
dred vears and more, plyed the world with rehearsals of duty, ex- 
amples of purity and lessons of piety ; and yet a large mass of 
human kind is still ignorant of the true (xod ` multitudes are still 
adherents of an absurd polytheism, and still groping in the filth of 
a gross seusualism ; the iron wheel of oppression is still rolling and 

«crushing thousands at every revolution: the weak are yet bowed 
down by the strong: human rights and human liberty are still 
trodden down by the tyrant's heel; the bereaved and the helpless 
are vet the victims of à merciless aud senseless treatment miscalled 
charity : the ignorant are still the dupes and the tools of the crafty 
and the wicked: fraud, theft, mürder, and incest, still curse the 
earth; the rum-shop, the house of prostitution, the jail, and the 
gallows, even now stand side by side with the temple of learning 
and the temple of God : and the sun still rises upon destitution and 
sets upon degradation. There is infthese United States one Chris- 
tian minister to every eight hundred inhabitants, and, upon a fair 
computation, we think it would be ascertained that nine out of 
every ten responsible persons, in each of these divisions of eight 
hundred, are individuals whose creed is selfishness, and whose 
practice is wrong-doing! But because all this is so,— because 
there is yet in the world an immeasurable mass of evil, shall 1t be 
affirmed that the Church is nothing worth, and that Christianity is 
2 lie? He who decides that because ignorance and iniquity 
abound, the School and the Church are inadequate to the accotn- 
plishment of good, and the ultimate deliverance of man, acknow- 
ledges a principle, theoperation of which would produce a ruin to 
less than the total disintegration of society and the final destruc- 
tion of the human race. 

If, then, the hitherto apparent inefficiency of a wise human sys- 
tem of education, and of a divine system of religion, cannot, with 
fairness, be urged against their utility and beneficial tendency ; 
neither can the apparent want of success of this institution, with 
any greater show of fairness, be urged against the utility and prac- 
ticability of the benevolent scheme for the benefit of the blind, in 
which this State has so recently embarked. : 

Whatever doubts, therefore, may be entertained concerning the 
usefulness or the necessity of such an institution, belong to those 
who are mere doubters by profession—an unprofitable and disrepu- 
table tribe; a class whose belief is disbelief in all that is elevating 
and ennobling, and who think nothing wise or good, save that that 
promotes their own petty personal interests, and forwards their 
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own selfish ends. However true it may be, that the fewness of 
our pupils proves nothing against the feasibility of the righteous 
and humane enterprise in which the Síate has engaged, one thing 
it does prove, namely—that a sufficiently active and energetic pol- 
icy has not been pursued. I suggested to the Board the necessity 
of prompt and decisive action in regard to collecting pupils irto the 
institution. I stated, as fully and clearly as 1 was able, the difi- 
culties that opposed the growth of such an establishment as this ; 
such, for exatnple, as the ignorance of parents, their unwillingness 
to be separated from their unfortunate children, their senseless in- 
dulgence, their mistaken tenderness and their cruel kindness to- 
wards them. To overcome these obstacles, 1 recommended the 
course that had been so successfully pursued elsewhere, namely— 
the making a tour through the State with one or two of the more 
advanced pupils, and giving public exhibitions of their proficiency, 
supposing thereby that public ignorance would be enlightened, 
public prejudice dissipated, public interest awakened, and the obsti- 
nacy of parental folly in some méasure destroyed. The funds of 
the Institution were deemed insufficient to carry such suggestion 
into effect. 

The present Matron entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
her post at the commencement of the present session, and justice 
requires that I should state that she has performed the functions of 
her office in a manner highly creditable to herself and entirely sat- 
isfactory to others; she has succeeded in conferring upon all the 
household arrangements à neatness and comfort they never before 
possessed; the pupils receive from her a judicious and maternai 
attention, and I must add thatthe Board, in its selection of her, 
aeted wisely and well. . 

The health of the pupils has been, on the whole, good; owing, 
no doubt, mainly, to the wholesome regimen with which they have 
been provided, and the active bodily exercise they have been 
required to take. Several of them are persons of feeble constitu- 
tions, and hereditarily predisposed to disease, from these circumstan- 
ces, and perhaps from their own violation of the Jaws of health. 
There have occurred a few cases of indisposition, but in every 
instance, by prompt and skillful attention, a speedy recovery has 
been brought about. For all the medical assistance that has been 
required, we are indebted to Dr. S. C. Farrar. To every call that 
has been made to this gentleman, he has responded with a praise- 
worthy readiness and a humane alacrity. His services have beea 
purely.gratuitous, and in his professional intercourse with the in- 
mates, he has exhibited a tender solicitude and a disinterested 
benevolence worthy of the highest and sincerest commendation. 

In the name of all interested in the Institution, 1 acknowledge, 
with becoming gratitude, the receipt of a copy of the Bible for the 
Blind, presented to the School by Miss Dix, the rival of Howard-— 
the great female apostle of amelioration and benevolent reform, and 
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ihe worthy imitator of him of whom it is written “he went about 
Going good.” 

1 also feel bound to ackhowledge a donation of fifty dollars, made 
to the Institution by the Hon. John I. Guion. May his liberai 
example be emulated by others. 

Since the date of the last report, the pupils have been taught 
reading, arithmetic, grammar, geography, natural philosophy, phi- 
iosophy of natural history, elementary algebra, and plain geometry; 
but above all, and more important than all these, they have beer 
taught a sacred regard for justice and truth—to venerate and ptac- 
tice whatsoever things are pure, lovely, and of good report,and to 
cultivate a cheerful, self-helping, and independent spirit. In these 
latter more vital and essential departments of a complete education, 
they have made a somewhat encouraging progress. They have 
acquired a self-reliance entirely unmixed with arrogance, and their 
formerly dormant moral faculties have been aroused into a healthy, 
vigorous activity. In ihe just recited more usual studies of the 
school-room, their advancement has been but slow, and compared 
to the labor bestowed upon them, disproportionately small. This 
is owing, first, to the want of the necessary school apparatus, and 
secondly and mainly to the dullness of the pupils themselves, there 
being but four out of the.entire number for whom mediocrity can 
with any tolerable show of reason, be claimed —the others being 
affected, in various degrees, with that sort of imbecility usually 
characteristic of the born blind. - 

During the month of February last materials for the manufacture 
of willow-baskets were purchased, and that trade accordingly in- 
troduced as a regular branch of instruction. Since that time four 
of the pupils have been employed in this department. "They have 
worked two hours and a half per day, for five days in each week. 
Their progress, it is true, has been but small ; sufficient, however, 
to prove the possession of some mechanical skill, and the ability 
successfully to exercise it. Some of the baskets have been made 
in a tolerably workmanlike manner, and commanded a fair price. 
But little of the work, however, has been sold, for the very good . 
reason that but few saleable artieles have been made, and also 
because the market has all along been over-supplied with this kind 
of ware. This department has thus far been an expense to the in- 
stitution, and I see no ground for believing that it will ever be 
otherwise; nevertheless, it should be maintained, inasmuch as it is 
the object of the Institution to equip its pupils, at all points, for a 
successful encounter with the difficulties to be met in the business 
of self-support; and further, because an institution for the blind 
without a manual labor department would be sadly incomplete. 
That it is necessary, or even desirable, to continue the preserit spe- 
cies of handicraft 1 do not mean to affirm; but surely it should not 
be discontinued until a more profitable trade is introduced and one 
which shall be more available to ths pupils as a means of support 
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in subsequent life. From the best information 1 have been able to 
gather, there are sections of the State in which a blind man, by 
vigorous industry and rigid economy, might earn a subsistence even 
at willow-basket making Be this, however, as it may, one thing 
is certain, it will develop their constrnctive powers, render: more 
accurate their notions of form and proportion, confer upon them 
readiness in the use of their hands, and dexterity in the manage- 
ment of tools—acquirements which may prove of infinite service 
in obtaining a knowledge of any more difficult and profitable me- 
chanical art. 

In my last report 1 recommended to the Board that music should 
be introduced into the School as a regular branch of instruction. 
There is more talent for music among our pupils than talent of any 
other description. The best endowed among them, with opportu- 
nities however considerable, united with any application of their 
own, however diligent, and any exertions of others, however wisely 
directed or faithfully performed, can never, in intellectual attain- 
ments, go one single hair’s breadth beyond mediocrity ; while the 
others, by the way a majority, can not reach even that, "This 
statement is not made with any intent to disparage, but only because 
required by truth. Several of these very same persons, by proper 
instruction, might, and in a few years would, attain to at least a 
respectable stand as professional musicians. Some of them. might 
occupy the front rank as first-rate musicians. 

I proceed to the consideration of the condition and claims of the 
blind. 

From the earliest period of the existence of human society, until 
ihe present moment, are. to, be found, in every section of every 
country, the sad, but irrefragable evidences, of the moral, intellec- 
tual and physical abasement of man. The history of the race is 
little else than a narration of wrongs perpetrated, and sufferings 
endured; and every page of the record is stained by the proofs of 
human guilt, and rendered gloomy by the recital of human woes. 
But among the multitude of physical ills that have cursed mankind, 
none hold a more appalling prominence than blindness; and those 
upon whom it has been inflicted have been in all times the objects 
of either a hellish and heartless derision or of a senseless and un- 
meaning pity—a pity alike discreditable to its author and destructive 
to its object—profitless to each and degrading to both. Blindness 
. and beggary, in popular parlance, have long been considered sy- 
nonymous, and society has decreed that whoever suffers the one, 
must endure the other. For five thousand years the blind have 
been condemned to physical privation and mental destitution. A 
few among them, in spite of prejudice and opposition, have suc- 
. cessfully made their way to independence and even to distinction. 
Noble spirits, whom the mountains of discouragement heaped upon 
them by others, could not erush, and who would nót be driven from 
their purpose by the oft repeated lies that they could not and ought 
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not to think and act as men. But the condition of the rest has- 
been in the last degree wretched and forlorn. They have been 
cast out by society, and condemned to pine in solitude, suffering 
and degradation. ‘To sit by the wayside and ask alms of passers 
by, have been considered their only and special prerógatives; and 
exemption from the joys that humanise, the labors that invigorate, 
and the pursuits that.elevate, has been the withering curse entailed 
upon them by a bad.social organization, and which men have cal'ed 
a benefit and a privilege. By a supposed improvement of modern 
civilization, they have been collected into alms-houses,those abodes 
of abomination, and the very hotbeds and nurseries of all that 1s 
disgusting and vile—poor in all, save in a rank growth of indolence, 
ignorance and sin. n these receptacles, their bodies have been 
clad with coarse raiment, and half-fed with unsavory food, while 
their souls have been left hungry and naked. It were no difficult 
task to show that the modern system of pauperism, so far, at least, 
as the blind are concerned, is no better and, if possible, worse than 
the ancient system of beggary. ‘The necessities of the mendicant 
compel him to a certain degree of physical and mental activity —he 
is driven to grope his way through the streets, or along the road 
side, in order to meet with those from whom he would crave relief, 
and his ingenuity is óccasionàlly exercised in devising more plausi- 
ble and profitable tales of woe. But the resident of the alms- 
house is doomed to hopeless and perpetual indolence: no incentive 
to exertion, not even the slightest, is presented to him. Each suc- 
ceeding day brings the same monotonous round of eating, drinking 
and gossip. ,If helabors at all, it is extorted, and labor thus per- 
formed, is indolence in its worst form. In those establishments of 
this kind which make some pretensions to the character of moral 
schools, he is compelled to listen to prayers about which he knows 
and eares nothing, and to return thanks for bountiful repasts and 
multifarious other blessings which he never received ; thus requiring 
him to assume the semblance of a devotion and gratitude, to which 
he is an utter stranger. Surely the personal freedom of the beg- 
gar is better than the confinement of the pauper; and if a mendi- 
eant sometimes warps the truth or fabricates a downright falsehood, 
the crime is far less odious than the hypoerisy which the discipline 
of what is called a well regulated alms-house requires its inmates 
to practice. But it is needless to pursue further the disgusting 
contrast—it is needless to attempt to balance the evils of two such: 
systems ; both are full of wrongs—both proclaim the injustice of 
society ; and, the wretchedness of the blind, and the wails of the 
beggar, and the moans of the pauper, loudly assert the indifference 
of a selfish world and the desolation of bereaved humanity. - 
Within the last one hundred years the condition of the blind has 
been considerably improved. In continental Europe, and in Great 
Britain, institutions for the training and development of their moral 
and physical powers have been established, and through their in- 
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strumentality the blind have been raised to a more elevated social 
position than they before occupied, although the place they hold 
even now is very far below that in which they have an incontesti- 
ble right to be, and in which they assuredly will be when the voice 
of justice shall be heeded and her mandates obeyed. 

It was not until about twenty years ago that public attention in 
the United States was directed to the amelioration of the condition 
of the blind. Since that time institutions for their instruction have 
been established in several of the States, and through their agency 
much goed has been accomplished. They have demonstrated (bai 
the absence of sight does not imply the absence of manhood, and 
that to be eyeless is not of necessity to be useless. From them, 
blind men and women have gone forth into the world to engage 
with the seeing in the fierce strife for bread, shelter and raiment. 
Some have succeeded, while others havej/failed—some have been 
victors in the contest, and others vanquishéd450me are now occu-- 
pying positions of profit and honor, and others'are still in loneliness 
and destitution. Although success has not uniformly attended the 
outgoers from these institutions, yet enough has been done by them 
to prove that the blind are men, and that when equipped with such 
powers as a right education can confer, they can perform the- 
deeds of men. Let it not be thought strange that this should be 
spoken of: as having been proved ; for there have been multitudes, 
and even now there are not wanting, persons, who doubt whether 
the blind are men, and whether they possess the capabilities and 
the rights of men. I do not affirm that any one ever openly avow- 
ed such an opinion, or that he was even aware of entertaining it; 
but this is, praetically, the belief of many, and the creed upon 
which society has all along acted. The period of the existence of 
the institutions of this country has been but short, and but little 
hàs been done towards the eradication of the immense evil they 
were designed to destroy. But the experiment may fairly be re- 
garded as having thus far been successfully performed. It is true 
that as much has not been accomplished as in the beginning was 
designed and desired ; but this only proves that originally too much. 
was intended and expected. It cannot*be doubted by those fa- 
miliar with the facts, that in the management of many of these 
institutions great and almost fatal mistakes have been made, and 
the extent of their usefulness thereby greatly restricted. Never- 
theless, with all their faults, they are the ornaments of the land, 
and sources of inestimable good to the blind. However true it 
may be that public interest in this country has, to a limited extent, 
been awakened in behalf of the blind, and that some partial provi- 
sion has been made for the satisfying of their wants, it is no less 
true that an overwhelming majority of the blind are, at this very 
moment, and in this very land, in a condition that defies descrip- 
tion and almost baffles conception. In the large towns and cities 
throughout the country, they may be found, gathered into alms-

houses, or perambulating the streets as beggars. In the South, 
and especially in the State of Mississippi, owing to a variety of” 
countervailing causes, this is fortunately not the case. Here the 
blind are not collected into poor-houses, and are rarely or never to 
be met with as itinerant mendicants; but even here they are crushed , 
to the dust by an immense weight of unseen misery, and endure a 
suffering and wretchedness that causes humanity to shudder and 
philanthropy to weep. Here, most of the blind have homes that 
may be called comfortable, but each such home is the grave of a 
soul, the tomb of an immortal spirit, and the sepulchre of powers 
that, if quickened by the vivifying influence of education, might 
win for their possessor a name and a place among men, and fit him 
for a happy entrance into an enduring state of being, where he 
máy forever ascend from one spiritual eminence to a. loftier—ad- 
vance from one excellence to a higher—and where new glories 
would forever beckon him onward to new felicities, Here the 
blind are but rarely seen, they but seldom move abroad, and their 
area of locomotion is usually circumscribed to the premises per- 
taining to the dwellings in which they reside. The blind child is 
bound to his home, not, it is true, by the iron chain that binds the 
felon to his dungeon, but by the stronger and heavier chain of un- 
enlightened parental tenderness, and his limbs are shackled by a 
'fear rendered morbid by the unwise care and injudicious solicitude 
of others. He is told by all that he cannot see and therefore can 
do nothing. If he attempt to move alone, dread seizes upon his 
parents, and visions of fractured limbs, dislocated joints, broken 
necks, and mangled corpses, pass before their minds in solemn and 
gloomy procession. Every aspiration after usefulness, every out- 
reaching of the soul towards liberty and independence, and every 
striving of the spirit to free itself from the oppressive weight with 
which a cruel kindness has burthened it, is crushed in its incipiency, 
and at length the unfortunate individual falls beneath the oft repeat- 
ed blows of an annihilating discouragement, or else he is led, or 
rather driven, by these seeing blind guides, into the ditch of des- 
pair, there to remain till death release the fettered spirit from the 
mortal clog that so long bound it to wretchedness and woe. 
Sometimes the case assumes another phase. The boy breaks 
loose from the restraints thrown about him and attempts to do some- 
thing for himself; if he successfully achieve the hazardous adven- 
ture of walking a few hundred yards alone, the thing is trumpeted 
about the neighborhood as a-marvellous exploit, and isaccounted a 
deed worthy a conspicuous place in the annals of that particular 
locality ; the visitors at his parents’ house are entertained, or an- 
noyed, by rehearsals of his wonderful performances, which never 
fail, either from false courtesy or genuine stupid amazement, to 
elicit from the listener exaggerated commendations of the achieve- 
ments of the boy. "Thus his vanity is flattered without his powers 
being improved, and he grows up vain and helpless, ignorant and 
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useless. This is an imperfect, but, so far as it goes, a faithful 
picture of the condition of:the blind; and unless the effort now 
making for its improvement, through the instrumentality of this 
institution, be liberally and heartily sustained, their condition will 
ere long be infinitely worse. As the population increases, the 
number of the blind will augment, poverty will be multiplied, and 
degenerate into pauperism ; alms-houses will be built, and the 
blind, with others, thrust into them,—there to be fed on the husks 
of what, by a strange perversion of language, some call charity,— 
to be clad in the habiliments of wretchedness, to grope in the 
darkness of intellectual night, and to wallow in the filth of moral 
pollution. 
THE CLAIMS OF THE BLIND, 

All that christianity asserts has been so thoroughly established 
by evidence, so powerful and so clear, that to doubt is but to prove 
the absurd obstinaey of the doubter, or his incapacity rightly to 
appreciate testimony the most irrefragable, and demonstration the 
most lucid. 

Christianity reveals to man, that Godiis his father, that his ori- 
gin is of no plebeian sort, but that he is the child of a parent, the 
mightiest and the purest. It declares that all men are brethren, 
and that there exists among all an absolute equality of right to the 
possession of the means of happiness. Now, that the blind are 
men, and that they form a portion of the great brotherhood of hu- 
mankind, will not be denied by any but the hopelessly insane or 
the irreclaimably idiotic. As such, then, they have all the rights, 
and are entitled to all the privileges of men; that is, they may 
fairly claim all that can be accounted justly due to the seeing. 

That education is the right of all, will be denied, by none, save 
the sordid minions of an unprincipled despotism, or the craven de- 
pendents of an iniquitous aristocracy. The false and damning 
doctrine that the many were made to be the slaves of the few, and 
that whatsoever is elevating and ennobling was designed for the 
exclusive proprietorship of a diminutive minority, is, thank God, 
rapidly losing ground, and now finds adherents and supporters only 
among those who account popular virtue a phantasy, and popular 
intelligence a chimera. Volumes have been written to prove the 
necessity of education for the masses, and to show that a nation’s 
permanency, and real prosperity, are immediately dependent upon, 
and directly proportioned to, the intellectual and moral advance- 
ment of the individuals composing it; and the experience of all 
ages confirms the truth of what has been written. There have, 
indeed, existed vast empires, based upon ignorance and slavery, 
and supported by physical force, but soon the uncertain foundation 
yielded and the brute strength failed, and they fell. 

It is said, on the warrant of: history, by Horace Mann, the ablest 
and most distinguished of living advocates of popular education, 
that men had attained to great excellence in oratory and poetry 
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long before they could construct the mechanical apparatus necessary 
to put their thoughts in a permanent and discriminative shape, and 
they understood pretty well the revolutions of the planets before 
they could make a good cart-wheel, And he finds the solution of 
the difficulty in the fact, that ignorance performed the manual labor 
of society. The truth of the observation, and the justness of the 
solution, are too obvious to need comment; for there is nothing 
more certain than that an ignorant man may plod on a whole life- 
time within reach of a mighty truth, or within a hair's breadth of 
a valuable discovery, and yet never grasp the one or effect the other, 

By-the application of knowledge, and skill to material substan- 
ces, and the facts of nature, has been discovered all that is valuable. 
in art, and all that is noble and majestic in science. Knowledge 
and skill thus applied have converted the otherwise useless ore in- 
to the useful, labor-saving, labor- promoting tool, or transformed it 
into the implements of husbandry, the instruments of the artificer, 
the complicated and delicate machinery for the measurement of 
time, or the no less wonderful machinery by which space and time 
are almost annihilated. : 

The trees of the forest have been converted into utensils of do- 
mestic use, or re-appear in the ship of symmetrical proportions, 
traversing oceans, and bearing the produce of one region to the 
people of another. 

The rude contents of the quarry have been fashioned into the 
temple of learning, the temple of God, and the habitation of man. 
Fens and bogs have been drained, and have become the sites of 
large and flourishing cities, teeming with an industrious and thriv- 
ing population. Uninhabitable pestilential regions have been ren- 
dered tenantable and salubrious ; sterility and fruitiessness have 
been changed into fertility and fruitfulness; the “solitary place 
has indeed been made glad, and the wilderness to blossom as the 
rose; ? intelligence has discovered that the earth is an immense trea- 
sure-house of vast powers and rich benefits, that need but its bid- 
ding to come forth and strengthen and bless mankind ; the history 
of improvements, discoveries, and inventions in art, shows that 
the diffüsion of knowledge among the masses, is the great source 
of the material prosperity of the nation ; and it has also been found 
that wherever moral advancement has kept pace with intellectual 
progress, that happiness is most generally distributed, and the 
higher wants of humanity more adequately provided for. 

Several of the States of this Union have established schools, 
into which all, without distinction of political or religious creed, 
are admitted, thereby practically acknowledging the right of all to 
instruction, and the duty of society to provide the means of exer- 
cising that right. The recognition of this right, and the perform- 
ance of this duty, have now become a constituent element in the 
policy of these members of the Confedetacy; and in some of them, 
to their honor be it said, there has been at least a partial recogni- 
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tion of the right to improvement of the mentally and physically 
‘infirm. ; : 

It is asserted by all competent to decide, that to educate a hu- 
man being, that is, fully and harmoniously to develop his intel- 
lectual, moral and physical nature, is to confer upon him the highest 
happiness, to give him the mastery over himself, to restore the de- 
faced image of his Maker, and to make him, in fine, in the truest 
and loftiest sense, a Man! 

Now, if all this be true of education with respect to the seeing, 
it is, with the necessary limitations and restrictions, also true 
with respect to the blind; and if it be the duty of the State 
to provide for the education of the seeing, on the ground that they 
are men, it is no less its duty to make similar provision for the 
blind : for their claim rests precisely upon the same basis. 

Again, it has been thoroughly established, by investigation the 
most rigorous, and observation the most accurate, that all physical 
evil is the result of violations of the physical laws. I know this 
may sound barshly to those who are accustomed to indulgence in 
that senseless and wretched cant that calls every calamity of the 
body a providential affliction. No one yields a heartier assent 
than Í to the generaland special providence of God; but belief 
in this doctrine does not, as can easily be shown, involve the ne- 
cessity of imputing the aüthorship of woe to God ; and nothing is 
hazarded in saying that he who charges upon the Almighty all 
physical evil, is guilty of the perpetration of a most foul and ap- 
palling blasphemy. No one pretends to hold the Deity respon- 
sible for the immorality that has, for these thousands of years de- 
solated the e rth, poisoning human joys, crushing human hopes, 
and dwarfing, blackening' and damning human souls. All more! 
evil is held to be the result of disobedience to those laws which 
have been instituted for the government of *the soul; and all agree 
that the guilt of disobedience fairly belongs to man. Now, if it 
be absurd to allege that the ills of the soul is attributable to God, 
the absurdity is surely no less in charging upon him the ills of the 
body ; for the laws that govern each, are equally fixed, and equally 
well defined. 

If the cant alluded to, be applied to instances of moral infirmity, 
itwill stand thus: if a man is lame, blind, sick, deaf or dumb, it 
is said, “the Lord hath afflicted him”; but, if he is avaricious, 
dishonest, basely selfish, cruel, or wickedly ambitious, it may as 
truthfully be affirmed that he is afflicted of God; and yet, if one 
should talk thus, he would be accounted a fool, or else denounced 
asa mad and reckless blasphemer. l 

Whatever the origin of sin may have been, it is certain that its 
perpetuation belongs to man, and man is therefore responsible for 
all those multiform ills of the body and the soul that render plea- 
sure disgustful, existence a curse, and happiness well nigh unat- 
tainable. 
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It is certain that if the laws that govern man’s physical nature 
were thoróughly understood, and faithfully observed, that disease 
and deformity would be banished from the earth, and men would live: 
on, without a pain or an ache, until the corporeal machinery should, 
by regular and gradual wastings, wear out, and finally cease to 
perform its functions. 

It is also certain that the mass of men are inadequate to the dis- 
covery of these laws, and even when known, there are multitudes 
who have not the moral firmness to obey them. Now, it is ad- 
mitted by all, that the business of communication, and the impart- 
ing of moral steadfastness, that is, education, is the duty of society, 
and if society neglect to perform this duty, it is clearly responsi- 
ble for all the infirmity consequent upon such negligence; and 
blindness being an infirmity, its .cause is fairly chargeable upon 
society. à 

A few years ago, Horace Mann, the Secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Education, addressed to several of the most emi- 
nent teachers in the United States, a circular, proposing these con- 
ditions and propounding this query : 

Tf free schools were universally established, and all children 
were to attend them ten months in each year, for a period of 
twelve years, and no person employed as teacher who was not at 
least equal fo what are now called first rate teachers, what number 
of persons would turn out to be irreclaimably bad ? 

In one or two of the replies to this question it is said that not a 
single case of irreclaimability would occur. In others, the authors 
of which were less sanguine, the maximum of hopeless cases is 
placed at two per cent. The persons who replied to this question, 
had been engaged in teaching for periods varying from ten to Ser) 
years. They had ample opportunity to become acquainted wit 
the subject concerning which their opinions were requested, and 
were in all points qualified to testify ; and their testimony, there- 
fore, will be deemed conclusive _ It then appears, that, if the con- 
ditions expressed in the circular should be fully complied with, 
that ignorance and vice would be limited to, at most, two per cent. 
of the community, and there would, of course, be a corresponding 
diminution of wretchedness and infirmity. In every hundred there 
would be ninety-eight virtuous and intelligent persons; persons 
who would know the right, and possess the willingness to do it. 
Improper marriages would then not be contracted, and the born 
blind, or those born to become blind, would cease to be, quacks 
would not be tolerated, and quackery would cease to work its ruin 
upon the eyes of men. There might indeed occasionally occur a 
ease of purely accidental blindness, but these instances would be 
so rare, that the sufferers would always be amply and honorably 
provided for. 


But society has hitherto failed to comply with those conditions, 
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the observance of which would secure to its members, moral, in- 
tellectual, and physical health. It has, by its negligence, deprived 
many of their sight, thereby taking from them, in a very great de- 
gree, the means of subsistence and happiness ; and even-handed 
justice demands that in every case where society has filched from 
an individual his eyes, that, so far as the thing is possible, restitu- 
tion should be made. I claim nothing for the blind on the ground 
of charity, nor am I willing to call anything that may be done in 
their behalf by society, a deed of benevolence, The truth is, that, 
whatever society can do for them, is but going so far to the repara- 
tion of a wrong, and no act of grace at all. |

THE OBJECT OF AN INSTITUTION FOR THE“BLIND, AND THE EX- 
TENT OF ITS ATTAINABILITY. 


The object proposed to be accomplished by an Institution for' 
the Blind, is to fit thesightless for self-maintenance and usefulness. 
]t was once ardently hoped, and, by some, even firmly believed, 
that after having been educated, the blind could go forth in the 
world, and compete with others in several intellectual and me- 
chanical pursuits ; but experience has proved the hope delusive. 
and the belief ill-founded. There are, among the blind, a few, 
who, with such aids as an Institution can afford, can success- 
fully make their way in the world, and, fhere are some who can do 
it without such aids ; but this number, in proportion to the whole, 
is extremely small As a class, the blind are inferior to normal 
persons; and this inferiority is, doubtless, owing to a constitutional 
defect, implicating both the muscular system and those organs 
through which all mental manifestations are made, and of which 
blindness is but the external evidence. 

It is indeed humiliating to be driven to the confession of this in- 
feriority ; but, as human deterioration is directly the result of the 
negligence of society to perform its highest duty to its members, 
whatever odium may attach to such deterioration, must fasten on 
society, and not upon those who are the victims of its blunders, 
and its sins. 

From such information as I have been able to gather from other 
sources, and from personal observation, l am constrained tq the 
adoption of the opinion that a very large proportion of the blind 
will never be able successfully to cope with the fierce and increas- 
ing competition existing in every pursuit in which they can en- 
gage ; but experience is equally conelusive concerning the ability 
of the feeblest and most helpless among them to make encouraging 
approaches to wards self-support. 

For six or seven years past there ha$ existed in Boston, 
in connection with the School for the Blind, a shop, in which 
blind persons have been employed in the various departments of 
upholstery, in seating cane-bottom chairs, and in the manufacture 
of several kinds of door-mats. "These persons have been boarded 
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at the expense of the institution, and paid in cash much lower wa- 
ges than those ordinarily paid to seeing workmen engaged in similar 
handicrafts, the difference being designed to meet the expense of 
board, lodging, &c. Some of the workmen and work-women in 
this shop have earned their living and something more, whilst others 
have fallen short of so doing. They have not been constantly 
supplied with work, and of course the earnings of each have been 
much less than they would have been if uninterrupted employment 
had been furnished ; nevertheless, the amount of work done, and 
the sales of manufactured articles have annually increased, and the 
establishment is now doing well. A similar experiment is now 
making in New York. These industrial establishments, though 
having existed buta short time, and having thus far accomplished 
comparatively little, do, nevertheless, furnish certain and reli- 
able data, upon which to rest accurate and encouraging conclusions. 
Experience has shown that most blind persons who are qualified 
to act as teachers of music, or teachers in other departments, or 
"who possess sufficient capital to establish themselves in business, 
tan successfully make their way in the world; but experience is 
equally clear upon the fact that all who are not thus qualified, or 
who do not possess this capital, cannot. Itthen becomes a matter 
of some importance to decide what further action shall society take 
jn reference to these—what further aid shall be afforded them, and 
-3n what manner such aid shall be bestowed. The experiments 
made-in other States would seem to point out the answer. Let 
every State, after having educated its blind, build a shop, and fur- 
nish it with the necessary tools and materials, and employ in it all 
such biind persons as may be qualified to work at the various 
»ranches therein carned on. There might also be, in connection 
with this establishment, a manual labor school, into which such 
persors that might be too old to enter the institution designed for 
tbe tkania ot the young blind, could be admitted and taught to 
@wik atout trade which they had sufficient mechanical capacity 
^ dean Now. sOppie that such a shop as this should contain 
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It is a sound maxim of political economy, that the’ wealth of a 
community depends upon the amount of its production; but it is 
elear that this amount must again depend upbn the number of pro- 
ductive members in the community, and the extent to which each 
produces. Now, any amount of production, however small, is 
better than none ; and it is very evident that any agent that will 
convert a non-productive consumer into a producer, multiplies the 
products of the community ; and to whatever extent such multi- 
plication proceeds, to that extent society is enriched ; and the es- 
tablishment that has been mentioned is precisely such an agent. 

The limits prescribed to this report, forbid that more should be 
said upon this subject. 

In order that a State may understand its true position, it is ne- 
cessary that the.statisties of calamity should be as accurately as- 
certained, as the statistics of prosperity. And if it be important 
to know the number of men in a State of able body and stalwart 
limbs, it is surely no less so to know the number of feeble and in- 
firm. The existing law, I believe, provides that those who take 
the census, shall, in those districts assigned to them, ascertain the 
number of blind, deaf and dumb, and other unfortunate persons ; 
but the returns have so frequently been found inaccurate that it is 
certain the enquiry has usually been loosely conducted. 1 would 
therefore . recommend that an attempt be made to secure the pas- 
sage of a law making it the duty of the assessor, or other proper 
officer, of each county, to ascertain the number of blind in his 
county, and to send the address of each such person as may be eli- 
gible as a pupil of this Institution, to the office of Secretary of 
State. Í would further recommend that strenuous exertions be 
made to secure the passage of an act supplementary to the existing 
law, providing that after ten pupils shall have been received, to 
be supported out of existing appropriations, that for every addi- 
tional pupil thereafter, the board shall have a right to draw two 
hundred dollars from the Treasury of the State. Such a 
law would allow the Institution to enlarge, and render further legis- 
lation, for a considerable time, unnecessary. It need scarcely be 
aided, that institutions for the blind, deaf and dumb, and insane, 
*armish the highest evidence of a true civilization, and are proofs 
dí the progress ef s ciety, and cheering and healthy signs of the 
fees bie estado. ent ef such institutions. may fairly be re- 
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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE 


LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


To his Excellency, James Whitfield, 
Governor of the State of. Mississippi: 

The Commissioners of the Lunatie Asylum, in discharge of the 
duty imposed upon them by law, submit the following report of their 
proceedings since the adjournment of the last Legislature, showing the 
progress and present condition of the work committed to their charge. 

Immediately after the election and organization of the present 
Board, in March, 1850, we commenced a correspondence with, and 
employed, Mr. Joseph Willis, at a salary of $1500 per annum, as 
architect and superintendent of the buildings. He came highly re- 
commended as a practical and experienced architect, and we take 
pleasure in saying, that we think the buildings themselves will fully 
prove that he has sustained the high character which he brought. with 
him. We were compelled, from the nature of the work, to commit 
almost its entire management and control to the architect, and we re- 
fer to his report, herewith filed, (marked A.,) which gives a minute 
and detailed account of the condition of the buildings, when he took 
charge of it, as well as its progress since, and its present condition ;— 
together with a full statement of the disbursements made on account 
of each branch of the work; and also an estimate of the amount yet 
necessary for its completion. The report of the Architect is so full, 
that a very few facts remain to be stated by the Board. The build- 
ings, though rapidly approaching completion, are not in such a state of 
forwardness as we had hoped to see them by this time. It was con- 
templated, by the Legislature, that the State Penitentiary should fur- 
nish the brick necessary for the completion of the buildings, and it 
was not until June, of the year 1850, that we were informed by the 
Superintendent that he could not furnish them. This disappointment, 
imposed upon us the necessity of advertising 60 days for contractors 
for furnishing the brick; thus causing great delay, and a large outlay 
of money, which we had not anticipated. | 

After the arrival of the Architect, which was not till some time in 
the month of July, 1850, we caused a careful and thorough examina- 
tion of the foundation walls of the building, which had been, previ- 
ously, raised sufficiently high to receive the first tier of joists. After 
consultation with the Architect, and the Executive, it was determined 
to summon a committee of practical and scientific mechanics and en- 
gmeers, to examine said foundation. We addressed a letter to Messrs. 
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John Crump, L. W. Petrie and Elijah Grammer, gentlemen wel 
qualified to judge in such matters. They did not hesitate to condemn 
the foundation as unsafe, for so large a building, and we determined 
upon taking it up. This correspondence is herewith filed (marked B.) 
You will also find this subject fully discussed and explained in the 
report of the Architect. 

Considering that we were erecting a building which was intended 
to stand for all time, as it were, as a monument of the wisdom and 
liberality of the State, we could not hesitate, even at the expense of 
a little time and money, in adopting the safe course ;—in fact, not to 
make the workmanship of such a building perfect, or as nearly so as 
could be, were worse than a waste of money. 

The parties who contracted for the delivery of rock for the founda- 
tion, were prevented from a prompt compliance with their contract by 
unforeseen cireumstances, which also caused considerable delay in the 
prosecution of the work. 

The failure of the Penitentiary to furnish briek—the expense of 
taking. up the foundation—the unusual high price of labor and mate- 
rials, and every article of subsistence, have imposed upon the Board 
expenditures to a large amount never contemplated by the Legislature, 
or ourselves, and need only to be alluded to, to be fully appreciated by 
every one. It will -be seen, however, from a comparison of the cost 
of this institution with those of a similar character, in other States, 
that it has, or will, when completed, according to the estimate of the 
Architect, cost actually less, in proportion to 3ts size, than any one, 
perhaps, in the Union, except the “Indiana Hospital for the Insane," 
` which was built at a time when labor and materials were unusually 
cheap. It is about the size of ours, and cost $100,000; whilst ours 
will cost, when completed and furnished, including all the improve- 
ments, about $135,000, and will accommodate 150 to 200 patients. 
The “McLean Hospital" at Somerville, Mass., cost $300,000, and 
will not accommodate more patients than ours. The “New Jersey 
State Hospital,” after which ours is modeled, cost $153,000, and will 
contain about 200 patients. The “ Bloomingdale Hospital,” near the 
city of New York, cost more than $200,000, and accommodates 150 

atients. ) 

We have been unable to ascertain, with any great degree of cer- 
tainty, the number of insane persons in this State. They are a class 
of sufferers whose misfortunes are, in many instances, withheld from 
publie observation; and their true number, and actual condition, will 
never be known or appreciated, until the Asylum is completed, and 
thus a comfortable home provided for them. “Yet we are not without 
data on this subject: In the State of South Carolina, a State of but 
little over our population, there are 170 patients in the Lunatic Asy- 
lum, and many others in thé State, who cannot be admitted for want 
of room in the buildings of the institution. In the State of Massa- 
chusetts, where the statistics are more reliable than in any other State, 
there are about three to every thousand persons; and in many of the 
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Northern States the proportion is about the same. This ratió would 
give to our State about 300 to 500 of those unfortunate beings. 

We deem it entirely useless in us to urge upon the Legislature the 
great importance, in our estimation, of this institution. Tts name alone 
commends it to every generous impulse of the human heart. It isa 
cause which has commanded the warmest and most libera) support or 
the great and good men of our whole country, and never has, nor 
never will appeal in vain to Mississippians. E

[STATEMENT A.] 
To the Board of Commissioners - 


GenTLEMEN—In compliance with your request, I herewith submit 
the following report: 

After receiving the appointment of Architect, for the Asylum, on 
my arrival here to take charge of the work, about the first of July, 
1850, 1 was informed that the foundations had been laid, and the 
walls of the cellar or basement story, raised to the height of eight feet, 
with a portion of the first tier of joist put un. As the work had been 
suspended for several months, the cellar was filled with water to the 
depth of from two to three feet. After having the cellar drained, I 
discovered that the foundations under the walls were very soft, and as 
they began to dry, that the walis cracked in many places, from top to 
bottom. I also discovered that the mortar ut the bottom of the walls, 
to the height of about three feet, was entirely rotten, in consequence 
of having remained so long in water without having had a chance to 
become dry, so as to form a cement; the top of the walls to the depth 
of about two feet were but little better, as they had remained uncov- 
ered and been exposed to heavy rains for several months. Under 
these circumstances, I was unwilling to put up the building, on the 
walls that had been erected, being satisfied that the foundations would 
not support the superincumbent weight of so massive a building; and 
that it would not be long before serious injury to the building would 

. be caused by uneven settlements in the foundations. After reporting 
` the above facts to your Board, I was instructed by resolution at a sub- 
sequent meeting, to make a further and more minute examination, 
and report in writing, the situation of the foundations and walls, and 
also in what manner they could be remedied. Accordingly, after making 
. 4 more minute examination of the work, I reported at length, the 
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condition of the walls and foundations, and recommended taking up 
all the outside and main cross walls, and re-building them with stone,. 
on a substantial timber base. Subsequently your Board appointed a 
committee of three competent gentlemen, who were disinterested, to ` 
examine the work and also report im writing. to your Board. Those 
gentlemen made a strict examination of the work, and confirmed the 
opinion E bad given, that the walls and foundations were incompetent 
to sustain the superstructure that was intended to be put upon them. 
In fact, they went further than L had done, for they condemned 
the whole of the walle, both inside and out. I was of opinion myself 
that it would be better to take up all the walls, but in order to save 
as much as possible, [thought we could secure the building by making 


‘all the outside and main cross walls substantial. Jn accordance with 


my recommendation, your Board instructed me to have all the out- 
side and main cross wall: removed, and re-built of stone on a good 
substantial cypress timber hase. Accordingly, T made a contract with 
Mr. C. A. Parker to take wp the walls necessary tu be removed, for 
the sum of three hundred and fifty dollars. A contract was also made 
with Messrs. Graves € White to furnish cypress Jumber for the foun- 
dations at seventeen dollars per thousand fect. Talse made a contract 
with Mr. R. Y. Stewart for wck, to the amount of eight hundred 
cubic yards, if required, at fifteen cents per cubic yard, in the ground, 
at his place about fifteen miles below Jackson, on the Raildroad. 
About the same time, a contract was made with Mr. R. W. Crossley, 
for quarrying and loading the rock on the Cars, for the sum of one 
dollar and fifty cents per cubic yard. And also à contract with the 
Railroad to transport the rock to Jackson for two dollars per cubic 
yard. A contract was also made with Messrs. Adams A Boddie to- 
haul the rock from the Railroad Depot to the building, at one dollar 
and twenty-five cents per cubic yard. About the same time, a contract 
was made with Mr. E. Moody to make and deliver at the building, 
one million good hard well burned brick, at the sum of five dollars 
and fifty cents per thousand—six hundred thousand to be delivered by 
the first of Jan., 1851, and the balance by the first of Aug. following. 
Contracts had previously been made with Messrs. Eubank, Garland, 
Hamilton and Douglass, to furnish eight hundred cords of wood for 
burning brick, at one dollar and ninty-nine cents per cord. Subse- 
quently a contract was made with Messrs. Graves & White, to furnish 
between. four and five hundred thousand feet of lumber, at from thir- 
teen to fifteen dollars per thousand feet, according to quality. 

Under these circumstances, the work was commenced about the first 
of September of last year; but as there were but few materials on 
hand at that time, it progressed slowly for several months. From 
unforeseen causes, the Railroad Company was unable to bring up the 
rock as fast as it was needed, and in fact, instead of having it all de- 
livered as it should have been, by agreement, on the first of December, 
it was not all delivered until late this summer ; consequently, it caused 
great delay in the progress of the work. 
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Messrs. Adams & Boddie, contractors for hauling the rock from the 
Depot to the building, dissatisfied with the repeated delays and failures 
occasioned by the Railroad Company, threw up their contract, having 
delivered but a small portion of the rock, say about one hundred and 
fifty yards. In this dilemma, I had to hire teams as I could get them, 
and pay a higher price than the contract price with Messrs. Adams 
& Boddie. It became so difficult last spring to hire teams at anything 
like a fair price, that the Board instructed me to buy a team for the 
use of the Asylum, which I accordingly did, and thereby saved some 
two or thre. hundred dollars to the Institution. 

After the wail: were removed, I employed hands by the day, and 
had the rubbish taken out, and trenches dug under the centre build- 
mg walls, e feet wide, and under the wing walls, four feet wide, a4 
all from itsen to cighteen inches deep. I found, that in excea: “tir; 
the cellar, that aii the clay had been removed, and that the wali» had 
been built on a bed of aal. that} extends to the depth of fro.s tw ancy 
to thirty fest, and that when h is wet, expands and becomes very soft 
and slippery, ard that when dry, in contracts and becomes very hard, 

and if exposed to the atmosphere, crumbles or slacks like lime; con- 

‘sequently, it is a very poor material for foundations for buildings. In 
. fact, from what little experience I have had in this kind of earth, I 
em satisfied that there must be some kind of an artificial foundation 
created to build upon, in order to sustain a building of any magnitude. 

After having the trenches or foundations dug, I had the earth com- 
pressed as much as possible with heavy mauls, prepared for that pur- 
pose, —Í then had cypress plank two inches thick laid transversely across 
the trenches as close together as possible, and on top of them longi- 
tudinally, cypress timbers six inches thick, each piece running past 
the other so as to break joints, from eight to ten feet. I then had the 
old mortar that came out of the walls rammed in between the timber 
and sides of the trenches, and all the joints between the timbers well 
grouted. With the foundations thus prepared, we commenced the 
stone work, and raised a base of stone under the centre building five 
feet wide at the bottom, three feet wide at top, and two feet high, and 
under the wings four feet wide at the bottom, two feet six inches at 
top, and two feet high, battering the walls the same on each side. We 
then built a stone wall on top of that, two-feet six inches thick under 
the centre building, and two feet thick under the wings, all five feet 
high, making a solid stone wall seven feet high, extending all round 
the entire building, and bringing us up to the level of the grade on 
the outside. On top of that, 1 had two courses of hammer dressed 
ashlar, each course one foot high, extending all round the building, 
which brought the walls up two feet above the grade, and ready for 
the first tier of joist. On top of the asblar is a cut stone water table, 
one foot high, extending round the building, making the stone work 
three feet high on the outside, above the pavement, and ten feet from 
the timber foundations. 

After having the basement story or celler walls completed, in the 
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above described manner, the brick-work of the east wing was com- 


menced about the first of May, and has progressed steadily ever since, . 


and for the last three or four months very rapidly; so that now we 
have the first and second stories of the entire building up, and the 
third story of the east wing is also up and ready for the rocf. 

Jf no unforeseen delay occurs, we will have both wings under roof 
by the first or middle of February next, and the centre builving early 
in the spring. , 

As Mr. Moody had failed in part, to comply with i contract for 
furnishing brick, it was evident that unless some other arrangement 
was made, that great delay would be occasioned ior want ^f brick; 
consequently, a contract was made early las sping, with Mr. T. 
Graves, to make. ne million good hard wel bw3v4u brick more or 
less, at six dollars and twenty-fio cents per thousand. Mr. Graves 
‘mmediatel: vet about maxing the brick, and has furüisbed near one 

Lilli n and a haif good hard ork. A contraer was nade vith Mr. 
C. Dudley, lare in che summer, for dotuz the carpenter: s wo k of the 
Asylum, at about fourteen thousand dollars; sud he has pecu pro- 
gressing as rapidly with it as was required. 

Owing to the very low stage of water in Pearl river, lust spring and 
summer, Messrs. Graves and White were disappointed in getting 
down their cypress logs, and consequently have not been able to fur- 
nish the cypress lumber contracted for: but it is to be hoped that a 
rise will take place soon, and that they will be able to furnish the 

-lumber in due time. 

On taking charge of the building, I deemed it necessary to make 
some little alteration in the internal arrangement of a portion of tne 
wings. 

In the New Jersey Asylum, the building that this was modeled 
after, the kitchen, bake-house, &c., is located in the basement story of 
the centre building, and consequently is adjacent to the wings; aud 
the patients’ dining-room being located on the front side of the corri- 
dor in the wings, the victuals, dishes, &c., had to be carried but a 
short distance from the kitchen to the dining-room, in the first story, 
and there hoisted in dumb-waiters to the dining-rooms above. But 
this arrangement would be very inconvenient in this climate, as the 
kitchen, bake-house, &c., will necessarily have to be located in an out 
building, to be erected for that purpose in the rear, and the victuals, 
dishes, &c., would have to be first brought from the kitchen intu the 
centre building, pass through one half of the main hall, and one half 
of the cross hall, into the eorridor of the wings, and then to the din- 
ing-rooms on the first story, where it would be hoisted in dumh- 


waiters to the rooms above; making a distance it would have to be. 


carried, after entering the building, of not less than eighty feet; and 
then having to pass through the door leading from centre building to 
the wings among the patients in the first ward, giving continual 


chances for them to escape, or being compelled to keep a guard at - 


ihe door. ; 


4 
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Instead of that arrangement, I have made three patients’ rooms 
of each room designed for the patients” dining-rooms, and taken the 
corner room in each rear corner of the centre building, for the 
patients dining-room; thereby making nine more patients’ rooms in 
eaeh wing, and making the entrance to the dumb-waiters just inside 
the back door of the centre building. I have also made some slight 
alterations in the hot-air chambers, in the basement story, which I 
deemed necessary, in order to heat the entire building by hot air. 1 
have somewhat changed the architecture of the building externally, 
but the changes made do not increase the cost. ` 

The slate has been procured and is on the ground for covering the 
building; the glass, and most of the nails, pullies, &c., have been 
purchased; castings for the hot aiv and ventilating flues have nearly . 
all been provided. Most of the lumber for the joists and roof are on 
the ground. There are also some five or six hundred thousand brick 
on hand; and the stone sills for windows, lintals, steps, capitals, &c., 
for the portico, are in a state of forwardness, so that there is nothing 
to retard the vigorous prosecution of the work. E 

The team that was purchased for the use of the Asylum, last sum- 
mer, was sold to Mr. C. A. Parker, at the original cost, by instrue- 
tions from the Board, as we had no further use tor it, after hauling 
ihe rock. The amount, which was seven hundred and sixty-seven 
dollars, has been charged to his account. 

The wood that was purchased by order of the Board, has been 
furnished to the brick contractors, at the price paid for it, as follows, 
to-wit: To E. Moody, three hundred and forty-six cords, at twe- 
dollars per eord, making six hundred and ninety-two dollars; and io 
T. Graves, four hundred and thirty-eight cords, at two dollars per 
cord, amounting to eight hundred and seventy-six dollars; which 
amounts have been charged to their accounts respectively. 

As Mr. Moody had failed to deliver the brick according to contract, 
and had not delivered quite one half, up to the first of August last; 
it was agreed by mutual consent, ata meeting of your Board, held ` 
n August, that the contract should be cancelled, which was accord- 
ingly done. 

You will see by the following exhibit, that there has been appro- 
priated by your Board, and expended on the building, since January 
ist, 1850, the sum of fifty thousand six hundred and thirteen dollars 
and ninety-nine cents, as follows: —

You will see, by the above estimates, that it will require about 
fifty thousand dollars more, to complete the present buildings, and 
build suitable out-buildings, with the necessary cisterns, grading, 
paving, &c.; and, also, the further sum of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars, for improving the grounds, fixtures for supplying the building 
With water, heating apparatus, apparatus for lighting with gas, the 
necessary wardrobes, drawers, &c., for clothes, and furniture and fix- 
tures of various kinds, suitable for an Asylum for the Insane. 
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FUTURE OPERATIONS. | 


Should the proper means be placed at your disposal to complete 
the building, and put up the necessary out-buildings, I would recom. | 
mend the erection of a two story brick building,. to be located in the 
rear of the centre building, of sufficient capacity for a kitchen, bake-room, 
wash room, store-rooms, &c., also a room for asteam engine, of small size 
for forcing water into the dome of the centre building. In the second 
story there should be a large room for ironing clothes, one for airing, | 
or drying them, after being ironed, and also one for drying clothes in 
wet weather. There should be a two story covered passage-way, lead- | 
ing from the main building to the rear building, so that persons -could 
pass and re-pass without being exposed to the inclemency of the: 
weather. There should also be erected two suitable one story brick | 
buildings, for servants’ rooms—one for male and the other for female ser- 
vants; also, a barn, carriage-house, &c. It will be necessary to grade | 
off some of the ground around the west wing, and fill up around the | 
east wing, and to pave around the building, to the width of from: 
eight to ten feet out from the building ; also, to build several large. 
cisterns, to supply the building with water. And, in fact, there will. 
have to be some other means provided for getting a constant supply of! 
pure water, either by sinking an artesian well, making and walling in 
a large pond, or some other means; for, when the building is com. 
pleted, and filled with patients, it will require a constant supply of 
at least three thousand gallons per day. The grounds will have to be 
cleared off, fences made, pleasure grounds prepared for the patients, | 
shrubbery and fruit trees set out, and many other things done, all of] 
which will incur more or less expense.

A DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 


The Asylum consists of a centre and two wings; the centre is sixty- | 
onc feet front, by one hundred feet deep, including a portieo across 
the front end, of fifteen feet; and is four stories high; the columns 
of the portico will be six in number—they will be five feet in diam- 
eter, and thirty-five feet high, supporting a Grecian Doric entablature 
and cornice, eleven feet high ; they will be built of brick, rough cast, 
and fluted, with cut stone or east iron capitals, and will start on a 
platform level with the second story floor; they will be supported in 
the first story, by six massive pillurs, five feet square and eleven feet 
high, on top of which are three courses of cut stone, two feet: nine 
inches high, extending across the front and each end of the portico. 
The floor of the lower platform being three feet above the pavement, | 
access is had to it by flights of stone steps, between each of the pil: 
lars. There are, in each story of the centre building, six large rooms, 4 ' 
hall through the centre thirteen feet wide, and a cross hall eight feet 
wide; also, a principal stairway, and a room opposite for a clothes ' 
room ; the two rear rooms, one on each side of the main hall, are for 
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the patients” dining-rooms, and the only access to them is out of the 
‘wings; the other four rooms in each of the first, second and third 
stories, are for the office, parlors, steward's room, and rooms for the ac- 
eommodation of the offieers of the Institution ; in the fourth story 
will be a large room for a chapel and lecture-room. The building 
will be surmounted by a handsome dome of suitable dimensions; the 
wings are each one hundred and twenty-one-feet long, thirty-nine feet 
wide, and three stories high, with a corridor through the centre, four- 
teen feet wide, and a set of roomson each side, of different dimensions. 
The face of the wings recede back thirty-five feet from the face of the 
centre, and at-the end of each wing, thirty-five feet of the wing pro- 
jects ten feet in front of the balance, is one story higher, and is adorned 
with pilasters on the front and ends, supporting an entablature with 
dental cornice. . The entire building is to be covered with slate, with 
cast iron gutters ; and the whole of the external face of the walls is 
to be roughcast, or stuccoed, in imitation of stone; and when com- 
pleted, will present a front of three hundred and three feet in length, 
varying from forty-eight to sixty-five feet in height, to top of cornice, 
In point of beauty and durability, it will be equal to any similar In- 
stitution in the United States, and will reflect great credit upon the 
liberality of the State, in providing such an Institution for a portion 
of her unfortunate citizens. . 
| It gives me pleasure to bear testimony to the faithful manner in 
Which most of the contractors have prosecuted their contracts. Mr. 
T. Graves deserves great credit for the energetic manner in which he 
bas made and furnished the brick for the Asylum, this summer. 
Mr. C. A. Parker also deserves great credit for the energetic manner 
in which he has prosecuted his contract for laying the brick in the 
walls. Mr. C. Dudley has also progressed as fast with the carpenter's 
Work as circumstances would admit. 
In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to tender to you my acknow- 
ledgmients for the able manner 20 which you have sustained me in the 
árduous duties of superintending the Asylum.

To his Excellency, James Whitfield, Governor, 
and Commander-in-Chief of the State of Mississippi : 


Sir: The Adjutant General, in obedience to the 35th section of 
the act entitled, “ An Act to regulate the Militia of the State,” sub- 
mits the following 


REPORT: 


It is with extreme regret that he has to acknowledge the very 
imperfect organization of the Militia of the State; and the almost. 
total absence of records in his office, showing the number of able 
bodied men required by law to be enrolled in the Militia, and the 
strength and condition of the companies, regiments, brigades, and 
divisions, into which the State is divided, and of the arms and accou- 
trements of individuals composing the Militia of the State. 

Few of the companies throughout the State are officered and orga- 
nized—an arrangement most essential for the disciplining and instruc- 
tion of the Militia in the manual exercise,—forming, marching, and 
the various duties of a soldier under arms and in the camp. 

A. few volunteer companies do not come under this censure. These 
companies are well armed and equipped, have their regular musters, 
go through the different motions of the manual exercise, movements, 
and evolutions, with great correctness, much to their credit, and 
greatly to their improvement in military tactics. 

The higher offices in the Militia seem to be sought with some 
show of patriotism. . 

The State is divided into five divisions. There is a Major General 
in commission in four of these divisions. One vacancy only. 

There are eleven brigades, to each of which there is a Brigadier 
General in commission, except to three. Three vacancies only. 

The State is divided into seventy-two regiments. There are in

Sig: 1 herewith hand you a statement of the Chickasaw school 
land, granted to the State, in lieu of the 16th sections in the Chicka- 
saw cession, by the act of Congress of the 13th of June, 1842. The 
quantity of land to which the State was entitled under that act, was 
one thirty-sixth part of the area of the Chickasaw cession, which is, 
65,283,996 78-100th acres; the one thirty-sixth part of which is 
174,555 44-100th acres, the amount to which the State is entitled. 
It will appear from the statement hereto appended, that nearly the 
Whole amount granted by Congress, has been confirmed to the State. 

There have been sold of these lands, at private sale, under the act 
of the Legislature of 23d February, 1545, from first of January, 1850, 
to 24th November, 1851, 796 62-100th acres, at the minimum price 
of xx dollars per acre, amounting to $4,779 76, all in specie. 

It appéars from a statement made by my predecessor, and pub- 
lished in the journals of the Legislature of 1850, that there were 
YX4 RE-100th acres sold for the sum of $4,513 304 in specie; part 
of which was sold at the minimum price of six dollars per acre, and 
part was taken by pre-emptors, under the act of the Legislature, at 
$2 50 per acre. 

The whole number of acres sold during the three years these lands 
have been in market, is 1,781 502-100th acres; and the whole 
amount paid into the treasury therefor is $3,293 063.

Sin: I herewith present a statement of the condition of the Inter- 
nal Improvement Lands granted to the State of Mississippi, by the act 
of Congress of the 4th September, 1841, from which it will be seen, 
that the number of acres already confirmed to the State, approximates 
nearly to the maximum granted by the law of Congress. 

On the 27th of November last, 1 addressed a letter, through the 
Hon. A. G. Brown, to the General Land Office Department, requesting 
“that the quantity of land to which the State is yet entitled, should be 
confirmed, and the business closed.” The reply of the Commissioner, 
to that letter, is hereto appended, which will show the condition of the 
remaining locations, and the probability of a final settlement of the 
business with the Land Office Department. 

. From the Ist of January, 1850, to the 25th November, 1851, there 
have been sold, at private sale, under the act of the Legislature of 23d 
February, 1848, 5,878 13-100th acres of the Internal Improvement 
* Lands, at the minimum price of six dollars per acre, amounting to 

$35,268 82, of which amount $710 43 was in specie, and $34,558 01 
in bonds and coupons of the State, on account of the Planters’ Bank. 

From a statement heretofore made by my predecessor, and published 
- in the Journals of the Legislature of 1850, there were sold of these 
lands in 1849, 4,900 23-100th acres; part of which was sold for the 
minimum price of six dollars per acre, and part was taken by pre-emp- 
tion, under the act of the Legislature, at $2 50 per acre. Of this 
sum, $2,764 68 was in specie, and $19,392 04 in bonds and coupons 
of the Planters’ Bank, amounting in the aggregate to $22,156 72; 
from which it appears that the whole number of acres sold, during the 
three years these lands have been in market, is 10,778 36-100th acres, 
and the whole amount paid into the State Treasury therefor, is $57,-

Sig: Lhave the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 13th ultimo, accompanied by a letter dated 27th November last, 
from the Hon. J. Bell, Secretary of State, for the State of Mississippi, 
respecting the lands selected by said State, under the provisions of the 
Bih section of the act of Congress, approved 4th September, 1841, and 
requesting that such selections may be finally disposed of. 

_ He is under the impression that all difficulties in the way of settle- - 
ment, arising from conflicts between the selections made by the agente 
of the State, and the alleged rights to the same land, by parties claim- 
ing as pre-emptors, have been finally reconciled. 

. TE such be the case, one of the principal causes for delay, as regards 
the action of the Department, will thereby be removed. This office, 

however, has not as yet been advised of such being the fact. Under 
these circumstances, and in consequence of the great press of business 

upon the branch of this office having charge of that particular duty, ig; 
would be impossible for me to say, with any degree of certainty, as to 

what period may be fixed upon for the final settlement of the matter. 

I can, therefore, only assure the authorities of the State of Mississippi 
that, at the earliest possible date, the matter will be taken up, and fully 
revised; and should causes, now existing, for the suspension of many ; 
of the selections, be then removed, such cases will be promptly sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Interior for approval; and the State 
authorities be advised of the action had thereon; as also of the amount 
of land that may still be due to the State after the confirmation of such , 
selections as may now be suspended. - | 4

Sır: [herewith send a statement of the-number of Bales of Cotton 
raised in each county in this State in 1849, and also for the year 1850, 
so far as returns have been made'to this office. i 

By an act of the Legislature, passed in 1850, itis made the duty of 
the Tax Assessor of each county in this State, to make out and return 
to the Probate Clerk of his county, a list of the number of Úotton 
Bales raised in each and every county in this State. And it is made 
` the duty of the Probate Clerks to return a certified copy of said lists 
to this office, on the 1st day. of September, in each and every year. 

On the 28th of March, 1850, I addressed a circular letterto the 
Clerk and Assessor of each county, calling their special attention to 
the provisions of this law. Many of the counties failed to make re- 
turns within the time prescribed by thé law. Several have entirely 
failed to make any returns of the number of Cotton Bales to this 
office. ATE . 

' ` ffhe statement hereto appended, shows that the number of Bales of 
Cotton raised in 1849, is 405,493. This statement is made, in part, 
from the United States Census.

Sm: In addition to the general duties of the Secretary of State; 
prescribed by-the- constitution and laws, there are several matters 
especially committed to his superintendence ; upon all of which E 
have this day fully reported to your EXxtelleney.” * EE 

There is another subject, although got required to report, T-do not 
feel disposed to pass entirely unnoticed. " On the fourth of the pre- 
sent month, the offices of Governor, President of the Senate, “and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, all bé¢ime vacant. "Phis 
oecürred by the resignation of the former on the third of February 
last, and the expiration of the term of service of the two latter; on 
the fourth instant. The constitution provides in'such case that “the 
person acting’ as Secretary of State for the time being, shall by pro- 
clamation convene the Senates:that a. President may be chosen tó 
exercise the ‘office of Governor." The High Court of Errors and 
Appeals have decided that “all officers in this State are elected for 
limited terms, whieh termis expire at the time of the general elec- 
tions for the respective offites," Oth How. 582.  Agreeably to this 
decision, my term as Secretary bf State, expired at the same time 
with the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. ‘There is no provision in the constitution authorizing the 
Secretary to continue in office until his successor is qualified; and. 
upon consultation with the Attorney General, and others, of: high. 
legal attainménts, they gave as their'opinions that I could no longer 
legally act as Secretary of State. If this opinion is correct, which-Í 
am not disposed to controvert;then the State government was at an 
end. The general election, for all State and county officers, had just 
taken place, and there was no Governor to comanission the newly 
elected officers, and to whom they could make their official bonds paya- 
ble, as required by law. There was no Secretary of State to convene 
the Senate, that a President might be chosen to act as Governor; no 
person authorized by law, to reccive and open the election returns, 
and ascertain who were elected. In fact, the terms of all the State 
end county officers had expired, and the whole machinery of the 
State government was ata stand; and no one legally authorized to 
start it again. Í was left tu choose hetween two alternatiyes; to leave 
the State government to take carc of itself, which certainly would 


E 


have produced much confusion and evil; or assume the responsibility 
of continuing to act as Secretary of State, in the absence of a Gover- 
nor, and after my term had expired. ' I did not: hesitate ta chóosc 
the latter; and immediately issued a proclamation, convening the 
Senate on the 24th instant. 

Although an interregnum of twenty-one days has occurred in the 
office of Chief Executive of the State, at a very important time, I do 
not believe the public interest has suffered materially thereby. I 
have continued to: perform all the duties required by law of the 
Secretary of State, to the present time; and also to receive and 
answer the Executive correspondence, and to do such other acts, 
pertaining to the publie affairs, as I thought right and necessary, in 
order a the interest of the State or of individuals might not be 
injured. ' ` . 

"The law requires the election returns for Represenatives to Con- 
gress, to be endorsed on the back by the Sheriff of each county, 
“Congressional returns,” and that “said returns shall be opened by 
the Secretary of State in the presence of the Governor; and upon 
the same being received and opened, the Governor shall issue a-com. 
mission, under‘ the seal of the State, to the person having the largest 
number of votes in each district.” Only a small number of counties’ 
sent returns made out and endorsed as the law requires. And there 
being no Governor in office, Y opened the Congressional returns, 
and from them and the ` general returns, determined who had the. 
largest number of votes in each district, and issued to them such 
credentials as were thought necessary and proper. 

As Lam about to retire from the office of Secretary of State, I 
have thought it right that I should make this statement to your Ex- 
cellency ; not that E believe the course I have pursued requires any 
apology, for it was one that was forced upon me from the necessity 
of the case; and in pursuing it, 1 have been actuated alone by mo- 
tives of publie good. I regard the rule as corréct, that where there 
is any doubt in regard to the construction of the constitution, it is 
safe to conclude that the framers did not intend to produce disorder 
and confusion; and to give it that construction which will not crip- 
ple and render it inadequate tó the purposes for which it wes insti- 
tuted. But if itis ascertained that the constitution of the State is 
defective on this point, some alteration ought to be made in erder to 
prevent a similar occurrente .in future in the' administration of the 
State government. eN

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REPORT OF SECRETARY OF STATE ON SCHOOLS, ETC; 
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OFFICE or SECRETARY op State, 
Jackson, November 25th. 1851, 
His Excellency, James Whitfield, S 
Governor of the State of Mississippi. 

Sm: By an act of the Legislature of this State, passed in 1846, 
to establish a system of Common Schools, the Secretary of State was. 
constituted, ex-officio, General School Commissioner for the State of 
Mississippi. At the time of the passage of this law, supplementary 
acts were also passed exempting some of the counties from its operation; 
and at the session of the Legislature, in 1848, various amendatory 
jaws were enacted excluding several other counties. At the session 
of the Legislature in 1850, special acts, upon the subject of schools, 
were passed for a large number of counties. The special legislation 
upon this subject hae virtually repealed the law providing for a gene- 
xal gystem of Common Schools in the State. On examining the va- 
rious laws upon this subject, repeals and re-enactments, special and 
supplemental laws, the subject is thrown into such a state of confusion 

* that it is difficult to tell what the law is. 

" In December, 1849, my predecessor made an elaborate report to 
the Governor, in which he states that in his previous report he was 
able to report from one-fourth of the counties in the Staté, and regrets 
that in his present report he could present the condition of schools in 
only eleven counties, And I now have to report, that during the 

. last two years, returns from thee counties, only, have heen made to 
this office. This is owing to the special laws passed for the most of 

_ the counties, which are not required to report the condition of schools 
to the Secretary of State. It is not so much my purpose to make a 
report upon schools, as to show why I have not done it; and also to 
show due respect to those counties who have made their reports. 
Hereto attached are condensed statements of the returns of tlie coun-

Sım ` It is made the duty of the Secretary of State to superintend 
the printing of the Acts of each session of the Legislature, and to 
apportion and distribute the same among the al cs of this 
State. Hereto attached is-a tabular statement, showing the distribu- 
dion of the Laws and Journals, and other books in 1850 and 1851; 
and also the number of civil officers commissioned in each county at 
‘the present date. In addition to the books named in the table, I took 
the liberty of sending to each county a set of the books containing the 
Census and other statistics for 1840, which had been in this office for 
several years. 

In discharging this duty, several important facts have been brought 
to my notice, which J think it not inappropriate to mention in this 
connection : 

ist. The number of copies of the Acts now authorized to be printed, 
does not furnish one for each civil officer of the State, to say nothing 
of the militia officers, none of whom are ever supplied. 

2d. There is not an officer in the State in possession of a complete 
set of the printed Acts of the Legislature or of Congress. 

9d. There is not a printed copy of the Acts of several of the pre- 
vious sessions of the Legislature in the office of the Secretary of State ; 
and but a very limited number in the State Library. 

4th. There are material errors in some of the copies of the Acts 
heretofore published. 

5th. There are many Acts regarded as local or private, and not 
published among the laws of a general nature, but which are import- 
ant to many persons, and frequently to communities, and to which 
reference is sometimes wanted to be made. 

1f the Laws of the State at large, were printed carefully, and hound 
in a convenient and durable form, aud placed in the several State and 
county offices, they would be preserved, and the citizens would always 
haye copies of the laws to refer to; other States have done so,—Mis- 
sissippl ought to do it. But so long as the Acts are hastily printed, 
done up and sent out in pamphlet form, they will be worn out, lost or 
destroyed, and bey See a vie poen of many laws which

The power to fix a stáhdard of Weights and Measures is vested in 
Congress by the Constitution of the United States. Congress having 
failed to act on this subject, and adopting no specifications of Weights: 
and Measures, the power has: frequently been exercised by the State: 
Legislatures, -In 1807, the Territorial Legislature of Mississippi 
passed “An act establishing Wetzhts,and Measures," which has been 
superceded by the act of 1846. -- ` 

Several elaborate and scientific treatises have been produced upon 
the subject for the information of Congress. In 1821, the Hon. John 
Q. Adams, Secretary of State, made a report, in which, among other 
things, he recommended to Congress, to declare what were all the 
weights and measures to which the laws of the United States refer, as 
the legal Weights and Measures of the Union, —to procure positive 
standards of the same,—and to furnish the Exeeutive authorities of 
every State and Territory with exact duplicates of the national stand- 
ard. In 1830, the Senate of the United States resolved that the

Secretary of the Treasury cause an examination of the weights and 
measures used at the different Custom Houses; and in 1882, Mr 
Hessler made a report, recommending a set of new standards to be 
made and distributed. ` "Su Cun Pa i 

Tn 1836, Congress resolved that the Secretary of the Treasury cause 
a complete set of all the weights and measures adopted as standards, 
and now either made or in progress of manufacture for the use of the 
several Custom Houses, and for other purposes, to be delivered to the 
Governor of each State in the Union, or such person as he may ap- 


point, for the use of the States respectively, to the end that a uniform 


standard of weights and measures may be established throughout the 
United States. 

Tn 1841, the Governor of this State informed the Legislature that 
he had received from the General Government a complete set of stand- 
ard weights, prepared under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, ame expected soon to receive a wet of standard measures, 
prepared by the same authority.

In 1846, the Legislature of this State made it the duty of the 
Secretary of State to have prepared and furnished to the several Clerks 
ef Probates in this State a eimiform standard of Weights and- Mez- 
sures so soon as practicable, according to the provisións of the act of 
Congress establishing a uniform standard of Weights and Measures 
for the United States. 

There are some weights in this office which, 1 presume, are the 
same mentioned by the Governor in his message of 1841, but there 
is not a complete set. There are no measures, and if any were ever 
received at this office, I have been unable to learn the faet. 

lt will be seen that the law of 1846, which enjoins it upon the 
Secretary of State to have weights and measures prepared and fur- 
nished to the Probate Clerks, gives him no authority to contract for: the 
same. Aud mo State officer 15 allowed to “eater into eontract of any 
kind on behalf of the State, without being speriaé/y authorize 
thereto bv law." - - - p7 

-This is a subject of much interest to the citizens of the State gen- 
erally, and I am anxious te comply with the law in regard to it, but 
find it entirely out of my power without further legislation, and an 
appropriation sufficient to enable me to carry it nito effect.

of my office cee the 4th of February, 1850. d l 

Under the Act approved March 7th; 1850, I have sold the follow- 
ing lands, belonging to the seminary Fund, viz: , * 
` ‘Section 32, township 9, 4; west—to R. M, Johnson, Jr., for 
the sum of $6,400 ; east half of section 31, township 9, range 4, west— 
to J. W. Maybin and W, H. Russell, for the sum of $3,200 ; lots No. 3, 
4, 5, 6 and 7 of section 7, township 6, range 4, west—to'O. C. Brooks, 
for the sum of $3,000. - One-fourth of these amounts, respectively, 
was paid in hand, and notes were taken for the remainder, payable on 
the first days of January, 1852, '53 and '54-—reserving to the State 
the title, until the last payment shall be made. I am confident these 
pales were the best that could have been effected, and will prove highly 
advantageous to the Fund. The purchasers are all very responsible, 
and 1 have no doubt the notes will be promptly paid at maturity. 

By a compromise with D. S. Pattison, in behalf of the heirs of 
Isaac Caldwell, deceased, I have secured the payment of $6,400 to 
the Seminary Fund, in four equal instalments, bearing interest, paya- 
ble, respectively, on the Sth days of June, 1851, '52, '58 and ’54, 
and received the sum of $512, the interest on said amount for one 
year, in advance. By compromise with the estate of R. A. Patrick, 
deceased, I have received from W. Yerger, for the benefit of the Sink- 
ing Fund, a deed for 640 acres of land. By compromise with William 
H. Lynch, I have obtained for the Sinking Fund the following lots, 
containing valuable improvements, in the city of Jackson, viz: Lot 
No. 4, in square No. 4, south, and lot No. 6, in square No. 10, north, 
valued at $7,500. The latter I have sold to Robert E. Dickey and 
M. Craft, for the sum of $5,000, payable in three instalments, on the 
lst days of January, 1853, '54 and '55, retaining title until the pay- 
ments are made. By compromise with the estate of Thomas Barnard, 
deceased, I-have received the sum of $4,285, in bonds and coupons, 
issued for the benefit of the Planters’ Bank, and the sum of $500 in 
specie. Several important compromises of debts due the Sinking 
Fund are in negotiation, by which, if conipleted, a large amount will 
be saved to the Fund, which otherwise would be a total loss. 

- Under compromises made by my predecessors, divers tracts of. 
land, lying in different portions of the State, were deeded to the 
Sinking Fund, which lands, under existing laws, are subject to taxa- 
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tion. At the time when these taxes became due, I had no spetie in 
my hands belonging to the Fund, and, not being authorized by law to 
draw out of the Treasury from the fund paid in, I had of necessity to 
permit them to be returned as forfeited to the State, io which, in fact, 
they already belonged, in character of trustee.’ I would y 
suggest, that the Legislature rélease the forfeiture and also the taxes 
upon said lands, which will save much useless expense and trouble.

SUPEBINTENDENT'S OFFICE, 

December 8th, 1851. 

To the Board of Inspectors 212 
of the Mississippi. Penitentiary: s 
GENTLEMEN: Ín reviewing the operations of the Penitentiary, for 
the past year, 1 have thought proper to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing subjects and statements of facts, embracing what’ has, been 
done, the present condition of the Institution, its prospects, and what 

_ is necessary to be done at the present time. i S 

- Since our last report, much time has been consumed in putting in 
new machinery, and finishing the main front edifice of the Peniten- 

tiary, that was at that time in progress. i 
The last Legislature made an appropriation of $14,000, to bë vest- 
ed in machinery suitable for the manufacture of cotton and woolen 
goods; this amount has been expended as was designed by the aot 
making the appropriation, and all the machinery is now in operation, 
and most of it doing well producing about 900 yards of cloth, and 
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200 pounds of cotton yarn, per day. All the machinery has petform- 

ed fully up to my éxpectations, except the machinery for the manu- 

facture of wool; this has sote defect, which. does. to some extent, 
. yetard our progress in the mauufaeture of woolen goods. 

In the purchase of the machinery, it was tieceseary to expend about 
two thousand dolars'more than: the axtióünt of the appropriation made 
by the Legislature, to obtain all the parts required, to have the por- 
tions well balanced and adjusted, so that all the different parts would 
work in perfect harmony with each other; this sum is not yet paid, 
and does not appear in the accounts. It will not'be necessary to re~ 
commend any appropriation by the Legislature, to pay this balance, as 
it ean be done out of the receipts of the Institution, in the course of 
the next two months? i s 

The same act of the Legislature required the front of the main’ 
building to be taken down and repaired, and: a large new building 
erected in front by the labor of the convicts; this has been aecom- 
plished according to the requisition of said act, adding very much to 
the outward appearance as well as the convenience of the tuildins-— 
affording ample store rooms, and suitable rooms for hospital purposes. 

The amount of repairs and building, and other work that has been 
done, and the cost of materials, have drawn heavily upon the receipts 
of the Institution, as the Legislature did not make any provision for 
the purchase and payment of materials necessary in the construction 
of the new building, but merely passed the act requiring the convicts 
todo the work. 

The expenses have been much heavier this year, than at any pre- 
vious year, owing to the very high price of provisions and the high 
price paid for cotton—the amount of building done—the amount paid 
out for materials—the expense of putting in a large amount of new 
machinery—and the loss of about four months’ time in putting up the 
machinery. Notwithstanding all these heavy outlays, we have nearly. 
paid expensesthis year. - i 

The diseipline of the Prison, is decidedly good, and the spirit of 
subordination among the prisoners has never been better than at the 
present time. "They are generally obedient, industrious and orderly. 
and it affords mie great pleasure to state, that T find: but little trouble 
in goverhing, at tlie present time, and seldom have occasion to resort 
to punishments. 220 

We have had good health during the past year; only one of the 
convicts died: his death was occasioned by disease contracted before 
he was admitted. i i | l 

There was a man, by the name of Staughton, sent here, for safe 
keeping, waiting his trial before the High Court of Errors and. Ap- 
peals, who also died. ‘He had been brought here in a low state of 
health, and died of chronic diarrhosa ;—an inquest was held over him, 
that E might have positive evidenée to éxhibit to the court, shewing 


:*$1,000 o£ this amonnt has been paid since the date of this report. 
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what became of the prisoner. The verdict of the jury should be: 
laid before the court at its next session, as evidence of his death. 

I have had some difficulty in arranging the price of our osnaburgs 
and linseys, to the satisfaction of purchasers, some of the merchants `- 
of Jackson contending-that they should have them at lower prices 
than I should retail them to cthers. Last year I adopted that plan, 
and found great complaint and dissatisfaction on the part of the plant- 
ers and country people generally ;—they contending that the Peni- 
tentiary was a State Institution, and the benefits of the lowest prices: 
should be extended to all the people alike, and no discrimination made 
in favor of one class to the injury of another. I am fully satisfied 
the correct policy is to have one uniform price, but I desire that you 
should make such suggestions in your report as will obtain legisla- 
tive action on the subject. 

The prospects of the Institution have never been as flattering as 
they are at the present time; all the machinery is now in operation, 
and all of superior quality, embracing all the late improvements, in 
principle and style. Our engine has been at work about twelve 
months; it has proved to be a very superior piece of machinery, giv- . 
ing entire satisfaction. 

The machinery we now have in operation, is capable of producing . 
about $45,000 worth of manufactured articles per annum; at the 
present price of cotion and the usual price of provisions, it would 
pay a large profit to the State. The Penitentiary has nearly sustained 
itself under the very heavy expenses of the present year; it will, under 
ordinary circumstances, pay $15,000 or $20,000 in the Treasury. 

Under a resolution of the Board of Inspectors, requiring me tà. 
employ a competent engineer, I engaged the services.of Mr. Henry 
B. Evans, in whom I have found a faithful and accomplished engineer 
and mechanic, in every way qualified fer the discharge of his respon- 
sible duties. Upon him, the care of the machinery has devolved, and : 
we have run the entire twelve months without an aecident of any 
consequence. ke 

I would reegmmend that the main prison building be re-covered 
immediately. Cp 

We haye had to obtain water about one month and a half during the 
year, at a yery heavy expense: Í would recommend the construction’ 
of an artesian well within the walls, to provide an ample supply. of 
water for all l 

There should be a good fire-engine provided, for the protection of 
the publie property at the Penitentiary. We are very much exposed 
to fire, and from the history of other similar institutions, we cannot 
expect to escape always. 

Í would recommend the erection of machinery suitable for cleaning 
rise, as mueh of the low lands in this section are well adapted to the 
production of that article; it would be grown extensively, if thore 
were suitable mills for cleaning. E 

I would réconuménd that the Superintendent of the Penitentiary 
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be authorized to establish agencies at different points in this State, ` 
and at Memphis, Tenn., for the sale of the goods now manufactured: 
at the Penitentiary. . : S 
I would urge the prety and importance of erecting a small 
chapel for the use of the prisoners, within the walls, as the system of 
coming together for social worship, would have a happy influence up- 
on the prisoners. 
' In conclusión, I would refer you to the acceunts made out by the 
Clerk, shewing the financial. condition of the Institution. 
Allof which is respectfully submitted.

To the Governor of the State of Mississippi - 

Sir: At the date of our last report, there were 83 prisoners in 
the Penitentiary; since that time, there have been received 29—1ma- 
king a total of 112. Of these, 14 have been discharged by expira- 
tion of sentence—19 by pardon, and one has died; leaving now in 
confinement 78. 

The Factory Department was suspended on the 1st day of October, 
1850, as stated in our last report, for the purpose of putting up the 
new engine and machinery; and its operations were not completely 
resumed, until about the Ist of July, whereby a delay was suffered 
in this and the last year, of about six months or more. - 

Some of the machinery did not.reach here by the time it was ex- 
pected, and unforeseen delays were experienced in its erection. A 
large part. of it.was put up by the Ist of May, and the whole has: 
been in operation since about the 1st day of July, of the present year ; 
and with the exception of some slight imperfection in the wool cards, 
16 works with great mechanical beauty and precision, and produces, 
with the aid of 45 operatives, an average of about 4000. yards of 
osnaburgs, and 1000 yards of linseys, per week, of a substantial and 
excellent quality, and 1000 pounds of cotton yarn. :. 

In connecting the machinery with the power which was to propel. 
it, à new arrangement of each story of the factory building became 
necessary; and a large quantity of shafting had to be put up in each 
room, which required a high degree of mechanical skill and accuracy; 
and the Board, considering that the same skill would be required to 
overlook the engine, and preserve the just connection between it amd: 
the machinery in each room, after it was put in motion—and consid- 
` ering, also, that the engine aug- its dependencies were too valuable to 

be entrusted An the prisoners, who were continually changi nd: 
that the presence of a competent engineer and machinist might pre- 
vent accidents to the engine and machinery, which would result in a 
loss to the establishment greatly exceeding his salary—by a somewhat 
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liberal construction. of theif powers, directed the Superintendent to 
émploy such an one, not only to set the whole in motion, but to super- 
intend its progress. m 

Under this authority, the Superintendent engaged Mr. H. B. Evans, 
3 man of science and much practical skill, whose services have been 
useful to the Institution, and most satisfactory to the Board and Su- 
perintendent, — 

During this suspension, the subject of obtaining a supply of raw 
material, for the season, was early and frequently brought to the at- 
tention of the Board by the Superintendent. Cotton was then high, 
and gradually appreciating. The Board consulted all accessible sour- 
ces of information, foreign ánd domestic, as to the probable course of 
the market, and came to the conclusion that it was not only destired 
to continue up, but to go still higher; and directed the Superinten- 
dent to enter the market and purchase, at once, a sufficient supply 
to last until the ensuing érop should come in. In this, the Board, in 
common with our merchants and citizens, and with & vast majority of 
the dealers in the article, in this and foreign countries, were mistaken. 
it begun not Jong after to depreciate, and continued to go down until

The greater delay occasioned by the necessity of re-arranging the 
entire faetory department, than was foreseen at the time this purchase 
was made, created a surplus in the supply of cotton, bought at these

This and the heavy expense of supporting the hands whilst they 
were thus unproductive, has caused the results from this department 
to be less satisfactory than was anticipated, 

The monthly statements of the Superintendent, show an 
receipt of $28,741 88, and an expenditure of $28,020 39, includi 
$9000 paid in the and a balance of cash on hand of $721 49, 

This does not include the sum of $12,100, drawn from the Trea- 
Sury, and inyested in cotton, which is included directly in the factory 
account, where there remains against this item, in raw material and 
manufactured goods, a stock valued at $14,559 93; nor does it in- 
ciude the appropriation made by the Legislature for the purchase of 
machinery, of $14,000, nor the sum drawn for the salary of the offi- 
cers, guards, operator and engineer, amounting to $8,489 27—these 
being included in the general statement, as will be seen by reference 


The accounts are kept with remarkable neatness, and with accuracy 
and fidelity, and with as much perspicuity as is practicable upon the 
present system; but in consequence of the moneys drawn directly from 
the Treasury, for the payment of salaries; not being included in the 
account of the Superintendent, and of that drawn for any one of the 
departments, being entered in the aceoumé of that department only, 
the direct resulta of the entire operations of the whole establishment 
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canno$ be seeti with satisfactory. plainness and simplicity, without 
some toodification of the plan.” : .

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 

GENTLEMEN: The time pied arrived for the annual reports of 
the State Prison to be sent in to the Inspectors, the Uu oda nd 
fully submits his, to your consideration. Since he last repoeted, there 
‘has been service in the Prison every Sunday morning during the year, 
except once, when, by mistake, the minister who was to officiate for 
the Chaplain, went to the Prison too late to have service. In stati 
that there has been service every Sabbath, your Chaplain wishes it to 
be by no means understood, that himself “has officiated all the time. 
Five Sundays in the summer, he was away; aud three in the latter 
part of October and the beginning of November, he was very sick. 
During all this time, his place mesial supplied by reverend breth. 
ren. Your Chaplain would further report, that he has attended to 
the duties of Librarian, having exchanged the prisoners’ books, ori an 
average, about once in two weeks, as often as necessary: and here I 
would take the opportunity to say, that I believe, from the amount of 
reading done by the prisoners and the great interest manifested My 
them in regard to it, I believe the Library, which now contains the 
respectable number of 400 volumes, is one of the best benefactions 
ever made by the State, for the benefit of the unfortunate prisoners. 
And here, your Chaplain takes pleasure in stating that many thanks 
are due to several eitizens of Jackson, for donations of many valuable 
bobks to the Library. Your Chaplain would also repoft that he has 
devoted his Sunday afternoons to the teaching of the prisoners to read 
and write, 4. e., such as were desirous of learning; nor has his labor 
been in vain; he has received much of gratitude and thanks from the 
prisoners—an evidence that his effort has had a moral effect upon these 
unfortunate men, while their m in learning has been steady and 
valuable. Some copy books will accompany this report, which will 
afford evidence of the advancement in writing; and will the Commis- 
sioners gratify the Chaplain with a visit; on any Sunday afternoon, 
the prisoners will, in reading to theny, give pleasing proof of their 
progress in reading. Before closing this report, your Chaplain would 
most respectfully call your attention to the wuncomfortabléness of the 
prison, during winter. The cause is clear; the stoves are too small

| THE SOUTHERN CONVENTION.

SOUTHERN Convention, | 
Nashville, November 18th, 1850. | 
The following Preamble and Resolutions were reported by the 
Committee on Resolutions, and adopted by the Convention : 


We, the delegates assembled from a portion of the States of this 
Confederacy, make this exposition of the causes which have brought 
us together, and of the rights which the States we represent are enti- 
tled to under the compact of union. 

We have amongst us two races, marked by such distinctions of color, 
and physical and moral qualities, as forever forbid their living together 
op terms of social and political equality. 

The black race have been slaves from the earliest settlement: of our 
epuntry, and our relitions of master and slave have grown up from 
that time. A change in those relations must end in convulsion, and 
the entire ruin of one or both races. — . . 

When the constitution was adopted, this relation of master and 
slave, as it exists, was expressly recognized and guarded in that instru- 
ment, It was a great and vital interest, involving our very existence 
as a separate people, then as well as now. 

The States of this Confederacy acceded to that compact, each one 
for itself, and ratified 1t as States. l ` l 

Tf the non-slaveholding States, who are parties to that compact, 
disregard its provisions, and endanger our peace and existence, by 
united and deliberate action, we haye a right, as States, there being 
no common arbiter, to secede. . 

| The object of those who are urging on the Federal Government in its 

ssive policy upon our. domestic institutions, is, beyond all doubt, 

lly to overthrow them, and abolish the existing relation between 

master and slave. We feel authorized to assert this from their own 

declarations, and from the history of events in this country for the 
last few years. 2j E 

To abolish slavery or the slave trade in the District of Columbia— 
to regulate the sale and transfer of slaves between the States—to 
exclude slaveholders with their property from the territories—to 
sit California under the circumstances of the case, we hold to be 
parts of the same system of measures, and subordinate to the sume 
end they have in view, which is openly avowed to be, the total over- 

w of the institution. l 
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We make no aggressive move. We stand upon the defensive, We 
invoke the spirit of the Constitution, and claim its guaranties. Our 
rights—our independence—the peace and existence of our families— 
depend upon the issue. l 

The Federal Government has within &.few years acquired, by 
tifaty and by triumphant war, vast territories. This has been done 
by the councils and the arms of all, and the benefits and rights belong 
alike and equally to all the States. The Federal Government is but 
the common agent ef the States united, and represents their conjoined 
sovereignty over subject matter granted and defined in the compact, 

The authority it exercises. over all acquired territory, must, in good 
faith, be exercised for the equal benefit of all the parties. To prohibit 
our citizens from settling there, with the most valuable part of our 
property, is not only degrading to us as equals, but violates our highest 
constitutional rights. 

Restrictions’ and prohibitions against the slaveholding States, 
it would appear, are to be the fixed and settled policy of the Govern- 
ment—and those States that are hereafter to be admitted into the 
Federal Union, but from their extensive territories, will confirm and 
increase the power of the majority; and he knows little of history 
who cannot read our destiny in the future, if we failto do our duty 
now, as free people. 

We have been harrassed and insulted by those who ought to have 
been our brethren in their constant agitation of a subject vital to us 
and the peace of our families. We have been outraged by their gross 
misrepresentations of our moral and social habits, and by the manner in 
which they have denounced us before the world. We have had our 
property enticed off and the means of recovery denied us by our 
eo-States. We have been denied our rights in the Territories of the 
Union, which we were entitled to as political equals under the consti- 
tution. Our peace has been endangered by incendiary appeals — 
The Union, instead of being considered a fraternal bond, has been 
used as the means of striking at our vital interests. 

The admission of California, under the circumstances of the case, 
confirms an unauthorized and revolutionary seizure of publie domain, 
and the exclusion of near half the States of the Confederacy from 
equal rights therein—destroys the line of 36° 50° which was origi- 
nally acquiesced in as a matter of compromise and peace, and appro- 
priates to the Northern States 120,000 square miles below .that line, 
and is so gross and palpable a violation of the principles of justice and 
equality, as to shake our confidence in any security to be given by that 

ajority who are now clothed with power to govern the future destiny 
of this confederacy. : 

The recent purchase af territory by Congress from Texas, aslow down 
as 02. degrees on the Rio Grande, also indicates that the boundaries 
of the slaveholding States are fixed, and our doom prescribed, so far 
as it depends upon the will of a dominant majority, and nothing now 
can save us from a degraded destiny but the spirit of freemen who 
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know their rights and are resolved to maintain them, be the conse- 
quences What they may. A Sa e 
e haye no powers that, are. binding upon the States we represent. 
. But in order to produce system and concerted action, we recommend 
the following resolutions, viz ` l 
Resolved, That we have ever cherished, and do now cherish a cor- 
dial attachment to the constitutional Union of the States, and that to 
preserye and *perpetuate that Union unimpaired, this Convention 
originated, and has now re-assembled. 

Resolved, That the Union of the States is a Union of equal and 
independent soyereignties, and that the powers delegated to the Fed- 
eral Government, can be resumed by the several States, whenever it 
may seem te them proper and. necessary; à 

Resolved, That all the evils anona by the South, and which 
occasioned this Convention to ‘assemble, have been realized, by the 
failure to extend the Missouri line of Compromise to the Pacific 
Ocean; by the admission of California as a State; by the organiza- 

. Won of Territorial Ee for Utah ER Mexico,” without 
ivi uate protection to the property of the South; by the dis- 
rab dens of ee ; by tlie ition of the slave ido and the 
emancipation of slaves carried into the District of Columbia for sale. 
solved, That we earnestly recommend to all parties in the slave- 
holding States, to refuse to go into, or countenance ayy National Con- 
vention, whose object may be to nominate candidates for the Presi- 
dency and Vice Presideney of the United States, under any party 
denomination whatever, until our constitutional rights are secured. ` 

Resolved, That in view of these aggressions, and of those thteat- 
encd and impending, we earnestly recommend to the slavehoMing 
States, to meet in a Congress or Convention, to bé held at such time 
and place as the States desiring to be represented, may designate, to 
be eomposed of double the number of their Senators and Representa- 
tives in the Congress of the United States, entrusted with full power 
and authority .to . deliberate and act: with the view and intention of

Mr. Chambers, from the Committee, presented the following Report: 

Wueress, The Constitution of the United States was designed 
more effectually to secure the civil and political rights of the citizens 
of every part of the Union, and especially to protect their persons and 
property as well in other States, as in the State in which they might 
-reside; and whereas, amongst the rights of property, there was none 
more generally known or more distinctly recognized, than that of 
holding slaves; and whercas, the peculiar risk of loss to which this 
species of property was exposed, was so obvious, and the absolute ne- 
cessity of a suitable provision to guard against it so universally felt, 
that no onc hesitated to acknowledge that without such provision the 
Union could not have been framed; and whereas, certain persons in 
various portions of the Union, instigated by a spirit of fanaticism, have 
combined for the purpose of openly resisting and defying the guaran- 
tees of the constitution and laws by which alone the slave holding 
States can be assured of the rightful possession, and just protection of 
their property, we the members of the Convention of Maryland, lately 
elected from the body of the people, and intimately acquainted with

support the officers of the Government in the execution of the laws, 
and to disconntenance and rebuke the efforts of those who seek to 
subvert ‘them; and while therefore we entertain every proper confi- 
dence in the ability and determination of the Chief Magistrate of the 
Union, faithfully to perform his duty in the present crisis, and take 
the opportunity to tender to him our assurances that in any emergency 
that should require it, he may safely rely upon the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the pegple of Maryland, we cannot withhold the warmest ex- 
pression of our firm and continued reliance upon the patriotism. of 
those of our countrymen, in all sections of the Union, who have fear- 
lessly asserted the constitutional rights of the South; and in view of 
the calamities which must ensue, if those rights continue to be vio- 
ted, we would carnestly suggest to the Governments of the non- 
slaveholding States, the propriety and importance of enacting such 
alaws as will facilitate the recovery of fugitives from labor. Be upon 
the citizens of every State, we would anxiously urge the absolute ne- 
cessity of maintaining and enforcing each and all of the measures of ` 
adjustment adopted at the last session of Congress. 
_ 5th. "T'hatof tlie aforesaid series of laws, that intended to ensure the 
restoration of fugitives from labor, is the only óne professing to protect 
the Gw? rights and "institutions of the Southern States, from the ` 
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mischievous hostility of a wicked fanaticism in other portions of the 
Union, is but atardy and meagre measure of complianeé with the clear, 
explicit and imperative injunctions of te Constitution, and holds out the 
only hope. that the protection which the South was authorised to ex. 
pect from the Union of the States, to this species of. property, will he 
afforded to them, and being the chief inducement to the South for its 
accession to the compromise, the repeal of that law, or the failure to 
enforce its provisions, could only be regarded as evidence of a deter- 
mined purpose in other “States, to violate the sacred charfer of oür 
rights, or a want of ability in the General Government to éńforce the 
laws made for our protection, and in either event there would be a 
failure to comply with the solemn MA ge which give to the coh- 
stitution its chief value, and binding force, and which could not be 
violated, or deliberately evaded withoutleading to a dissolutian of the

REPORT OF VACCINE AGENT ^ ;- 


LE RENE eg sa 


His Excellency, James Whitfield, °. 2? Eé 
Acting Governor of the State of Mississippit, ^ 
Sin ` In obedie: se to the law of the State, approved March 2d, 
1846, instituting the “Vaccine Depot,” I beg leave, herewith, to 
submit my report, as the agent of the said depot. ` 

Since my last report, made to your predecessor, on the 8th of 
December, 1849, I have vaccinated, as my register will show, oxe 
hundred and seven patients. 

I have also, since that period, distributed to applicants in the State, 
one hundred and thirty-nine packages of vaccine matter. 

Subsequently to my last biennial report, I have been enabled, from 
my own patients, or from thosé vaccinated with matter furnished by 
myself, to obtain a full supply of the genuine vaccine matter, whic 
I have constantly had on hand for distribution, and with very few 
exceptions, I have heard of no want of activity in the virus so dis- 
tributed. ` ` 

During the months of January and February, 1850, cases of small 
pox were introduced from the Mississippi river into the northern part 
of the State, and in some of the counties bordering on the Yazoo river. 
At this period a great demand for the matter was made upon the 
Agent, and as the Legislature was then in session, 1 was enabled, 
through the members from such counties as were threatened with this 
disease, to give an extensive distribution to the vaccine matter. There 
were, also, a ease or two of small pox introduced into Madison county 
in February or March of the present year, giving much anxiety to a 
portion of the citizens more immediately exposed to the danger, which 
produced, of course, many applications for the matter, which was 
promptly supplied. 

So far as the facts are known to me, these are the only occasions, in 
the past two years, which have produced any degree of urgency for 
the supply of the vaccine virus; and, therefore, the number of pack- 
ages distributed has not equalled that of the two preceding years. 

The Agency has now been in operation, under my superintendence, 
for nearly y six years and, to enable your Excellency, and the Legis- 
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lature, to see at a glance what has been done, 1 desire to present the 
following staatement : $ 


Number of patients vaccinated in 1846, and 1847 - - - - 102 
* packages of matter distributed during the same years 70 
~ patients vaccinated in 1848and 1849, - - - - - 145 
* packages of matter distributed during the same years 181 
“ patients vaccinated in 1850 and 1851 - - - - - 107 
* packages of matter distributed during the same years 139 

In my last report I embraced the occasion, in referring to the mode 
of giving information to the public respecting the vaccine agency, by 
sending to each county, every six months, a circular letter to some 
one or more citizens of the county, to say: “This mode of giving 
information of the agency and its duties, by addressing one or two, or 
a dozen letters to private individuals in each county, once or twice & 
year, I have found very inefficient : and I trust the Legislature will 
remedy this defect, by authorizing the Agent to give publicity to thi: 
subject, in at least five or six newspapers, of the most extensive circu- 
lation, in the different parts of the State ; for I am well assured, from 
nearly four years’ experience, |I may now add, nearly six,] that the 
more fully and widely theagency is known, the more it will be appre- 
ciated and relied upon, for a supply of the vaccine virus, and the 
more numerous and steady will be the applications for it from all parts 
of the State.” 

if the Agency is to be sustained as permanent means of security 
io the public health, against the consequences of so loathesome and 
fatal a disease as small pox, it is important that more general infor- 
mation of the duties of the Agent be disseminated among the people : 
= I, therefore, beg leave to repeat my former suggession on this 
subject.

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VACCINATION—MODE OF OPERATING. 


With the point of a clean, sharp lancet, needle, or common pen- 
knife, I puncture or scratch, very slightly, the skin, until I see dis- 
tinctly the appearance of blood. If the wound should bleed too freely 
to permit the matter to remain in contact with*it, I wipe off the blood, 
and wait a Se minutes Së ceases to appear, when the matter is 

I usually vacci- 
oP the left arn bout jube Een the elbow and shoulder. I 
select this arm because it is least used. 

PREPARATION OF THE ScAB.— The hardest and darkest part of the 
scab should be selected and erushed to a powder on any hard, smooth 

- surface, (L use two small glass plates for this purpose,) to which add a 
drop of water, which will soon change the powdered seab to a thick, 
milky fluid. The application of this fluid to the wound, and keeping 
it in contact with it till it dries, completes the operation. When the 
fresh lymph from the pustule is used, it should be taken about the 9th 
day, or when the pustule is well filled, from a slight puncture near 
the margin, made with the point of a needle or sharp lancet; the clear 
lymph which exudes from the puncture, will be found more certain in 
its effects than the scab; but I would not recommend a frequent resort 
to the pustule to obtain the lymph, for this might interrupt its regular 
course, and modify, to some extent, its influence upon the system. 

Sussects Fox. V AccixATION,—Unless there be a necessity, arising 
from an apprehension of small pox, 1 would not, usually, vacemate a 
child under a year old; after this age all should be submitted to the 
operation. Cutaneous diseases, chronic or recent ulcers, especially if 
they at all affect the general system, forbid vaccination. Children in 
delicate health, and of irritable temperament, should not be vaccmated, 
unless there be a strong necessity for it; for in such patients extensive 
erysipelatous inflammation may supervene, or the genuine vaeeine 
disease may not be formed ; in either case no proteetion will result to 
the vaccinated from the operation, and it should be postponed till health. 
is restored. That the vaccine disease may be fully developed — that it. 
may run its course regularly, without interruption—ihe health of the 
patient should be good at the time of vaccination, and the condition 
of the skin as perfect as possible. 

APPEARANCE OF THE GENUINE VACCINE PUSTULE.—On the fourth or 
fifth day after vaccination, a small red pimple makes its appearance at 
the point where the matter was inserted, the slight wound having en- 
tirely healed. On the second and third days, after the vaccine inflam- 
mation has been distinctly formed, this pimple gradually assumes the 
character of a vesicle, elevated above the surrounding skin, round or 
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Slightly oval in form, of a light pink red, almost semi-transparent in 
the circumference, and distinetly depressed in the centre. About the 
ninth day, usually, the vaccine “pustule i is perfectly formed and filled 
with lymph, the centre remaining depressed; and around it, varying 
from one to two inches in extent, the skin becomes inflamed, and of a 
deep scarlet color. If the pustule be now pierced with a needle or 
lancet, a transparent, clear fluid will be found to exude from it, which 
is the genuine vaccine virus. About the tenth or eleventh day, the 
depressed centre begins to assume a darker hue, and the pustule sub- 

, this hue is extended slowly over the whole surface, where the 
transparent lymph is clfanged into the vaccine scab, of a deep mahog- 
any color, usually about the size of a five cent pieve. S ? 

SYMPTOMS OF THE GENUINE VACCINE PUSTCLE—The local symp- 
toms are, itching, daring the forming stage, pain in the maturing or 
matured stage, and soreness afterwards. About the seventh or eighth 
day, the patient has more or less febrile symptoms, attended with 

enlargement and soreness of the glands in the armpit. These febrile 
symptoms are usually so slight as to require little attention, and fre» 
quently escape observation or complaint; and again, they are decided, 
well marked, and require attention. I have seen the patient with 
quick pulse. hot skin, flushed cheek, headache, sick stomach, and furred 
tongue: though such cases are rare. : 

TnrarwENT.— The vaccine pustule requires no Joe) treatment—all 
that is necessary is to preserve it from pressure and friction, so that it 
may not be ruptured. If, however, considerable inflammation super- 
vene. which shuuid be regarded as an accidental rather than as à 
necessary result of the operation, sugar of lead water and poultices 
mar be used to advantage. For the febrile excitement, a dose of 
castor oil, quietude, and abstinence from excitanis, are all that will be 
necessary. 

DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE TRUE AND THE SPURIOUS PUSTULE.— 
The true vaccine pustule never appears fill the end of the third or 
beginning of the fourth day, after vaccination; the spurious always 
before, and with considerable inflammation. The true is marked with 
regular defined margin, and flat indented surface: the spurious, with 
irregular margin and elevated surface. The true is first a vesicle, then 
a pustule; the spurious is never a vesicle, but runs at once into 
puration. The true is neverfully matured until from the ninth to the 
tenth dax: the spurions is generally well by that time. The true 
leaves a regular, well defined scar, with pitted surface; the spurious 
an irregular scar. with smooth surface. 

Axen FinaLLy—lIt is recommended, earnestly, that every patient be 
submitted to the examination of a careful physician, or of some one 
well informed as to the appearance and progress of the vaceme disease; 
for it is not every pustule, produced by the genuine virus, fhat is 
genuine: and to enable the physician to decide on ite character with- 
confidence, he should see it during its forminz, maturing and declining

- stages—that is, about the fourth or fifth, eighth or ninth, and eleventh 
or twelfth days. 

Of course the faculty will perceive that the foregoing detail is not 
given for their instruction, but for that of those who will assume tlie 
responsibility of vaccination without competent knowledge to con- 
duct it.

FeLLow-CITIZENS: 

The scene which is now in progress is bat the quiet termination 
of a fiercely contested political struggle, in which questions of the 
utmost magnitude and importance, to the present and future ges- 
erations, have been subjected to elaborate scrutiny, and to anima- 
ted discussion, in many of the States of the confederacy, and in which 
principles, vitally essential to the maintenance of Republican institu- 


- tions, have been so enforced upon the hearts and understandings of the 


enlightened millions who inhabit this fair continent, as to render it 
almost impossible that the time should ever arrive when those prin- 
ciples shall beshamefully forgotten or criminally disregarded. Io 
taking upon myself the duties and responsibilities appertaining to the 
high Executive station, to whichit has been my fortune to be elevated 
by the spontaneous suffrages of my fellow citizens, I feel itto be alike 
due to those who hare thought proper, in a manner so honorable, to 
associate my name with that glotious cause, the triumph of which we 
this day celebrate, and to my own attitude as a public functionaty, 
that 1 should avail myselfof the present convenient opportunity of 
reviewing, in a concise and explicit manner, a few of the leading 
facts which have marked a contest, which has at last been brought 
to a close, under circumstances so decidedly auspicious. 

About four years since, a condition of things existed of a nature 
calculated to awaken the most painful apprehensions in the public 
mind of the country. A valuable and extensive territorial domain 
bad been wrested fromthe Republic of Mexico, by our conquering 
atmies, the title to which was destined to be, in afew months there- 
after, formally perfected by solemn international compact. The en- 
emies of our Southern institutions, distributed somewhat unequally 
among cerain of the non-slaveholding states ofthe Union, had already 
conspired together for the purpose of bringing about the exclusion of 
Soathera slave-boiders and their slaves, from every footof the territory 
which had been then newly acquired, through the instrumentality of 
what is now well known as the Wilmot Proviso. The abolition of 
slavery in the Districtof Columbia, by Congressicnal enactment, had 
been constantly threatened for aseries of years antecedent to the period 
referred to, and there were indications, too significant to be disregarded, 
that the actual consummation of this nefarious scheme of injustice 
and fanatical folly was well-nigh at hend. The probibition by 
Congress of the trade in slaves between state and state, and between 
the District of Columbia and the siare-boiding states of the Confed- 
eracy, had been fora long time openly and audaciously proclaimed 
as part of the settled policy of the higher lew faction of the North. 
lt had been also most explicitly avowed, beth in the Halls of 
Congress acd elsewhere, that the measures just specified would be 
only preliminary to a direct assault upon the system of domestic sla- 
very wherever found existing. Meanwhile, and indeed almost ever 
since the foundation of the government itself, that important clause 
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jo the Federal Constitution (known to have been a sine qua noh to thé 
establishment of the Union itself, as now existing, which providesfot 
the recapture and restoration of fugitives from service, had been insult 
jogly set at nnught, and in numerous instances deliberately trodden 
under foot. The adarission of California into the Union—not as an 
integral part of a general system of equitable compromise, (to which 
there is reason to believe that no State of the South would have prë- 
sented the least objection,)—but as a separate and substantive act of 
a injustice, instigated by sectional hostility, and brought 
forward notoriously under Abolition and Free-soil auspices, was 
zealously urged and even imperiously demanded. 

‘Fhe boundary question between Texas and New Mexico, or rather 
between the United States and Texas, had become a subject of fear- 
ful controversy, and no discerning man in the Republic in the least 
degree doubted that if this question should remain unadjusted, only 
for a few months longer, unprincipled factionists, in the opposite 
sections of the Union, would seize upon it for the purpose of bringing 
upon the country all the incalculable horrors of a bloody and ex- 
terminating civil war. Such were the circumstances existing when 
in the month of October, 1849, the people of the State of Mississippi 
held their celebrated Convention, and adopted a series of resolutions 
declarative of their constitutional rights. and of their determination 
to maintain them inviolate at all hazards. ‘Fhese resolutions, we alk 
know, demanded no change of the organic law of the Republic, and 
avoided all recommendation, of remedies, not known to the constitu- 
tion itself, or of a nature calculated to prove subversive of it. Onur 
October Convention proposed, also, the assemblage of a general con- 
vention of the Southern States at Nashville, for the avowed purpose 
of consulting, in a fraternal and patriotic spirit, for the general safety 
of the South, and the preservation of the Union, from the dangers with 
which it was so obviously menaced. The Nashville Convention as- 
sembled. How far that body transcended the powers committed to 
it, and to what extent these powers were abused by ambitious and pre- 
sumptuous factionists, I need not now explain. Suffice it to say, that 
everything was done which was found at all practicable calculated 
to embarrass the action of patriotic and just-minded statesmen in 
Congress, aud to obstruct all settlement of the distracting questions 
then pending. Contemporaneous with these occurrences, Congress 
was laboring most assiduously for the adjustment of these questions 
upon fair and satisfactory principles. Numberless obstacles were 
conjured into existence, by designing politicians, for the purpose of 
impeding all wholesome and legitimate action, on the part of the 
two Houses of the National Legislature, and with a view to keeping 
the exciting questions, then so emphatically demanding prompt set- 
tlement, open and unadjusted until the accomplishment of their own 
selfish ends could be secured. Several months were exhausted in 
fierce controversial strife; when, at length, all obstacles were over- 
come, all impediments surmounted, and a scheme of adjustment was 
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announced to the country, as having received the deliberate approval 
of the Senate and House of Representatives in Congress, and of the 
Chief Magistrate of the Republic, which, if not equitable in all its 
features, and free from all plausible objections, was, undeniably, as a 
plan of compromise and pacification, under all the circumstances of 
the case, entitled to the cordial sanction and support of the whole 
American people. It is certain that this plan embraced everything 
demanded by the October Convention of Mississippi, and somewhat 
more. To make this evident, a short statement of particulars will be 
sufficient. The first of the measures of adjustment, la point of dignity, 
was the act admitting California. This, in form, was precisely like 
every other act admitting a new State that has received the approval 
of Congress for the last twenty years. It was a simpleact of admis- 
sion, and nothing more. I shall not dwell upon it. 

The acts establishing territorial governments in Utah and New | 
Mexico were of a character which admitted of no reasonable objec- 
tion on the part of any Southern Statesman. Each of these acts 
provided for the establishment of a territorial government, strictly 
upon non-intervention principles, Nothing like the Wilmot proviso 
will be found in either of them. In each of them is to be found a 

- section providing for the extension of the constitution and laws of the 
Union to every part of the territory to which government was 
supplied. When these acts were on their passage through Congress, 

. an amendment was proposed, and almost unanimously voted down, 

whereby the Mexican laws prohibiting slavery would have been 
eontinued in operation. {t only remains to he stated that the territory 
of Utah, large enough for fire or six slave States, is entirely north 
of the Missouri Compromise line of 36? 30", as is a large portion of 
New Mexico also,—and that the material fact was conclusively 
proved in Congress, before either of these acts became part of the: 
supreme law of the land, that in Utah many slave-holders and their 
slaves were then residing and that no attempt to interfere with the 
right of property in slaves, thus openly enjoyed, had ever been ven- 
tured upon. l 
The act adjusting the boundary between Texas and New Mexico 
is still less objectionable. Indeed, some such measure was in- 

dispensable to the public peace. By it Texas wasto receive ten mil- 

lions of dollars of the public money, with which to pay off her nation- 
al debt, and to secure such advantages in other respects, as it was per- 
ceived would make her, in a few years, one of the strongest slave 

States in the Union, —a condition of things bighly important to the 

South for many practieal reasons, whieh it would be easy to specify. 

By this act many thousand persons, then resident upon the Territory. 

ceded, and who were known to be of quite an anomalous character, 
were forever separated from Texassoasto prevent any mischievousin- 
terference, which they might be inclined to practice ia connection with 
the delicate question of slavery. This act contains an implied ac- 
knowledgment on the part of Congress, of the title of Texasto allíhe 
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Territory in dispute, upto the 42d deg. of North latitude, and thus, by 
irresistible implication, recognized the law of slavery, acknowledged 
by all to have pervaded, at the time, the whole body of Texan Ter- 
ritory, to be validly operative as far North as said 42d degree of . 
North latitude. 

Besides, it will be recollected, that it was provided by the resolution 
of Texan annexation, that all States which might be formed after 
the period of its adoption, out of Texan territory, lying north of 36° 
30’, should be free States; whereas, this principle, so deleterious and 
dishonoring to the South, was overthrown by the plan of adjustment, 
which, as already explained, opens the way to the admission of as many 
slave States as the people of Utah and New Mexico may choose to 
create, without the least regard to any particular boundary line what- 
ever, | 

The District of Columbia bill, so much denounced at one time, 
every intelligent man in the nation must know, is merely a partial 
re-enactment of what bad been the law of the District for more than 
half a century ; from the operation of which no inconvenience has 
ever arisen; which law has never been complained of, since its ori- 
ginal adoption, by a single slave State of the Union. 

Theact for the recapture and restoration of fugitives from service, 
all acknowledge ta be both stringent and comprehensive. Its consti- 
tutionality is denied only by a few secessionists in the South and a 
few abolition leaders in the North. It has been faithfully, and for 
the most part, successfully enforced, and itis confidently expected 
that hereafter its execution will be still more complete and its utility 
be still more manifest. "This is but a tame and imperfect delineation 
of the advantages arising from the Plan of Adjustment adopted by Con- 
gress; and yet is it true that it has been destined to encounter the most 
strenuous opposition both in the Northern and Southern portions of the 
confederacy. Happily for the cauntry, though, in spite of all opposi- 
tion, it has been able to command the hearty approval of nineteen-twen- 
tieths of our whole people, and in almost every State of the Union, 
the enemies of this nohle scheme of pacification and repose, have 
been signally rebuked by enlightened public sentiment. In our 
own beloved State not a single voice is now heard in opposition ta a 
series of measures which, six months azo, were spoken of by thou- 
sands only inthe language of bitter denunciation and caustic ridicule. 
Even in the State ot Soath Carolina, Secession has been at last com- 
pletely prostrated, and ‘that time-honored Commonwealth has been 
gloriously redeemed from the dominion of faction. 

A'few weeks since I performed the pleasing duty, as your Sena- 
torial representative in the National Legislature, of bringing tothe 
notice of that illustrious body, of which J ceased on the 8th inst., ta bea 
member, the excellent resolutions adopted by our State Convention 
of November last. On that occasion I embraced the opportunity of 
explaining your true attitude in regard to the measures of compro- 
mise, and at the same time offered a resolution, in conformity with 
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what I believed to be your wish on the subject, asserting the se- 
ries of measures embraced in the Plan of Adjustmentto be “a final. 
settlement, in principle and substance, of the distracting questions: 
growing out of the system of domestic slavery.” In offering this reso- 
lution, E made known the reasons which induced me to urge it, at this 
time, upon the consideration of the Senate, which I will not now 
reiterate. Lam gratified in having it in my power to say that its 
ultimate adoption by the Senate, by a majority approximating very 
closely to unanimity, is in my judgment, almost certain. This 
resolution, when adopted, will give assurance to the country 
that the Fugitive Slave bill will be permanently retained and faith- 
fully enforced; that no Territorial Governments will be hereafter 
formed, except upon the principle of non-intervention; that no new 
State will be hereafter refused admission into the Union on account 
of the existence of slavery within its limits; that the Constitution and 
laws of the Union are to be allowed to operate without restraint or 
obstruction, in all our vacant territories; that the principle of exclud- 
ing slavehoiders from certain portions of our territory, situated North 
of a particular geographical line, is not hereafter to be insisted upon;: 
and in fine, that the whole body of measures originally united in the 
report ofthe Committee of Thirteen, but afterwards separated by the 
accidents of legislation, are recognized by the entire American peo- 
ple as integral portions of one comprehensive scheme of settlement, 
which cannot be hereafter departed from, in any material respect, with- 
-out a serious violation of the principles of good faith. 

In bringing this address to a close, I deem it almost unnecessary for 
me to declare the earnest desire which 1 feel, that the dissensions 
which have heretofore so unhappily prevailed among us, and which 
have been so deeply injurious to our prosperity as a people, should 
nuw disappear forever; that social concord and its attendant bles- 
sings should be once more allowed to reign uninterruptedly in our 
midst; that party rancor should be made to give place to feelings of 
brotherly kindness, and that the sentiments of genuine patriotism 
should be secured,—a final and permanent triumph over all the evil 
influences which have heretofore so disastrously obstructed their be- 
nign operation. 

In devoting our energies chiefly to the development of our domes- 
tic resources; in fostering to every reasonable extent, and in all legiti- 
mate modes, the various schemes of internal improvement at this time 
so plausibly urged upon our attention; in maturing and setting on 
foot some enlightened and practicable system of popular education; 
and,in redressing such inconveniences as experience may show to 
have resulted from rash and inconsiderate legislation; we shall best 
perform our duty as American citizens, and most promote the true 
honor and happiness of ourselves and our posterity.

In conformity with the requisitions of the “Act to extend the Rail- 
road eastwardly, beyond Jackson,” approved February 24th, 1848, 
the Commissioners of the Southern Railroad, appointed in pursuance 
thereof, submit to your Excellency the following report, showing the 
condition of the road under appropriate heads, as much in detail as 
ibeir short connection therewith will allow. 


THE TRACK. 


The condition of the road bed, track, huildines and bridges, 1s such 
as to be satisfactory, and the Board are pleased to report that since 
the opening of the road no accident has occurred to prevent an unin- 
terrupted communication between the two termini thereof. The road 
bed is believed to be in an improved condition, from the close of last 
year. The character of the earth composing the road bed on the two 
and a half miles in the cuts approaching Brandon, 1s such that a por- 
tion of the force is frequently required to ditch and drain it, and the 
Board regret that the labor thus employed, has tended to retard the 
graduation of the road eastwardly. > 


GRADUATION EAST OF BRANDON. 


When it is considered that out of the whole force, consisting of fifty- 


seven negroes, only about forty are regularly eu oyed upon this work, ' 


the remainder being detailed for repairs of track, depot duty, loading 
and unloading cars, getting out timber and other materials essential to 
the repairs of the track, depot, &c.; and that they were removed to 
their present location, east of Brandon, about the first of January, 
1851, a period of only twelve months, the graduation has progressed 
quite as rapidly as the Board could have expec‘ed, tbere having been 
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two and three quarter miles completed, with the exception of such parts 
as will require the erection of trestle work. Up to this time, the work 
completed is valued to the amount of $13,780, by estimate of the ` 
Engineer. The Board are. confident, that had the road been com. 
pleted to Brandon, at the adjournment of the last Legislature, and no 
interruption had occurred in the proper direction of the whole force, 
to this work, judging from what has been achieved, that a much greater 
length of the road would have been graded. The work under these 
circumstances, has necessarily progressed slowly. 


CONDITION OF SLAVES. 


During the past summer and fall, the unusual sickness which pre- 
vailed, seriously affected the health of some of the negroes, and the 
Board regret to report that, notwithstanding the best medical skill 
and attention were afforded, the loss of some of the slaves, to-wit: . 
three men, one woman and two children. The condition of those 
now on the road is good ; comfortable new quarters are provided for 
them; they are well fed and clothed, and every attention paid to their 
proper discipline and treatment. Their value has greatly increased, 
especially thoso engaged in repairing the track, who, by the daily use 
of tools, have improved iu mechanical skill, so that they have become 
comparatively good carpenters, or at least able to perform labor on the 
road hard to procure and quite expensive. Had it not been for their 
labor, the cost snd expense for repairs would have been materially 


increased 
" BRIDGES. 


The cost of repairs on bridges during the past year has amounted 
to the sum of $1409 15. This amount was expended on Pearl river 
bridge, and the trestle work therewith connected. The Board before 
expending this sum, did not fail, in person, to examine for themselves, 
the structure, but they also called to their aid, the opinion of their 
Engineer and those of the best mechanical skill. Upon the report of 
their Engincer, they determined npon a thorough repair. The repairs 
have been completed, and it vives satisfaction to the Board to bear 
testimony to the excellent charactor of the structure, and they feel 
confident that the wisdom of this outlay will be fully demonstrated in 
the future efücieney and durability of the work, as well as in the small 
demands for rcpairs hereafter. 


DEPOT BUILDINGS.

The depot buildings are in good order. Those erected at Brandon 
are of brick, and are. constructed upon the most approved plan, meas- 
uring onc hundred and thirty feet in length, and forty feet in width, 
with a cotton shed attached, ninety feet long, by forty feet wide. They 
have cost 2 considerable sum, which appears by a reference to state- 
ments marked A and B accompanying this report.

SURVEY EAST OF BRANDON. 
By a resolution of the Board, dated the Sth of May last, the Engi 


neer was instructed to survey and locate twenty miles of road east- 
wardly towards Alabama. ` The survey was immediately commenced, 
and has been completed, and the Engineers report thereof, with the 
necessary estimates, have been received, which show that, for the dis- 
tance located, a very good and comparatively cheap line has been ob- 
tained. The Board recommend a continuance of the location and 
examinations of the route to the Alabama line, whenever the revenue 
of the road will allow it, as the best means of securing an advantageous 
location of the road, and also maintaining the increasing interest felt 
in the community for its ultimate completion. 


WORKING OF THE ROAD. 


At the time the present Board entered upon the discharge of their 
duties, on the 25th of February, 1851, they found that the contract 
made by their predecessors with the Vicksburg and Jackson Railroad 
Company, to run the Southern Railroad, had expired by limitation, 
and finding no arrangements made preparatory to running the road, 
and not deeming the motive power sufficient, they were induced to 
renew the contract formerly had with the Vicksburg and Jackson 
Railroad Company, which they did with the additional monthly pay- 
ment of $150, for the use of a separate engine, which the Board 
thought would greatly facilitate the working of the road. And to 
guard against any future contingencies, they have contracted for an- 
other engine to be delivered on ship-board at Richmond, Virginia, by 
the first of February next. Andthe Board, after availing themselves 
of the best information within their reach, as to the cost of running 
the road separate and apart from the Vicksburg and Jackson Rail- 
" road Company, will be better prepared to adopt such measures for 
another year as will be most likely to secure the greatest advantage 
to the road and the public. A contract has been entered into for 
transporting the mail daily each way, between Jackson and Brandon, 
for the sum of $1350 per annum. 

In consideration of the great importance of this road in 1ts connec- 
tion with other rowds, extending to the Atlantic seaports, its immense 
advantages as a public work, and the facilitics it may afford as an ave- 
nue for travel and freights, the Board 1s impressed with the high im- 
portance of its being speedily built. Connecting the waters of the 
Mississippi, at Vicksburg, with the Atlantic, at Charleston, the whole 
length located in a region where the rigors of a northern winter can 
never, by snow or ice, block up its travel, 14 will open up a great tho- 
roughfare, over which the seasons can never control any prejudicial 
influence; passing through the heart of a country the most productive 
and fertile, a climate the most mild and salubrious, it will possess su- 
perior advantages over works in other respects more favorably situa- 
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ted; crossing, at Jackson, the New Orleans and Nashville Railroad, 
and then again the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, in the eastern portion 
of the State, and thence running to Charleston, it will open up ave. 
nues of commerce and travel, by its connection with these contempla. 
ted works, that will place it in the power of the people of this State, 
to trade or travel wherever they please. 

The Board is satisfied, that the bonus offered by the State, to such 
contractors as would undertake to construct this work, has not been 
properly appreciated by the public, and it is a matter of mortification 
to them that so little public spirit and enterprise exists among our 
people; but they will not cease to hope that a proper and well-directed 
spirit is being kindled up, on the subject of railroad improvements, in 
our State, and that this work, from its vast importance, will be among 
the first that shall fix public attention. Some time has elapsed since 
the State made the offer of the bonus, and the time in which the road 
should be completed is now too short for a company to undertake to 
build it, in the time specified. The Board would respectfully suggest 
an extension of the time, or that some system of contract be adopted 
by which responsible individuals may be induced to engage in the en- 
terprise, and they feel a hope that the increasing spirit of improvement 
will attract public attention more thoroughly to this work, and ensure 
its completion at an early day. This suggestion is most respectfully 
presented, but, in the mean time, while public spirit is concentrating 
its strength and directing itself, the State should not overlook the im- 
portance of still forwarding this work. An appropriation will be ne- 
cessary to carry on the road eastwardly from Brandon, as the revenue 
arising now, from its operations, must necessarily be absorbed in re- 
newing the track and providing for the extensive repairs continually 
needed, and supporting the hands engaged therein. 

The Board would respectfully call the attention of. your Excellency 
to the accompanying copy of our Engineer’s satisfactory report, of the 
survey and location of the first division of the road, east of Brandon. 

The Board would respectfully call your attention to the accompany” 
ing statements, to-wit :

Branbon, December 31st, 1851... 
To the Commissioners of 
the Southern Railroad: 

I have the honor to submit the following report, and accompanying 
map and estimates, showing the cost of the first (twenty-one and a half 
miles) division of the road east of Brandon, extending to the “flat 
woods,” in obedience to a resolution of the Board, of the 8th of May, 
1851, “directing the Chief Engineer to survey and locate the line of 
the Southern Railroad, from the point to which the location has already 
been made, to the Hillsborc” road, where it strikes the sand hills.” 

A careful reconnoisance of the country embraced between the points, 
as stated in the above resolution, suggested a thorough instrumental 
examination of the various routes that presented themselves. Two 
routes, only, were deemed feasible, and the examinations have refer- 
ence to them only. The first route, or “Snake creek: line,” commences 
at the point to which the location had already been made, at stake 127; 
follows the branch of the Richland creck, to the dividing ridge between 
the waters of Richland and Pelahatchie creeks, which it crosses at a 
point about ł of a mile east of Mr. Battes plantation; from this 
point it follows the valley of Snake creek to the junction of the Pe- 
lahatchie creek, and following the main valley of this creek for a dis- 
tance of nearly eight miles, where it strikes the east branch of this 
creek, which it follows to its source in the ridge (at Taylor's) dividing 
the waters of the Pelahatchie, on the north, from those of Strong riv- 
er, on the south—making a total distance, from Brandon, of 24.88 
miles. S 

The grades upon this route proved favorable, and the depth of cut- 
ting does not exceed twenty feet at the Ridge; to place the road, 
however, sufficiently high, so as to secure the road-way from damage 
by overflow, would require an almost continuous embankment through- 
out the whole extent of the Snake creek valley. The necessity of 
conforming the line of the road to the meanderings of the stream 
oblige the introduction of a great many curves. The distance being 
so much greater by this foute, than the “Eastern route," which prov- 
ed to be 3.8 longer, which is of course saved by the adoption of the 
more direct or Eastern route, it was deemed impracticable, and there- 
fore no estimate 1s presented of its cost. 

The “Eastern,” or * direct route," commences at the point to which 
the location has already been made, and follows a. direct east course, 
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with but two curves, to the valley of the Pelahatehie, a distance of ten 
miles. The line thence along the valley, is located on the south side 
of the stream, sufficiently far from it as to insure the construction of a, 
road-bed, safe from the annual overflows of this stream, and reachos 
the summit at Taylor's, upon the same ground as the Snake creek 
route. The whule distance by this line is 21.5 miles. 

This line crosses the Richland creek and its smaller branches, as 
well as both branches of the “Edachusah.” These creeks are bor. 
dered by incousiderable swamps, requiring in the construction of the 
road-way over them but short trestle work. The grades are undulat. 
ing, and do not exceed 65 feet per mile. The cutting at the dividing 
ridge, is somewhat increased over the Snake creek route, but does not 
bear a proportion to the increase of embankment on that route. The 
ground is well adapted for the construction of a good road-way; the 
timber i is hetter; and, from the most careful Geen, proves to 
be the most eligible route. The surveys have been conducted with 
a view to the selection of the best route, and amounted in distance to 
quite 60 miles. Every possible feasible line has been tested, and | 
am satisfied that the present route is the best the nature of the countn 
can afford. "The estimates are upon this route. 

The estimates are for a road-bed of 15 feet, with slopes for exeava- 

. tions and embankments, of 15 to 1; these,however, can be altered ac- 
cording to the nature of the material, thereby reducing the cost of 
graduation. This, however, can only be: determined during the con- 
struction of the work. 

The estimate for Ge is for the “cross-tie track." The rail to be 
52 lbs. to the lineal yard, laid upon “eross-ties,” 24 feet from centre 
to centre, to be secured by good spikes; their ends well fastened by 
a Wrought iron clasp-cham, weighing 43 lbs, the whole resting on 

e ballasting. 

This kind of track is being adopted almost entirely at the North; 
being, not only cheaper, but far less difficult to repair. 

The following estimate will exhibit the cost of one mile of track of 


this kind:

The annexed statement shows the total cost of graduation and 
bridging —as well as cost of the above per mile —also the aggregate 
cost of graduation and track complete; no estimate being made for 
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sidings, water stations, &e., which properly belong to the estimates, 
for the stocking of the road. 


In closing this report, I take pleasure in making favorable mention 
of the gentlemen, who have acted with me in the capacity of assistants, 
Meare J. P. Hector and James A. Porter; they have performed their, 


respective duties with great skill and diligence, and have undergone 
no inconsiderable amount of fatigue and exposure.

Mr. PresipenT—The Joint Standing Committee of both houses 
of the Legisiature, appointed to visit the Penitentiary, and examine 
into its condátion, have, from time to time, since the commencement 
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of the present session, been engaged in the discharge of that duty; 
and having made a full and complete examination of the institution, 
beg leave to present their Report: ; 

The Penitentiary seems to Have been conducted in strict accor- 
dance with the law for its general government, and with a due re- 
gard, both to economy and the interests of the institution. Much order 
and system is preserved. Great regard to cleanliness is also observ- 
ed; the comfort of the prisoners in clothing, bedding and food is 
carefully consulted and attended to; their rations being wholesome 
and plentiful, and their garments, though plain, comfortable and sub- 
stantial. The prisoners have enjoyed almost uninterrupted health 
during the past year—only one having died; and while the govern- 
ment and discipline of the prison has been rigidiy enforced, that 
attention to its inmates which humanity dictated, seems to bave been 
strictly carried out. 

The last Legislature appropriated the sum of $14,000 to be ex- 
pended by the Superintendent in the purchase of additional machi- 
nery for the purpose of extending the manufacture of cotton and 
woolen cloths. The purchase was made in conformity to the law, 
and so far as we can judge, with an eye to the public good. The 
great amount of labor required in putting it up caused some delay. 
AM the machinery, however, is now in successful operation, and im 
fine order and condition, and is said to be constructed upon the most 
improved plan, and works with great mechanical precision, produc- 
ing, as we are informed, with the aid of 45 operatives, about 4000 
yards of heavy Osnaburge, 1000 yards of Linseys, and 1000 pounds 
of Cotton Yarn (worth at present prices eight hundred and fifty dol- 
Jars) per week. ` 

The goods have been examined by your committee, and found i9 
be of an excellent quality. There is now on hand in Osnaburgs. 
Linseys and Yarns, au amount estimated at about $17,000. This 
large amount of manufactured goods has accumulated, as is believed, 
from the want of authority to appoint agencies in different parts of 
the State for their sale. As the law now stands, no such authority 
exists, and the Superintendent has been obliged to wait for purchas- 
ersto come to the Penitentiary, not having it in his power to ship 
the goods to accessible points where they could meet with ready sale. 
if the law was so changed as to allow the goods to be sold through 
agents appointed for that purpose, there is no doubt in the minds of 
your Committee, but that all the goods could be disposed of advan- 
tageously as soon as made. The Committee, therefore, recommend 
that the Superintendent, with the advice and direction of the board 
of Inspectors, be authorised to appoint such number of agents in 
this and other States for the sale of the articles manufactured in the 
institution, as may be from time 10 time thought advisable, under such 
restrictions as may be proper and necessury. 

The Committee have had under consideration that portion of the 
Governor's Message referred to them, recommending an increase in 
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the machinery at the Penitentiary. The Committee have given the 
subject full attention. The Penitentiary has for many years past 
been changing its operations and trying experiments, which, asa 
matter of course, have: been attended with delays and consequent 
expense. The present experiment of manufacturing is believed to 
be a good and wholesome one, and we have no doubt will be found 
to be the most profitabie of any which has been tried; but your Com- 
mittee are in favor of testing it fully before recommending another 
outlay. About five month's time has been lost in putting up and 
setting in motion the present machinery. If it continues to work as 
well as it has done, it will produce a large revenue, and pay back to 
the Treasury the amount expended in its cost, before another Legis- 
lature assembles. It is our opinion that no more changes should 
now be made, but that the present arrangements should continue, and 
fo: these reasons, with all proper respect for the opinions of His 
Excellency, your Committee are opposed to any additional appro- 
priation for more machinery at thistime. We doub: not, however, 
that a iutare Legislature will fud it both expedient and proper to 
increase the machinery to such an extent as to give employment to 
every convict who may be placed within the prison walls. 

There is now a large and valuable amount of publie property at 
the Penitentiary. — lt is increasing from year to year, and is constant- 
ly expos:d to fire, perhaps more so than any other property, and it 
seems to us that sound policy and a proper regard for the interests of 
the State, demand that every protection in our power should be thrown 
aroud the same, The Corimitic: therefore, recommend an appro- 
prision of 51300 for the pnichas: of a fire engine, to be kept at the 
Pipik ntiary, to be used in case of uc d ; 

Tr main front of the Penitentiary building has been taken down 
aud rebuilt in accordance with the directions of tbe last Legislature. 
The work seems to have been well done, and has added much to the 
appearance and conveuience of the building. No other improve- 
ments are now thought necessary, exc: pt the recovering of the prison 
buildings used for cells, which wok we are informed can be done 
by the labor of the convicts without any appropriation for the pur- 
pos. 

The cash vouchers for the lust two years have been examined with 
great care and attention, and have been found correct and properly 
authenticated. ‘The books, accounts, papers, &c., are all kept imgood 
arder, hcatness and accuracy, and have given your Committee the 
most ainple satisiaetion. The reports of the board of Inspectors and 
other officers, are made annually by authority of law to the Govern- 
or. Their report for the year ending November 3th, 1851, shows 
a loss of $1,413 70. This loss bas occurred principally from the 
fact that the most productive operatious of the prison were suspended 
about five months while the new machinery was being erected ; the 
convicts during that time, as a matter of course, were an expense to 
the prison. As this will not occur daring the present year, your 
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Committee are assured, and sce no reason to donbt but that thë re- 

sults hereafter will show a very large gain tothe State. In order to 

make the account perfectly plain, and to show that the institution has 
in point of fact been no actual loss to the State, we extract from the 
books and reports as follows: ‘The Penitentiary has drawn from the 

Treasury during the fiscal year 1851, in addition to the appropria- 

tiop for new machinery, the sum of $20,589 27— $12,100 of which 

was drawn for the purchase of cotton, and the residueto pay officers, 
guards, engineer and operator of the factory, their salaries. 

Against this sum the institution is entitled to a credit for $8000, 
cash paid back to the Treasury, and for $14,559 73 for manufactured 
cloths and yarns on hand at selling prices at the close of the year. 
These goods are worth their estimated price in cash, and if they 
could have been sold, and their proceeds paid into the Treasury, it 
wili-beseen at once that the institution would have reimbursed the 
State for every dollar borrowed during the year;aud assoon as the cash 
is realized from this stock on hand, the amount will more than pay 
back the amount drawn. This statement will show a difference in 
favor of the Penitentiary of $1,970 46, while the general statement 
of the officers for the same time, shows a loss of $1,413 70—but 
this iseasily explained. Their account is correct, and embraces all 
the receipts and expenditures from all and every source, such as pro- 
vision account, oil, fuel, &c. &e., and very properly shows a loss in 
the whole transactions of the establishment. But our object is to 
show more plainly how the money drawn directly from the Trea- 
sary, has been disposed of; aud we think it will appear clear and 
conclusive from the above, that it has been fairly‘ and judiciously 
expended for the best interests of the State. é 

To carry out the views of the Committee, the following bill is 
subjoined.

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In conclusion, your Committee take pleasure in stating that the 
«prison bears the aspect of comparative checrfulness and comfort,

Mr, Presipent: The committee on Agriculture have instructed 
me to report, for the consideration of the Senate, the following pre- 
amble and bill : . 

` The Joint Committee on Agriculture, in recommending the appoint- 

ment of an Agricultural Chemist, do hot expect that this measure will 
at.once and alone cause to be diffused among the Agriculturists of the 

¡State,. that full and extended knowledge, which it is hoped, will be 
ultimately imparted, The committee regard it as an introductory 
step, by which, from its partial advantages, -the farmers throughout 

. the State will be induced to place a proper estimate upon the true 

. merits of a more enlarged system. They hope by its agency to lead 
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those now actively engaped in cultivating the soil, to place within the 
reach of those who are to succeed them, and for whose interest and 
happiness they are chiefly stimulated to industry and exertion, the 
means of tilling it with greater success. It is also believed that îm- 
mediate benefits will accrue to themselves, more than sufficient to 
compensate them and the State for the trivial expense necessary to 
be incurred. E 

It is deemed unnecessary here to explain in detail, the manner in 
which a scientific and practical Chemist ‘could render efficient aid to 
the Aricultural interest. It is however well known that the people 
have never yet had'an opportunity, had they desired it, of becoming 
either theoretically or practically acquainted with the interesting sub- 
ject which it would be his duty to unfold. And the most easual ob- 
server of such subjects cannot have failed to remark that vast sources 
of improvement, either misapplied or unused, are utterly valueless to 
their owner and to the State, on account of a deficieney of knowledge 
on this subject. Principles equally well established, and far more 
certain in their application, should govern the planter and thé farmer 
in improving his land, and cultivating his crops, as regulates the 
physician in treating the diseased systery or invigorating ‘the weak 
constitution of his patients. Each variety of soil has its peculiar de- 
fects, which ought to be supplied; each kind of crop its best mode of 
cultivation, which ought to be understood. These are ‘constantly vary- 
ing according to circumstances, but are regulated by unchanging prin- 
ciples. To inculcate these principles, and to impart ‘the requisite 
knowledge to insure their proper application, comprise the whole 
sphere of his duties. is 

In view of the large and important, interest we are trying to sub- 
serve, it is hoped, by a liberal and enlarged system, the effect of which 
will be to excite competitior in the improvement and production of 
our: lands, with other appliances, such as a well digested system of 
internal improvements, affording facilities for cheap transportation, 
will, we hope, check the spirit of emigration that now exists so exten- 
sively amongst the people of our State. Agriculture will then be 
placed upon its proper level. It will no longer be regarded as à species 
of degrading drudgery, requiring neither education nor tàlent to un- 
derstand and improve it, but will be inseparately connected with the 
highest branches of natural science upon which it is, in truth, depen- 
dent for its ultimate perfection. | ij

Mr. Adams, from a select committee to inquire into the condition 
of the business of the High Court of Errors and Appeals, made the 
following report, to-wit : 

The committee to whom was referred a resolution of the Senate, 
instructing them to inquire into and report, as to the condition of 
business in the High Court of Errors and Appeals, of the State of 
Mississippi; and to report as to what legislation, if any, is necessary 
to expedite the disposition of business in said court, respectfully beg 
leave to xeport, that, upon inyestigation, they find that since the 
organization of the court under the new constitution, in December. 
1833, there have been decided, 2,863 cases, making an average of 
about 160 cases annually. "They also find, from an enumeration, 
made at their request, by the clerk of the court, that there are now on 
the dockets of the court, pending and undisposed of, 868 cases; 393 
of which are on the docket of the first or Middle District; 285 on 
the second or Southern District, and 185 on the third or Northern 
District, showing an amount -of business now on the different 
dockets, equal to about one third of the whole amount of business 
disposed of in the last eighteen years. 

Many of these cases now on docket, involve very large amounts 
of money and property, and many of the records are very volumi- 
nous. At the rate which business has been disposed of in the court 
for the past eighteen years of its existence, it would require more 
than five years to dispose of the amount of business now in the court, 
and this would of course exclude from the caleulation, the cases 
. which would be brought into the court for the period required to 
dispose of what is already there. 

Many of the cases now in the court, are appeals from the Probate 
Courts, involving the settlement and administration of estates in 
which large amounts are involved, and the interests and entire pro- 
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perty of the widow and the orphan are guspended, awaiting the ac- 
tion of the court. pa Y 

In view of this immense ard increasing amount of business, your 
committee are of opinion that private and publie interest alike re- 
quire that there should be some prompt and efficient legislation on - 
the subject, which will if possible, expedite the business of the court. 
To accomplish this, great labor will have necessarily to be imposed 
upon the judges, and they deem it but just and. proper to recommend 
that their salaries should be proportionally increased. We would 
therefore recommend that the judges should be required to continue - 
the court in session, and proceed in the disposition of business, for- 
nine out of the twelve moriths in eheh year, until the business of the 
court is disposed of: This will necessarily confine them, with their 
families, to a residence in the city of Jackson, where their expenses 
will be necessarily greatly increased. 

By reference to the aries paid in other States, they find that in 
the State of Virginia, where there is not half the labor to perform, 
and where living is much’ cheaper than here, the judges of the Su- 
preme Court have salaries fixed by the new constitution, of five thou- 
sand dollars per annum each; and that they are paid a like sum in 
the State of Louisiana. And in almost all of the Southern States, 
their salaries are from four to five thousand dollars, 

In none of these States have they established, by their decisions 
and opinions, a higher reputation for talent, learning and ability in 
the judges, than in this State. ¢ 

Your committee would not think it improper, to recommend that 
the salaries of the judges should be increased fo four thousand dol- 
lars per annum; but have concluded to recommend that their salaries 
be increased to thirty-five hundred dollars per annum, and that they: 
be required to continue the sitting of said court for nine months, as 
before recommended. 

Other alterations as to the terms of said court, they have deemed 

it proper to recommend, all of which they have embodied in a bill 
herewith presented, which they have drawn to carry out their recom- 
mendations, and they earnestly recommend its passage. 
- Though not legitimately within the scope of their duties, your 
committee deem it due, before closing their report, to state that the 
records and dockets of the court are now kept in most excellent order 
by the able and distinguished gentleman who holds the office of clerk 
of the court. His example in this respect, is worthy of imitation by 
all similar officers in our State.

By the 8th section of the 5th article of the . constitution of the 
State ef Mississippi it is required, that the Governor “shall from 
time to time, give to the Legislature information of the state of the 
government, and recommend to their consideration, such measures as 

e deem : necessary and expedient;" and by the Legislative act : 
of 1830, it is provided, “that at the de session of the General 
Assembly of this State, next preceeding the expiration of the term of 
United States Senator, or at any other session at which a vacancy or 
executive appointment shall be reported by the Governor, shall be 
the time of electing United States Senators." I have the honor 
herewith to report the vacancy which has recently occurred in the 
seat occupied by myself, and to state that the present session of Con. 

is one of great importance, both to Mississippi and the other 
States of the: confederacy., On no occasion has it been more desira-: 
ble that all the States of the South should be fully and efficiently 
represented in the senatorial branch of the National Legislature ; 
and yet it is true, that Mississippi has only one senatorial.representa- 
tive now in Washington, and he, holding his authority by Executive . 
appointment alone, is unfortunately a gentlemen who, whatever quali- 
fications his friends. may attribute to him, is well known to entertain 
sentiments and opinions, highly dangerous in their charaeter and ten- 
dency, and which have been moreover, twice openly repudiated hy 
the sovereign people of the State, in two successive popular elections. 
I speak plainly upon this subject, because I consider the occasion one, 
which demands that 1 should so speak. Under the circumstances 
stated, I deem it my duty respectfully to urge upon. the two houses of 
_ the Legislature, as early action as possible, in filling bet te vacan- 
cies lately occasioned by resignation, It is particularly desirable, in 
my judgment, that the State of Mississippi should be freely repre- 
sented in the Senate, when the.resolution now pending in.that body, 
deolarative of the finality of the Compromise, shall be acted upon, 
Indeed, I received information by the last mail, that the friends of 
the resolution referred to, will not be disposed to press the Senate to 
a vote upon the same, until the two new Senators from Mississippi, 
expegted to be elected, shall have-arrived in Washington. I may 
here be permitted to say, that the introduction of this resolution and 
the debate to which it has given rise, have been productive already 
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of the happiest effect, in restoring a tHóroughly good understanding 
between opposite sections of the Union, touching reciprocal rights 
and obligations growing, out of the system of domestic slavery. The 
spirit of acquiescence in the -plan of adjustment, as a final and irre- 
wocable settlement of the questions ‘which have heretofore disturhed 
the public repoge, has been-constantly gaining ground, in every State 
of the Union, for the last two months, in spite of every attempt which 
has been made An various modes, by designing factionists, to cause 
the ‘true charagter and. object of the resolution referred to, to be mis- 
understood. Legislative bodies, party conventions, and large public 
meetings, bave adopted resolutions in harmony with this movement 
in the Senate. I know, in fact, of only one conventional assemblage 
which has been recently held in any part of the Republic, that has 
` adjourned without the adoption of a formal resolution of acquiescence ; 
the convention which assembled in this city on the Sth of January 

ast, being the only one known to me, which bas failed to give its 
sanction openly to the scheme of adjustment. During the discussion 
in the Senate, upon the resolution of acquiescence, Secession and 
Free Soil have been alike compelled to unmask ¢hemselves; and, 
both of them have grown more odious, in proportion as their deformity 
has been exposed to the public view. The South especially, has 
become almost united as one man, in support of the plan of compro- 
mise, and ¿he great principle of non-intervention embodied therein ; 
both of which, were at one time, so widely and unfortunately mis- 
conceived; and nothing seems now to be wanting but the adoption in 
the Senate, of the resolution there pending, by such a decisive 
majority vote, as I feel assured will be cast in itsfavor, to bring about 
such a state of repose, and general tranquility, as will, rejoice ‘the 
hearts of all trae patriots, and give additional assurance of the per- 
manancy of our republican institutions. 

T hope that I shall be pardoned, for venturing to offer a few obser- 
vations here, upon a point of no little delicacy, but which I hold to be 
essentially connected with the subject of this message. It is known 
to me, and to the whole country, that a serious and unhappy disagree- 
ment has arisen between the two houses of the Legislature, ín regard 
to the farm of procéeding, proper tó be adopted in the election of 
Senators for the two unexpired terms, and for that which will eom- 
mence on the fourth of March, 1853. However decided may be the 
views which I entertain in regard to the high constitutional obligation, 
resting upón the two houses of the Legislature, to fill all three of 
these terms, at their present session, I do not feel authorised, mm. mg 
official position, to apply the language of censure or disapprobation, 
to either of these bodies, on account of anything that has heretofore 
occurred; but I beg leave to suggest, that whilst the present disagree- 
ment exists, it is obvious that no election, whatever, of United 
States Senators can take place. This being the condition of things, 
Y hope it will not be regarded as intrusion in me, respectfully, but 
earnestly, to recommend to the members of either house, the propriety 
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of submitting for:the sake.ef harmony, and in consideration of the 
great. public interests involved, fo a reciprocal sacrifice of :all precon. 
ceived prejudices or partialities, of & nature merely "personal, which 
may now operate 1n'soeh manner as -to prolong the struggle at près- 
ent in progress, and which seems to be equally unprofitable and 
o eite. "Ët anch A compromise. of conflicting opinions on this 
delicate subject, should remilt in bringing on the election for the two 
short terms, before any Ant resolution, Sall havo heen adopted pro- 
viding-for the electing of a Senator for the six years’ serm, T cannot 
perceive that. any serious public inconvenience is likely to result 
therefrom ; nor' can’ I believe that any strenuous opposition will be 
afterwards presented, under such circumstanees, to the election of a 
‘Senator for the term which will commence on the fourth of March, 
1853; since: it. must be obvious.to all, that it will be highly impo: 
ta,.t, in every point of view, that, the..State of Mississippi should he 
fully represented in the Senate nt the executive sqssion, of that body, 
which will commence at the period specified, sind at which so much 
important business must be necessarily transacted, embracing the 
acre of official E the aa treaties with 
oreigu. powers, . . © , , « Respectfully, -.

approve. 

[t has also been made the duty of the committee to make inquiry 
in relation to the arms furnished to the different volunteer companies 
of the State, and others, lying at various points. 

We have a statement of L. Julienne, Adjutant General of the 
State, which accompanies the report, that shows from the 6th of 
March, 1836, up to this date, there has been furnished to the various

The whole of the value of forty thousand five hundred dollars. It 
would seem that very few, if any, of these arms have been returned. 
to the State; and from the report of the Adjutant General of the 
15th January, 1852, many of them, in the various counties where the 
volunteer companies haye been disbanded, are abandoned and ready 
to be appropriated hy any one who may choose to possess them. ` 

Your committee are not advised how many are in this condition, 
but believe that the larger portion of them are. 

That those arms should be especially collected and returned to the

Arsenal, your committee cannot doubt, and they therefore, recom- 
mend that the Qurtermaster General be authorized and impowered by 
law, to appoint such agent, or agents as he may deem necessary for 
the purpose; and that he be authorized to draw upon the Treasurer 


for the amount requisite to pay any agent, or agents, and the further - 


sum expended in the transportation of said arms, from the place 
where found, to the seat of government,. Your committee would 
further recommend that the Quartermaster General, from time to 
time, be authorized and required to employ a suitable artizan to 
repair all arms in the Arsenal, of any description, that are worth re- 
pairing, which shall be determined on by the'Quartermaster General; 
and that he be authorized to draw upon the Treasurer from time to 
time, for such eum or sums of money as may be necessary for this 
purpose. 

A bill embracing the substance of the foregoing report, is here- 
with presented. All of which is respectfully submitted.

I have the honor to invite. the attention of.the two Houses of the 
Legislature, to an official communication which I have received .from 


his Excellency; the Governor of New Jersey, which, with the pream- . 


ble and resolutions of the Legislature which accompany it, I am re- 
quested to lay before you for your consideration. Ip performing this 
pleasing duty, 1 beg leave to declare my warm. approyal of the pre- 
amble and resolutigns referred to, and to recommend; the. early adop- 
tion ‘of resolutions of a.similay character by the Legislature of. the 
State of Mississippi. Tt will be seen, on examining the New Jersey 
resolutions: that they disclose,-in the most unequivocal language; the 
approval of “the Senate” and “House of Assembly" of New Jersey, 
of “the measures adopted. by the last session of Congress, known as 
the compromise measures,” and declare “that every patriot, in every 
part of our widely extended country, has cause to rejoice in the adop- 
tion of said- measures, as a triumph of constitutional rights over A 
spirit of wild and disorganizing fanaticism ;" that they further declare 
that “New Jersey will abide by and sustain the compromise measures,” 
and that her. "Senators in the Senate of the United States,” are ex- 
pressly “¿amstructed” and her “Representatives in Congress? are. re- 
uested “to resist any. change, alteration; or repeal thereof; ” that they 
lare, also, “that the fugitive -slave law is in accordance with the’ 
stipulations of the Constitution of the United States, and, in its pro- 
visions, -carries out the spirit and letter of the Constitution, in its 
compromises, upon which our Union is founded ;” and the Legisla; 
. ture of New Jersey approves “of the patriotic stand taken by-the 
Executive of the United States, in declaring his determination to 
execute and enforce all laws constitutionally énnoted;'" and give asp: 
rance that ‘the people of New Jersey will sustain him in sò doing.” 
When. we:eonsider that these wise, patriotic, and. most seasonable 
resolutions. were. “passed,” (as is formally certified in the documents 
transmitted under. the great seal of the State of New Jersey.) by 
"the House of Assembly” of that respected. commonwealth, “and 
concurred in by the Senate, on the same day”.—thus, showing. that 
public sentiment in New «Jersey is almost wholly undivided on this 
subject; and hen e; take:into-consideration that similar resolutions, 
-of, Pesolutions of equivalent import, have been recently, adopted, either

State of the Union. I Feel thet there is ‘but little donbt that the 
dangers and difficulties through which the républit hasbeen compelled 
to pass-within the last-two'or three years, are now'terminated forever, 

At the period of my entermv-upon the performance of official duty, 
as Governor of the State-of Mississippi, d embraced the opportunity 
presented, of informing my fellow-citizens, generally, that I'had, a few 
weeks before, brought to the attention of the Senate of the United 
States, whilst still a member of that body “the excellent resolutions 
adopted by our State-Convention of November last.” I made known 
at that time, the fact that 1 had taken upon myself, in the Senate, to 
express the true attitude of the State of Mississippi, in regard to the 
mea of eompromise, and stated*that 1 had considered it my duty 
to offer for adoption a resolution, “in conformity with what I deemed 
the wish of this State” on the subject, asserting the series of measures 
introduced in tke:plan of adjustment, to be a final settlement, in prin- 
ciple and substance, of the distracting questions growing out of the 
system of demestic slavery." 1 then said, in addition: “In offering 
this resolution, 1 had made knowh the reasons which induced me to 
urge it, at this time, upon the consideration-of the Senate, which I 
will not now reiterate. Í am gratified at having it in my power to 
say that ‘its ultimate adoption by the Senate, by a majority approxi- 
mating very closely to unanimity, is in my judgment, almost certain. 
This resolution, when adopted, will rive assurance to the country that 
the fugitive slave act will be permanently retained and faithfully en- 
forced ; that no territorial government will be hereafter formed, except 
upon the principle of 2on-intervention ; that no new State will be 
hereafter refused admission into the Union on account of the existence 
of slavery within its limits ; that the constitution and laws of the Union 
are to be allowed to operate without restraint or óbstrüction in all our 
vacant territory; that the principle of excluding slaveholders from 
certain portions of our territory, situated north of a particular geo- 
graphical line, is not hereafter to be insisted upon; and, in fine, that 
the whole body of measures originally united in the report of the 
committee ef thirteen, but afterwards separated by the accidents of 
legislation, and recognized by the entire American people as integral 
portions of -one comprehensive scheme of settlement, which cannot be 
hereafter departed from, in any material respect, without a serious 
violation of the principles of good faith.”. 

- As this resolution is still pending in the Senate, and as great and 
peculiar efforts have been made in various quarters, and under the 
instigation of vatious motives, to cause its true character to be mis- 
understood, 1 beg leave to lay before you the few explanatory remarks 
which £ made on introducing it. 1 said: ` 
' When 1 made up my mind to introduce the resolution now under 
consideration, I did not expect to say anything in explanation of it. 
The phraseology im which it is couched Ze neither mysterious nor 
equivocal, and therefore I had cherished the hope that its immediate 
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adoption by this body would take place, without any extended discus- 
sion upon the delicate questions involved therein. T trust still, most 
confidently, that no excited or, angry debate will arise on this resolu- 
tión, either liére or elsewhere, and that the two Houseg-of" Congress, 
by uniting promptly and cordially in the solemn declaration, which 
has now been twice made by the President of the United-States—that 
he cohsidérs the series of measures recognised as constituting the plan 
of adjustment “as a final settlement, ii principle and substance, of 
the-dangerous and exciting subjects which they embraced”—will do, 
their part in securing an. early restoration of the friendly and frater- 
nal relations formerly existing between the different sections of this 
confederacy, and thus aid, as far as in their power to do so, in the ` 
suppression of a dangerous and unseemly agitation, the former pro- 
gress of which undoubtedly placed the institutions of the country in 
extreme peril, and involved the republic itself in more or less of dis- 
credit. ‘In departing from my original intention, and undertaking to 
address the Senate very briefly at the present time, my object is simply 
to prevent any misunderstanding touching my own motives, and coun- 
teracting certain misrepresentations in regard thereto, which I discover 
already to have been made. 

Mr. President, I cannot believe that there are many individuals in 
this body who are prepared to declare their disapproval of the conduct 
of the President in twice deliberately and formally arraying all the 
influence of eminent station and high character in favor of a scheme 
of pacification and settlement-which had previously received the ap- 
proval of the’two Houses of Congress, and to which he had also im- 
parted his own official sanction, but to which he was at the time aware 
that opposition of a serious and imposing character had been presen- 
ted in different forms, and in opposite sections of the republic, What 
was right in itself and worthy of approbation in the President will be 
equally proper on the part of Congress; and I am prepared to show 
that still stronger reasons exist for such action as is proposed by this 
resolution than could be supposed legitimately to influence the mind 
of the Executive. The legislation of Congress upon the questions 
involved in the series of measures, referred to in the resolution, 
was unfortunately in its progress surrounded by circumstances of a 
nature calculated to awaken more or less of doubt in regard to the 
real intentions and feelings of those who participated therein; and 
movements have subsequently occurred, not necessary here to be spe- 
cified, which have called into existence, in the minds of the friends of 
the Union, grave apprehensions as to the intention of those who were 
originally opposed to the measures of compromise to defeat, or at least. 
seriously obstruct, the faithful execution of the same now and here- 
after. The number of thosé,.thus opposed to these measures, it must 
be acknowledged, was in the beginning by no means contéanptible, and 
that number, I fear, has not so much diminished of late as many 
oyer-sanguine persons imagine. Tt is undeniable that armed opposi- 
tion to a certain portion of these measures has occurred in more than 
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one instance in particular vicinages, easy to be mentioned; and it is 

ually certain that substantial resistance to other portions of this plan 
of settlement ‘has been quite as extensively contemplated elsewhere. 
Sectional jealousies, which have existed now for many years past, are 
got as yet fully assuaged, as all true -patriots desire they should be, 
Factious politicians have been industriously at work in various States 
of the confederacy to inflame the popular mind of the country, and 
io give perpetuity to that unfortunate misunderstanding which has ao 
long continued Leen good men north and south of a certain geo- 
graphical line. Great and persevering efforts have been made in the 
free Stafes of the North, by a particular class of political agitators, 
, to array public feeling against the act for the restoration of fugitives 

from service, and scenes have occurred, under such deplorable instig - 
tion of too ferocious and bloody a character to be more than alluded 
to on such an occasion as the present. Movements equally to be la- 
mented, in my judgment, have occurred in several of. the southern 
States of the Union, the tendency of which has heen, toa considerable 
extent, to establish relations of permanent hostility between the people 
of the North and those of the South. Belonging to that class of pol- 
iticians who have uniformly looked to the measures of adjustment as ` 
constituting, unitedly, an equitable scheme of settlement, I have en- 
tertained a confident hope that they would ultimately receive a fair 
appreciation, as such, at the hands of my countrymen, whether resi- 
dent north or south of Mason and Dixon's line; and. I rejoice in be- 
lieving that the people of the Union, apart from the selfish politicians 
who have been so ardently ling to delude them, are every day 
growing better and better satisfied with these measures. Still there 
is something for Congress to do, in order to reconcile more thoroughly : 
the sectional feelings which along course of industrious agitation has 
engendered. Coming, as we do, into the halls of national legislation 
from all parts of the Union, we cannot be otherwise than prepared 
frarikly to report the present condition of public sentiment among our 
respeetive constituencies; and I hope that we have it im our power, 
by reciprocal explanations, and by joint action of the kind contem- 
plated by the resolution under consideration, to restore at once that 
fraternal understanding among the different sections of the Union, 
without which it is impossible that the government itself can be main- 
tained, and the permanent happiness of the nation segured.. I do not 
expect, Mr. President, this resolution to be unanimously adopied, 
either in this House or in the House of Hopresentatives. 1 know that 
there are gefitlemen committed, in both Houses, to a system of per; 
manent opposition to our scheme of settlement; and it is but reason-: - 
able to expect that these persons will, both by votes aná speeches, 
present such opposition to,any such resolution as the one before us as. 
they may mfipose to be necessary to the maintenance of their local 
popularity, or the attaínment.of other objects of a less reputable char- 
aeter, "What 1 do expect most confidently is, that this resolution, or 
one.of similar import, will be supported by so large a number of both, 
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Houses of Congress, as to give assurance to the whole country that no , 
oppositión cán ever be successfully presented to any part of the plan 
of adjustment, either now or hereafter, in any quarter:of the Union. 
Mr. President, I have not brought forward this resolution as a mere 
party man, or for the furtherancé of mere party ends. -Firmly and 
inflexibly devoted as I have been since the opening days of manhood 
to the great principles of what, is known as the democratic creed of 
the country, and desirous on all fitting occasions to give a hearty and 
unequivocal support to the same, T should scorn myself could 1.con- 
sent to blend the interest.of any party with the movement which 1 
have thought proper to originate for the attainment of different and a 
far higher popes "Nor do T, sir, look t9 party alone for the purport 
of this resolution. Indeed, in the spirit of sincerity becoming so grave 
an occasion, I must acknowledge. that I should hold it to be quite un- 
safe to rely alone upon party votes for the adoption of such a measure 
as is necessary to restore complete quiet to the publie mind. I will go 
further, Mr. President, and acknowledge that 1 do not recognise either 
of the great national parties of the country, in their present state and 
condition, as entirely reliable for the faithful maintenance of the Coni- 
promise in all its parts.  Freesoilism in the North and secession in 
the South are yet undeniably exerting an influencé more or less mis- 
chevious in both the old party organizations; and events have occurred, 
recently calculated to excite great alarm in the public mind, in regard 
to the fature action of both the parties referred to, touching the faith- 
ful execution of the seheme of compromise. I had hoped, before 1 
reached this city, ‘to find both the whig and democratic parties pre» 
pared to repudiate all further connexion with faction and with its 
wretched devices. . My mind had cherished the confident hope that at 
least the members of the democratic party in Congress would be pre- 
pared to declare their determination tó hold no alliance with any body 
of men pledged to resist the laws, or to keep alive agitation upon the 
subject of domestic slavery; and yet I trust that a course may 
adopted by those gentlemen in Congress in whom Ihave heretofore 
confided, and with whom I have delighted’ to co-operate on great na- 
tional occasions, mote ih unison with the ancient dignity of the dem- 
ocratie faith, and Jess offensive to-my own sense of propriety than 
certain proceedings which have here of late gained a Somewhat dis- 
tressing notoriety. - For my own part, Mr. President, T' am resolved 
to hold no political fellowship with any ‘association of ‘men, by what- 
ever name designated, ‘whose opinions dó not hartionise perfectly with 
the opinions of that noble body of lovers of thé Union whom E bere 
the honor, for the present, alone tó represent on this floor." What my 
worthy constituents’ think on this whole subject, is ‘so clearly and 
strongly set forth in the resolutions recently adopted by our State 
oo that I shall ask leave'to read them in the hebring of ‘the 
enate. |— ^ 7 € D UP db cR SR MER CR.

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These resolutions, Mr, President, as aH resent. know, were adop- 
ted by an’ overwhelming pra the body in which they origina- 
ted—there being, in fact, only three voices raised jn the convention 
in opposition to them. Now, sir, you discover that the sovereign 
people of Mississippi have formally and deliberately, declared that 
whilst they “do not entirély approve” the acts referred to in the first 
of the resolutions just read, yet they will abide by the whole series 
of these acts as “a permanent adjustment of the sectional controversy” 
which has been so long pending. You will observe, sir, also, that our 
convention has declared further in the sixth resolution that the people 
of Mississippi, (as proved “in the-recent elections,) haye an abiding 
confidence that the said adjustment measures of Congress would be 
enforced in good faith in every section of the land.” "Buch, sir, is the 
attitude of the people of Mississippi, and they have thought proper 
thus to make a public avowal of their opinions and expectations. 
They have adjudged the measures of compromise worthy of their 
approval and they have determined to stand by them hu and 

faithfully. They have not attempted to mystify their position, or to 

conceal their views ang wishes in any respect whatsoever. They have 
a right to expect equal frankness and fidelity to be exercised by their 
fellow-eitizens in other portions of the confederacy.

that the number of active politicians- in the northern. States.is by no 
means incongiderable, who stand pledged to agitate for the modifica”, 
tion or "ebe of the fugitive slave law, asit is called: - There are men 
now in Congress—men who are sometimes, as rumor asserts,-pery 
mitted to come into party caucases, tp0--who axe mob only committed 
to future agitation In opposition to this law, but who are known.to 
have solemnly declared their opinion to be that it is wholly uncónsti- 
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tutional in all its materialprovisions. Besides, Mr. President, it is a 
fact well recollected “by us all, and one which has been the source of 
múch complaint and apprehénsion in the South, that only a small 
number of the meinbers of this ¿body representing the free Btates of 
the North, were actually, present” at thé passage of this law, so that 
tlieir votes could be'recorded'in‘its favor. = o> 
lam perfectly aware that several’ of the gentlemen ‘referred to 
were only accidentally absent, and perliaps all of them had ‘some 
reason for hot being present, other than an unwillingness to be re- 
éognised "by their constituents os being friendly to: this great and 
essential measure. Indeed, I believe most of theni had previously 
declared their determination, either in converse or otherwise, to sup- 
port the bil. Buf it 29 notwithstanding, true that the circumstances 
of their being absent when the yeas and nays were taken on the final 
passage of the bill, has Beeri seized upon by' certain persons in the. 
South, hostile to the publie repose, and wielded with great effect 
against the supporters of the plan of compromise, and to the serious 
endangering of’ the Union itself. Besides, honorable senators need 
not be reminded that the decldration is constantly made by the éne-

The public man, who, with these striking and undeniable facts before 
him, will undertake.to assert, that in the month of December last, 
universal acquiescence in the compromise measures bad already 
taken place, and that, therefofe, the South was not entitled to demand 
some such assurance as that claimed «by. me, that the fugitive slave 
law and its associate measures should remain unrepealed and unmodi- 
fied, must either be incurably obtuse of understanding, or intends to 
use the language of deception and hypocrisy in order to delude and 
io betray. ` T CN. 
' È ould seem, that a resolution introduced for such purposes, and 
accompanied with such frank and full explanations, might, as it surely 
ought to have been, adopted promptly and without opposition of a 
fierce and factious character from any quarter. I certainly expected 
to encounter none such, and confidently relied upon being able to 
secure ‘its adoption before my seat in the ‘Senate should become 
vacant. But, vier? , there were several gentlemen of extreme 
southern opinions in the Senate, and perhaps about an equal number of 
senators from the North, who were formally committed to free soil 
and abolition sentiments—all of whom were resulyed that the eountry 
should havé no more quiet until some further efforts could be essayed

made to give place to feeling of brotherly kindness; and sentiments 
of genuine Patriotism be secured a speedy and permanent triumph 
over all the evil influences which have heretofore so disastrously

part of the citizens of the last named counties, to be attached to any 
other county, and in the absence of such evidence, deem it at least 
respectful to them, to defer action until they can be heard from, so 
that the representatives of all the counties proposed to be dismem- 
bered may unite in the formation of a geg county. 

By reference to the map of the State, it will be observed, that the 
formation of the proposed county will involve the dismemberment of 
the counties of Carroll, Choctaw, Attala and Winston, in order to 
conform to the constitutional requirements of five hundred and seventy 
six square miles. . i - 

The details of any bill to accomplish this purpose, must be diffi- 
cult, and will require the co-operation of all the above named conuties. 
"To divide the county of Choctaw, by the line of Big Black, will 
leave fifteen townships North-west of said river, and in order to obtain 
the requisite territory, resort must be had to the county of Carroll, 
which could part with sufficient territory on her eastern boundary, to 
effect the object, and still retain within her limits sufficient territory. 
‘There will then remain eleven townships South-east of Big Black, 
and in order to carry out the object desired, Winston and Attala. 
counties must be drawn upon. The former of which would have its 
public buildings left in one corner of the county by such division, 
and it is extremely doubtful whether the latter can spare the requisite 
amount of territory and retain her constitutional limits, to say 
nothing of the objectionable boundaries left to the remaining portion 
of said county. 

I am instructed to report said petition back to the Senate, with a 
recommendation that the prayer of the petition be not granted, and 
that the committee be discharged from its further consideration.

Mz. Presipent: The committee on Finance to whom was referred 
an act amendatory of the revenue laws of this State, passed March 
9th, 1850, have had the same under consideration, and have instruct- 
ed me to report, that by reference to the 7th section of the act, pro- 
posed to be amended, it will'be seen that each assessor shall be en- 
titled to receive a compensation for his services, of five per cent on 
the amount of his assessment roll for the use of the State, payable out 
of the State Treasury. Provided, the same shall not be less than 
one nor more than five hundred dollars for any one year. Here then. 
it will be seen that for assessing the lands inthe sixty counties in this 
State, it will cost at least six thousand dollars, certainly, and probably 
a larger amount, which must be paid to the assessors by taxation upon 
the people. Here there is a positive evil growing out of the proposed 
amendment to the revenue law, and it remains for usto decide whether 
any positive good promises to be the result of its passage. 

To come to a. correct conclusion as to the meritsor demerits of the 
bill under consideration, it will be proper to consult the first section 
of theact of March 9th, 1850, whieh fixes one eighth of one per cent 
as the amount of tax to be assessed upon all lands within this State. 

It has already been shown that the cost of assessment will be six 
thousand dollars at least, and in order to defray that expense it will 
be necessary that the new assessment must increase the value of lands 
$4,800,000 in order to raise by a tax of one eighth of one per 
cent, the necessary amount to defray the expensesof assessment. In 
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view of the certainty of the expense proposed to be increased by bien- 
nial assessments, and the certainty of corresponding benefits resulting 
therefrom, your committe have instructed me to report said bill back 
to the Senate, with a recommendation that it do not pass, and ask to 
be discharged from its further consideration. All of which is respect- 
fully submitted.

Mr. SrEAKER: The Joint Standing Committee on Accounts 
having concluded a detailed examination of the various public offices, 
whose accounts and books are required to be inspected by them, have 
instructed me to report as follows ` 

They have made a thorough examination ef the books of the Audi- 
tor's office, and of the vouchers and receipts on file in that department. 
They find all the entries verified by corresponding vouchers or receipts, 
and the vouchers filed away in regular order. 'The books have been 
accurately and: neatly kept, and those which are intended as checks 
on each other are found in exact correspondence. They also exam- 
ined all the items contained in the Auditor’s cash book of receipts of. 
money for redemption of tax bills from the State, and find that his 
said receipts were accurately transferred to the General Journal month- - 
ly, and after examination by the "Treasurer and Attorney General, 
the monthly receipts regularly paid to the "Treasurer, as required by 
law. Their examination commenced with the entries and accounts 
on the Ist day of January, 1850, and embraced the entire adminis- 
tration of the late Auditor Swann, from that date to the expiration of 
his term of service, onthe 11th day of December last, when he turned 
over the office to the present incumbent. After the examination, the. 
original vouchers were cancelled in the usual way. ; 
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Your committee did not deem it necessary to extend their examin- 
ation (6 the books and vouchers of Auditor Russell, as he has been 
so recently installed in office; these will, therefore; be subject to the 
examination of a future committee. E 

In the Treasury Department, they examined the warrants, vouchers 
and papers up to the eleventh day of January last, and have com- 
pared the same with the entries upon the office journal, and found 
them correct, with the only exception that two warrants paid by 
Treasurer Griffith, were by him inadvertently omitted to be entered 
to his own credit, whereby he has accounted to the State for the sum 
of ope hundred and sixty-four dollars more than he held of the funds 
of the State.

Your committee also examined the accounts and vouchers of the 
State Commissioner, and found them correct. We have counted the 
cash, and find the sum of eight dollars in his hands, belonging to the 

Seminary Fund; and the sum of fifty-one dollars ninety-four cents, 
belonging to the Sinking Fund. This office- was the last examined ; 
and your committee regret that the Commissioner was not prepared 
to furnish them with information théy desired, showing the amount 
due the various funds, and specifying the amounts considered " good,”

Your committee cheerfully bear testimony to the efficient manner 
in which the duties of the late Auditor and Treasurer have been dis- 
charged, as well as the neat and accurate manner in which their

MEMORANDUM EXPLANATORY OF DISBURSEMENTS 
ON ACCOUNT OF THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


Immediately after the passage of the law authorizing the Governor 
to procure a suitable stone, to be furnished by this State, towards the 
Monument, I was informed that the State Geological Society, of which 
Gov. Matthews was then President, had already procured, from the 
quarries of Tippah. county, a fine specimen of native rock, which was 
represented as the best rock in the State; and that the society had no 
means of defraying the expenses of transporting the stone from the 
quarry, and were willing to give it up to the State on payment of the 
expenses incurred. I accordingly paid to Col. Cook the expenses in- 
curred in selecting the best native rock; and advanced to Governor 
Matthews, who promised to attend to the duty, a sum deemed sufficient 
to defray the expenses of getting ‘out the rock and having it hauled 
to the Mississippi river—the whole amounting to $170; and I em- 
ployed one of the best sculptors in the State, Mr. Lyons of Natchez, 
to dress and engrave the stone with a suitable device and motto... The 
wet weather and bad roads caused much delay, and the stone was not 
got out and forwarded until a short time before my retirement from 
office. Upon its reaching the hands of the stone-cutter, I was sur- 
prised to learn from him, that the quality of the rock was too hard 
and gritty to cut with any instruments he had, and that it could not ~ 
be dressed and prepared without enormous expense, if at all. Icon- 
sulted with sculptors, who gave the same reply, and all attempts to 
prepare this block of stone were accordingly abandoned. I expended 
in these matters about $300. I have not to this date been enabled to 
close this account, from not being able to procure all the expenses and 
charges, but hope soon to be enabled so to do. i

_It would be utterly impossible for me to make out such a statement, 
as the resolution seems to require, within the time fixed by your hon- 
orable body for adjournment. A list of all the debtors to the Sinking 
Fund has been long since made out and printed, for the use of the 
Legislature. 


The whole amount due the Sinking Fund, up to the Ist 
of January, as estimated by my predecessor, was $705,845 26 


Since Y have been in office, I have collected the sum of $16,166 61, 
as appears by my former report to Gov. Whitfield. Suits are still pend- 
ing (some out of the State,) on many claims; but judgments have been 
rendered against some or all of the original parties in most of the cases. 
The Supreme Court of this State having decided that the Statute of ` 
Limitations does not run against the State, the consequence is, that rather 
than have these judgments hanging over them, the parties, or their 
friends for them, are inclined, in many cases, to compromise under the 
law making provision for the same. What amount may yet be realized 
tothe Fund in this way, it is impossible to calculate. There is at this 
time, under a compromise made by my predecessor, due from the Hon. 
Robert J. Walker, the sum of $8,874 34, (exclusive of interest,) and 
the Hon. W. M. Gwinn is proposing to compromise his liabilities by 
securing the payment of $10,000, in one, two, and three years. . 

Some 3,000 acres of land were taken by my predecessors, under 
compromises, and I have added to that amount 640 acres, received from 
the Hon. William Yerger, under compromise with the estate of R. A. 
Patrick. This land I am authorized to sell by the approval of the Gov- 
erhor and Attorney General, and have sold a small portion, as will ap- 
pear by my former report. . 

8d. With regard to the vàrious compromises which I have made, by 
and with the advice and approval of the late several Governors and the 
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Attorney General, I will take them as they come, in ordér of time, and 
lay before you all the information which I can give in the brief limits of 
a report. 


THE CALDWELL COMPROMISE. 


The eompromise with D. S. Pattison, in behalf of the heirs of Isaac 
Caldwell, deceased, was made under the following circumstances - The 
original judgment against Caldwell's heirs was for the sum of $7,196 06, 
rendered July 2, 1845. When I eame into office, 1 found that my pre- 
decessor had entered into a compromise of that judgment, by which 
certain notes were taken, to be collected and applied in discharge 
thereof, and certain lands in the county of Rankin, of uncertain title 
and value. J ascertained that the notes taken would be litigated, and 
that the result of suits would be uncertain. On this account, and the 
further difficulty about the title to the lands, I succeeded in having the 
former compromise cancelled, and made a new one, which I think it 
will be allowed, by every body knowing anything of the case, is much 
preferable. By this, D. S. Pattison secured the payment of $6,400, 
in four equal instalments, with interest at 8 per cent. per annum, by a 
mortgage on slaves and real estate, to more than double the amount, and 
paid down the sum of $512, it being the amount of interest for one 
year, inadvance. This compromise was approved by the late Governor 
Quitman and the Attorney General. 


THE LYNCH COMPROMISE. 


There existed against Charles Lynch, as security, and others, the 

following judgments in favor of the Sinking Fund, viz: 
` Judgment, 28th June, 1339, versus Samuel M. Puckett and 
Charles Lynch, $6,489 59. 

Judgment, 28th June, 1842, versus George Finucane and Charles

A portion of these judgments had been realized, but there was still, 
with the accumulating interest at 10 per cent., a large balance, about 
$30,000, unsatisfied. My predecessor employed Smith and Deaven- 
port, attorneys, to file a bill in Chancery, in order to set aside a deed 
of trust made by Charles Lynch, and thus reach certain property 
therein conveyed. After a sharp contest in the Chancery Court, a 
proposition to compromise was made hy the parties, defendant. A 
consultation was had in my office between Goy. Guion, Attorney Gen- 
eral Glenn, the late Attorney General Freeman, who was counsel for 
the defendants, and the Attorney for the Sinking Fund, Judge Deay- 
enp ort. All the law points in the case were considered, together with 
the proof, and it was finally determined, on our part, lo accept the 
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‘eompromise,- A principal inducement was, the fact that judgments 
1n the Federal Court, to the amount of upwards $100,000, had prti- 
ority of the State's judgments, and even if we succeeded in setting 
aside the deed of trust, the State might realize nothing, after all the 
expense- and trouble. The amount received as before reported, was 
‘in property ín the city of Jackson, estimated at $7,500. 


THE PATRICK COMPROMISE. 


The judgment in this case was as fullows :

This compromise was agreed to by my predecessor and the Hm.

The 
amount received; as stated in my former report, was 640 acres of land, 
deeded by the Hon. William Yerger.

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To the Honorable the . 
Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 

The Trustees of the University of Mississippi would respectfully 
report to your honorable body, that this Institution is in a prosperous 
condition. Having secured the services of a learned and competent 
Faculty, they confidently expect, that under their judicious govern- 
ment, its progress, to a much higher and permanent state of prosper- 
ity, will be steady and rapid. Amongst other reasons which justify 
this expectation, they refer to-the great, but regular, increase in the 
number of young gentlemen who have matriculated at the University. 
During the academic year ending in July, 1850, there were seventy- 
six matriculations; during that ending in 1851, theré were one hun- 
dred and thirty-four, and since the commencement of the present 
session, up to the 5th inst, there were one hundred'and thirty-two, 
against one hundred and five at the same date in the preceding session. 
This ratio of increase warrants the expectation, that during the current 
academic year, the number of matriculations at the University will 
exceed one hundred and seventy. ; 

The students who entered during the session commencing with the 
organization of the University, were arranged into the two lowest. 
classes; hence there were none of them sufficiently advanced for 
graduation until the close of the session in July last. At that time, - 
fifteen young gentlemefi, who constituted the graduating class in the 
University, received the appropriate academic degree. All of them 
were residents of this State, and many of them manifested pratifying 
evidences of high intellectual endowments and ripe scholarship. 

From the increased and rapid accessions to the members of the 
University, the Trustees were apprehensive that the dormitories al- . 
ready erected, would prove insufficient. With a view to supply this 
anticipated deficiency, and. to furnish ample accommodations to all 
who might be desirous of entering the University, they have ordered . 
ihe erection of an additional dormitory, of equal dimensions, and up: 
on a plan precisely similar to those already constructed. A contract 
for this purpose has been entered into, and, by its terms, the building 
should be completed before September next. The cost will be about 
$9,750. When this edifice shall have been constructed, there will be 
apartments, in the University, sufficient for the accommodation of two 
hundred and sixteen students. . The Trustees have not been unmind- 
ful.of the’ important trust confided to them. They have, in all mat- 
ters connected with the University, been diligent and faithful in the 
discharge of their duties. In.the management of the financial depart- 
ment, they have been particularly cautious, vigilant, and economical ; 
and have the satisfaction to announce to the Legislature, that during 
their control of the funds of the University, there has not been, from 
any cause, the loss of a single dollar.  : "a? 

Since the organization of the University, the Trustees: have, by a | 
rigid system: of.economy, after paying the salaries of the Professors. 
and defraying the other necessary and incidental expenses, been ena- 
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bled to save, from the ordinary revenues of the Institution, a sum, 
which ¡it is believed, will be sufficient to meet the cost of erecting the 
building above alluded to. But, in the future, from the increased ex- 
penditure, resulting from the necessary employment of additional 
Professors, the closest economy will not enable them to reduce the 
expenditures of the University below its regular income. They can, 
therefore, antieipate no surplus from that source. 

This is deeply to be regretted, as it is believed that an ‘additional 
edifice, adapted to the purposes of a chapel, and suitable as a hall, 
wherein the annual commencement exercises might be conducted, is 
now indispensable. Hitherto, somewhat to the discredit of the Uni- 
yersity, these exercises have been held in the village of Oxford, about 
one mile distant, in consequence of there being no room in any of the 
University buildings, suited to such occasions.  . 

The rapid progress which the University has made, its still more 
flattering prospects, and the deep interest which every portion of the 
State has in its unqualified success, regarded, simply, as an institution 
of learning within our borders, commend it strongly to the favorable 
consideration of your honorable body. But, when it is perceived that 
this Institution, if perfected according to the original design, would 
come in as a powerful auxiliary to the successful prosecution of that 
system of common school education, which has met with such favorable 
consideration at your hands; when it is borne in mind that an estab- 
lishment of this character, in which the youth of the State may enjoy, 
at home, ample opportunities of acquiring a thorough collegiate edu- 
cation, would obviate the necessity of an annual expenditure abroad, 
for that purpose, by your citizens, of not less $200,000; that institu- 
tions suited to the exigencies of the State, and the times, and designed 
as the permanent means for the development and cultivation of the 
moral and intellectual faculties of a people, are, eonfessedly, amongst 
the most effective agents, in attaining the just ends of civil govern-. 
ment—the preservation of the liberty—the promotion-of the welfare, 
and the security of the progress of the citizen; and especially when - 
it is borne in mind that, however important and indispensable the edu- 
cation imparted through common schools may be, howeyer important 
and essential the higher information derived from academies may be, 
the advanced condition of the population of Mississippi, earnestly de- 
mands, for her sons, the means of an intellectual culture which will 
enable them to take their positions in the front rank in the march of 
progress. The Trustees, in view of these considerations, and of the 
enlightened liberality heretofore manifested by the Legislature, feel 
assured, that the University of Mississippi will not be suffered to fall 
short of its high destiny, for want of the necessary means. They, 
therefore, with confidence, request your honorable bedy to grant them 
an appropriation sufficient for the erection of an edifice of the deserip- 
tion above mentioned. It is believed that the sum of $12,500 will be 
adequate for its construction, in a style becoming the dignity of the 
University of Mississippi. 
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"The means at the command of the Trustees designed for the. pur 
chase of books, have been judiciously-employed. ‘Fhey have procured 
about 2000 volumes, with some valuable maps. ‘Among this number . 

‘of: volumes is included a handsome and valuable donation of 140 
volumes, made by the Hon. Jacob Thompson, a member of the Board. 
The Trustees, thus far, have barely laid the foundation of a Library. 
Their means are now nearly exhausted ; but they trust that the gene- 
rous patriotism of the citizens, and the spay Eon liberality of the 
Legislature, will in due time, place thereon a: becoming superstructure. 

In connection with this subject, the Trustees do not deem it out of 
place to notice an act of liberality, on the part of Dr. S. C. Farrar, 
an eminent citizen of this place. Dr. Farrar "has presented to the 
Board of "Trustees, a collection, rare and valuable, of geological and 
mineralogical specimens. These specimens have been selected with 
great care, and have been drawn from various States of the confede- 
racy, and even from foreign countries. The value of the donation is 

. enhanced by some valuable works on Geology, Mineralogy, and Bota- 
ny, which accompany the gift. 

No purchase has been made of a chemical and philosophical appa- 
ratus.. The Trustees, having the means, design, during the current 
year, to procure suitable apparatus. Hitherto, the apparatus, chemi- 
cal and geological, belonging to the Professor of Chemistry, Dr. Mil- 

: lington, has been obtained for the use of the University. J 

The Trustees have transmitted to the Executive, the report made 
by the prineipal Professor of Geology and Agricultural Chemistry ; 
and respectfully invite the attention of your honorable body, to the 
communication of Dr. Longstreet, the President of the University, 
herewith transmitted, touching the passage of certain laws, which he 
thinks it would be advisable for you to adopt. 

~« The Trustees heartily unite with the President in recommending an 
amendment of the statute.in regard to the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
in the neighborhood of Oxford. It is doubtless impracticable, to pre- 
vent, entirely, inftactions of the law; but it is, certainly, not dificult 
to prevent the bungling evasion of which complaint is made.. 

- ‘Phe Trustees also unite in recommending the passage of a law, «to 
prohibit the sale, to a student'of the University, of goods, on a credit, 
without 4 written permission from the parent, guardian, or some mem- 
ber of the Faculty. Experience has already demonstrated the neces- 
-sity of some such law at the University; and, as we are informed, has 
tested the great utility of a similar regulation, at other, institutions

I am happy to report the College in a prosperous condition. Dur- 
ing the current term, we have received into the Institution 132 
students against 105, to the same date last term. Should the acces- 
sions for the balance of this term, be proportionate to those of the 
last, we will have received 167 before the close of the term. Some 
ten or eleven have left, but none, we believe, from any objections to 
the College; most of them, from ill health. There has been one 
death among the students, since the commencement of the session; 
but the disease of which the student died, was not contracted at this 
place. In point of order, and attention to college duties, we believe 
the students of the University will compare favorably with those of 
any other institution of the kind in the Union. Still, there haye 
been some ‘irregularities among them, the fruitful source of which, 
are, the liquor-vendors of Oxford. The "Five Gallon Law," as it 
has been termed, though useful, has not fully answered its end. It 
. is thus evaded: five gallons are sold, and the vendor retains posses- 
sion of the liquor for the use of the purchaser, and doles it out to 
him by littles, as he calls for it. This we consider a palpable viola- 
tion of the law; but as some jurists have given a different opinion, it 
would be well for the Legislature to remove all doubt from the sub- 
ject"by adding a clause to the law to meet this case, The amend- 
ment should make it penal in the vendor, his clerk or agent, to keep 
possession of liquor sold, for the use of the purchaser—or to allow it 
to be drunk ip any quantities, on his premises—or to be deposited 
for safe keeping or for any other purpose, in any place within his 
control or occupancy. This amendment would certainly, to some 
extent, if not entirely, stop the traffic, we have been speaking of, and 
so far, benefit the University and the people in its vicinity. 

Something should be done if possible to prevent students from 
taking up goods on a credit in stores, without a written permit from 
their parents, guardians, or some member of the Faculty. A law of 
Virginia forbids any merchant, tradesman, or dealer to sell to a stu- 
dent of the University, on a credit, any articles whatsoever, without 
such a permit, under pain of thrice the sum credited. The same law 
makes the student a competent witness in the case against the mer- 
chant. A like law in this State would greatly benefit the University 
of Mississippi, and in time save many a parent from most exhorbi- 
tant exactions for his son’s indiscretions in trade. No merchant has 
a rightrto complain of such a law, for no merchant has a right to trust 
a youth without his father’s or guardian’s permission. Whether you, 
as the guardians of the University, will recommend such a law to the 
Legislature of the State, is respectfully submitted.

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The Senate proceeded to the consideration of tlie report upon the 
special message of the Governor in regard to the election of United 
States Senator. i 

The question was taken upon agreeing to said report and decided 
in the afirmative, A 

The yeas and nays were ordered upon agreeing to said report, and 
are as follows: . 

Yxas—Mr. President, Messrs. Beene, Bell, Bennett, Catching, 
Golladay, Hough, Hughes, McAfee of Covington, Pettus, Pope, Ram- 
_ sey, Singleton, Stone, Steele, Taliaferro, and Thompson—17. 
. Naxs—Messrs, Adams, Alcorn, Farrar, Hemingway, Hussey, 

Johnston, McAfee of Holmes, Sharkey, Torrey and Reynolds—10. 

The said report is in the following, words, to-wit : 

Mr. Presipent: The select committee to whom was referred 
the special message of the Governor, in relation to the Senatorial elec- 
tion, have had the same under consideration, and a majority of said 
committee, have instructed me to make the following report : 

Your committee disposed at all times, to manifest that respect, and 
observe’ that courtesy, Which is due toa co-ordinate branch of the 
government, nevertheless, feel impelled by a sense of duty, to notice 
somewhat in detail, the contents of the message before them.” ` 

The ostensible object of this message, as understood by your com- 
mittee, is two fold ; first, to bring to the notice of the Legislature the 
fact, that vacancies have occurred in our representation in the Senate 
of the United States. And secondly, to urge.upon the Legislature, 
early action, in filling those vacancies. 

To sustain your committee in this opinion, they beg leave to refer 
to the message itself, in which will be found the following language: 
* T have the honor herewith to report the vacancy which has recently 
occurred in the seat formerly occupied by myself,” &c. And again, 
** Under the circumstances stated, I deem it my duty respectfully to 
urge upon the two Houses of the Legislature, as early action as pos- 
sible, in filling both the -vacancies lately occurred by resignation.” 
Your committee have said that the ostensible object was as stated, but 
to make it manifest to every impartial mind, that something more was 
intended by this communication, they ask leave to submit a few re- 
marks, with additional quotations from the message before them. First, 
then, was it necessary to inform the Legislature of these vacancies at 
that late day? Did his Excellency really suppose at the time he pen- ` 
ned his message, that the Legislature was uninformed of the faci, that 
. the yacaney occasioned by his election and inauguration as Governor 

had occurred? Had it escaped his recollection that he was installed 
into office, in presence of both Houses of the Legislature? ` But to 
remove all doubts on the subject, we will let him speak himself. “ It 
is known to me, and to the whole country, that a serious and unhappy 
disagreement has arisen between the two Houses of the Legistature, 
in regard to the form of proceeding, proper to be adopted in the elec- 
tàon of Senators for the two unexpired terms, and for that which will 
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commence on the 4th of March, 1853.” Here then, it is asserted, 
in this same message, giving usthe all important information of this 
vacancy, that it is not only known to his Excellency, butto the whole 
country, that efforts have been made to elect his successor; and yet, 
with a confessed knowledge of that fact, itis thought necessary to 
make a communieation in writing on the subject. 

But in the second place, was it necessary to urge, at least upon the 
Senatorial branch of the Legislature, early action in filling these va- 
vancies? Wasit not known to his excelleney and “to the whole 
country,” that atan early day of the session, viz, on the 12th day of 
January. last, a resolution passed the Senate to the following effect : 

Resolved, The House of Representatives coneurring, that the two 
Houses convene in the Hallof the House of Representatives, at 12 
o'clock, M., on Thursday next, for the purpose of electing a Senator. 
- in Congress, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of the 
Hon. Jeff Davis, and a Senator in Congress to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by the election and inauguration of the Hon. Henry S. Foote, 
gs Governor of this State." . 

Which resolution went into the House of Representatives, and 
here, instead of being concurred in without amendment, thus bring-. 
ing about the end, which was so much desired by the Senate, together 
with his Excellency, wes so amended as to require the Legislature, to 
elect a Senator to fill a six years term, to commence fourteen months 
thereafter, a thing wholly unnecessary at that early day of the sesion ? 

Again, was it not known to his Excellency, and to “the whole 
country,” that on the 23d day of the same month, by a vote of Zen, 
ty-siz to two, the following resolution passed the Senate, in substance 
the same asthe one above, viz: ` 

Resolved, The House of Representatives concurring, that the two 
Houses will convene in the House of Representatives, on Monday the 
2nd day of February, proximo, for the purpose of electing a United 
Statés Senator, to fill the vaeaney occasioned by the election and inaugu- 
ration of the Hon. H. S. Foote,as Governor of this State; and that the two 
Houses will convene in the hall ofthe House of Represenatives,on Thurs- 
day, the 5th day of February, proximo, for the purpose of: electing a 
Senator, to fill-the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of. the Hon. 
Jefferson Davis. Which resolution went into the House, and there 
shared the fate of the first one. X AE. 

‘But still further, was itnot known to his Excellency, and “to the 
whole country,” that the Senate, ever anxious to fill: these ‘vacancies, 
at the risk of having its proposition again refused, on the 6th of Feb- 
ruary, instant, passed the same resolution, in effect, by a vote of twen- 
iy-six to two, viz; ` 

Resolved, The House of Representatives concurring, that the two 
Houses meet in the Representative Hall, on Tuesday the'10th Feb- 
ruary instant, at 12 o'clock, M., for the purpose of electing a Senator 
to the Congress of the United States, to fill the unexpired term, 6céh- 
sióned by the resignation of the Hon. Jeff Davis; and that the -two 
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Houses meetin the Representative Hall on Friday, the 13th instant, 
at 12 o'clock, for the purpose of electing a Senator in the Congress 
of the United States, to fill the unexpired term occasioned by the 
election and inauguration of the Hon. Henry S. Foote, as Governor of 
this State. Which resolution went to the House, and was returned to 
the Senate, without any action thereon, thus defeating the early action 
so much desired, in fillingthe vacancies. ; 

Could his excellency have been uninformed as to all, or any of 
these facte, at the time of making this communication to the Legisla- 
ture? Most clearly not, or he could not have spoken of the serious 
and unhappy disagreement between the two Houses upon the subject! 
Has not the Senate at all times manifested a willingness, ahd even ex- 
pressed a solicitude to fill these vacancies? Hasit notat three seve- 
ral times sent in a proposition to thateffect to the House of Represen- 
tatives, each of which has been virtually rejected, by an effort to force 
the Senate into an election, for the six years term, to commence 4th 
March, 1853? Even the Governor himself, has declared inthe mes- 
sage under eonsideration,——'" Tf such a compromise of conflicting opin- 
ions on this delicate subject, should result in bringing on the elections of 
the two short terms, before a joint resolution shall have been adopted pro- 
viding for the election of a Senator, for the six years term, I cannotper- 
ceive that any serious publie inconvenience is likely to result therefrom.” 
So the Senate thought, and under this view of the case, have insisted 
upon filling the unexpired terms immediately, to the end that we 
might have a full representation in the Senate of the United States. 
If censure is to fall anywhere, it must rest upon those who have re- 
fused to co-operate in these elections. Your committee then, taking 
this view of the subject, come to the unavoidable conclusion, that the 
real object of the Message, was not to inform the Senate of the va- 
cancies, nor to produce speedy action on the part of that branch of 
the Legislature, to fill those vacancies. 

The enquiry then, naturally arises, what object was it intended to 
accomplish, Communications of this character, it is well known, are 
seldom written, or sent to Legislative bodies, without being intended 
to effect some great purpose. Andas we nave shown, the commenta- 
ry does not legitimately grow out. of the text, we must again examine 
it to ascertain the-meaning and intention of its author. 

The first prominent feature which strikes the notice of your com- 
mittee, is the reference made to the resolution now pending in 
the United States Senate, declamative of the finality of the compro- 
mise. And speaking in relation thereto, we find this declamation in 
the message. “I may here be permitted to say, that the introduction 
of this resolution, and the debate to which it has given rise, have been ` 
productive already of the happiest effects," &c. Your committee have 
read to little purpose, if the leading journals of all parties, and sections 
of the Union, do not indicate entirely a different state: of facts. And 
if the angry and heated debate on this resolution, in the United States 
Senate, involving the author of it himself, in bitter strife with some 
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of his quandam friend’ and warmest supporters of the Compromise: 
measures, be evidence of the “happiest effectsin restoring a thorough 
good understanding," your committee are ready to confess, they are. 
no longer prepared to resist the maxim, “let us do evil that good may 
come." 

Your committee had indulged the hope, which was common to the 
whole country, so far as they have any knowledgé of public feeling, 
that after thé question of acquiesence in the measures of compromise 
was decided by the people, the tribunal to which all parties had agreed 
to refer it, and to whose decision all had pledged themselves to submit; 
after the storm had passed, which swept with such violence over the 
land, during the past summer, and nothing was heard of it save its 
low grumbling in the retreating distance ; after the “bleeding wounds” 
had been healed, that none would be found ready with unhallowed 
hands to tear them open again; and least of all, one who, while the 
crisis was upon us, and the contest was going on, deprecated so much, 
all agitation, and with burning, scathing eloquence, so. much to the 
satisfaction of all his friends, poured out hisanathemas upon the heads 
of all agitators. Your committee believe with Douglass, Houston, 
Mason, and Mangum, and other distinguished statesman, that the res- 
olution, instead, of producing the “happiest effects in restoring a thor- 
ough good understading,” is a Pandora’s box, out of which will spring - 
discord, personal and sectional animosities, waste of time ofthe United 
States Senate, an unnecessary expenditure of public-treasure, and a 
long train of evils, not necessary here to pursue, without offering to- 
the country one single compensating advantage. . 

And if it be true, that when an act has received all the Legislative 
sanctions necessary to make it a law of the land, it be afterwards ne- - 
cessary that the same body which gave it the force and effect of a 
law, shall declare it a “finality” of the subject matter coming within: 
its purview, surely the present generation have adopted a new system 
of ethics, and read a new chapter upon the subject of Legislation. ` 

Our old fashioned ancestors, from whom none will withhold the . 
credit of being as wise and patriotic as ourselves, were wont to think 
that once legislative sanetion was given to an aet, all were bound by 
it until altered, amended, or repealed. But in these latter days, some- 
thing more is deemed necessary. It must be labelled with a resolu- 
tion declaring iba “finality,” just as the poor artist was compelled to 
write “Lion,” under the wretched picture which he had drawn of 
that noble animal. 

Another prominent feature of the message, which commends itself 
tothe consideration of your committee, is that paragraph which re- 
lates to the election of a United States Senator for the six years term, 
to commence on the‘ 4t# day of March, 1858. ` | 

And as much has been sáfd and written upon this subject, calcula- 
ted in many instances, to reflect upon. the Senate, for refusing to go 
into this election, your committee respectfully ask leave to submit to 
the consideration of the Senate, the views which they entertain in re- 
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lation to it. The Constitution of the United States is frequently-ap= 
pealed:to, and: the third seetión of the first article is pointed out, as ` 
making it imperative upon: us to-go’ intó this election, which section : 
reads as follows: “The Senate of the United Statesshall be composed - 
of two-Senators from each State; chosen by the Legislature thereof, 
for six years; dnd each Senator shall have one vote.” The grand 
object of this clause, and all others which relate to the subject of rep- 
resentation-in the Congress of the United States, was to define and 
declare the rights of the States upon this subject. It is ap- 
prehended that no man who wriderstands the nature and character 
of our Federal compact, do plainly and clearly indicated by every 
line of the Constitution, will contend for a moment, that this clause 
was intended to make it ¿mperative upon a State to be represented 
in the United States Senate, whether-it comport with her views of ex- 
pedieney and propriety, or not. In fhe varied and ever changing exi- 
genciesof a State in her Federal relations, the interests of her people 
may render it proper and expedient, not to send a Senator. ` Suppose 
she withhold her representation and elect no Senator, who will under- 
take to define the crime she has committed and Met out the punishment ` 
to be inflicted? There is certainly no power to coerce her; it is worse than 
absurd to talk of coercion in such a case. Is it contended at this late day, 
by any individual, however federal in his notions, that a State, as such, 
can commit treason;. and that the withholding her Senators, 
or refusing to elect thei, would constitute this crime? If 
so, where is the power lodged, and how is it to be exercised, 
for the punishment of such an: offence? The word shall, as. 
used in this clause, is only descriptive of the right of a State to represen- 
tation by two votes in the Senate, and is intended to limit the number 
of votes, and not to impose the necessity of representation upon a 
State, asif the Constitution read thus: “ No State shall be represent- 
ed by: more than two Senátors. But to show the absurdity of so 
constrieing this clause asto lay upon a State the emperious necessity 
of electing. Senators, your committee beg leave to refer to another 
clause of the Constitution, which relates to the President, and declares 
“he shalé hold his office during the term of four years.” The same 
rüleof construction would compel a President to hold his office for 
four years, whether he desired to do só or not; for the word shall is 
used in both cases, The Constitution further declares, that “Each 
State shall appoint in such manner asthe Legislature thereof may di- 
rect, a number of electors, de.” . Yet, the State’ of South Carolina 
refused to appoint electors, in 1836, and cast no vote fer President, 
and was it ever supposed that she had been guilty of.treason, or tat 
she had violated the Constitution by taking no part in the Presiden- 
tial contest ? aes 

To the mind of your committe, there is no Constitutional question 
involved in this issue. 

But the act of the Legislature of 1830, is arrayed before us, as 
one of the laws, which we are sworn to support. By our Constitution 
of 1817, there was to be an^annual regular séssion of our Legisla- 
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ture. The law of 1830, prescribing the time and manner of elections, 
was predicated upon the policy of annual sessions. The Legislature 
meeting yearly, could be ready to fill a yacancy, or unexpired term, in 
consonance with publie sentiment upon the then: existing state of 
affairs. The Legislature met then, as now, in January, and the 
Senator elected, took his seat on the 4th day of March thereafter ; 
thus, going forth fresh from the people, with their instructions graven 
upon his memory, to do their bidding, But by our revised Constitu- 
tion, adopted in 1833, since the passage of the law referred to, the 
sessions are biennial, or every two years. And, as in the present in- 
stance, to elect a Senator fourteen months before his term of service 
commenced, under existing circumstances, might be, and most proba- 
bly would be, to run the hazard of being misrepresented in the Sen- 
ate of the United States. And in the language of another, your 
committee are clearly of opinion, that “it is better to. be unrepresen- 
ted for six weeks, than misrepresented for six years,” 

But your committee contend that the act of 1830, is not a munici- 
pal law, binding upon the conscience or action of a subsequent Legis- 
lature. A municipal law, is a rule of action, prestribed by a superi- 
or to an inferior, and which the inferior is bound to obey. If this be 
a correct proposition, and it is believed that none will question it ; 
keeping this postulate in mind, let us test the so-called law of 1830, by 
this standard, and see if it comes up to its requirements. This act 
fixed the time only in reference to the session, and not as to the week 
or day of the session; and fixed the mode by requiring a joint vote 
of both Houses. It is plain that the day would depend on a joint 
resolution, and if the two Houses could not agree, there could be no 
joint vote, and the act would be disobeyed. “If the election depend 
upon a joint resolution of the two Houses, (and so the act declares,) 
each member of the Senate and House, has an unquestionable right, 
to vote upon that resolution, and if a right to vote, then to vote as he 
pleases, either to concur, or to refuse to concur, or to vote for or against 
any original resolution, setting forth the day of such election. Ifthen, 
a member be invested with this discretion, as by the Constitution and 
law itself he must be, the power declaring that each House may adopt 
its ot rules of proceeding, and the latter still saving to the member 
the right to vote upon the joint resolution; and he may exercise a 
privilege, or do an act, inconsistent with the main provisions of the so 
called law; then as an inferior he is not bound to obey, andif not 
bound to obey, he may disregard its provisions, in the exercise of his 
rights under the law. Absolute and unconditional obedience to the 
law not being required, but depending upon the exercise of aright or 
franchise, which a member may exert or not at his option ; the act, 

thoughpassed under all the solemnities, needed to make it a law, does 
not come up to the standard fixed, and is no municipal law; but a 
mere parliamentary rule, advisory itis true, of what ought to be done, 
but affixing no penalty for non-conformity thereto, and by no means 
absolute in its requirements. But suppose the two Houses disagree 
as to the day of election, which by the so called law itself, is left en- 
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Hrele at their discretion, the following language being found init ; 
: “the particular day and hour of such election, shall be determined in 
each case by a joint resolution, of both Houses.”  Whatis the pen- 
adty.for the violation of this so called law? None is declared, and 
none 'can be inflicted. And if any penalty were annexed, upon whom 
_ Shall it fall in case of a disagreement between the two Houses, as to 
` the day and hour? 

. Let it not be said that each member. might be punished criminally, 
for the violation of a law, which he had sworn to support: for then, 
he might plead;his constitutional privilege, which cannot be taken 
from him, of voting upon the rules of proceeding of the House to which 
he belongs; and the, further privilege of voting upon the joint reso- 
lution, presenting the day of election, and claim to have exercised a 
sound discretion in casting that vote. Your gommittee report then, 
that'in their opinion, the act of 1830, is not in consonance with the 
spirit of the Constitution of 1838, but was annulled by that Consti- 
tution, But if in consonance with it, still it is not a municipal law, 
binding at all events upon a subsequent legislature; but merely a 
parliamentary rule, advisory of what the Legislature ought to do in 
a given case, 

The right to elect Senators, is a franchise or privilege. The 
power to coerce the exercise of a franchise or privilege, was never, 
and could never be assumed or employed. The very next 
` aet upon the pages of our -statute book, to the act of 1890, is an 
act directing the mode of choosing electors, to vote for President and 
Vice President, which goes on to provide amongst other things, that 
“the qualified voters in this State, shall meet at their respective court 
horses, or places appointed by law for holding elections, in their res- 
pective counties, on the first Monday of November next, and also, on 
the first Monday in November in each and every year, when the elec- 
tion for President and Vice President shall take place, and vote for 
four persons as electors, to vote for President and Vice President of 
the United States.” 

Suppose any qualified voter, neglect or refuse to vote for such elec- 
tors, and do not think proper to exercise the franchise or privilege 
here conferred? Can it be said that he has been guilty of any moral 
delinquency? Clearly not. Andif there be no moral delinquency 
upon his part, how ean it be said that the Legislature in failing, or re- 
fusing to exercise a franchise or privilege belonging to it, has failed in 
the discharge of its duty? In the one statute, the act declares that the 
time of electing United States Senators, as to the day and hour, shadé 
be determined by a joint resolution of both Houses; and in the other, 
the act provides that the voters shall meet at their respective court 
houses, de, i 

Tf the one ean refuse to exercise the franchise without moral de- 
linquency, it would seem to follow as a necessary sequenee, that the 
other may exercise a like discretion. 

But it is contended, that this election should be gone into, because 
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there is no precedent to'be found in the’ annals:0f Mississippi Légis-’ 
lation, for postponing it.. Here again, thse who support this propo- 
sition, are at fault; and should be careful how they hazard assertions’ 
of this Kind, when proof is just at hand to‘oyerthrowthem. By ré: 
ference tö the House Journal of 1835, page 16, it will be found, that’ 
on the 21st January 1885, the following resolution passed the House : 

Resotved, The en concurring, that on Saturday, the 24th of 


the present month, this House will meet the Senate at the hour of 11 - 


o'clock, A. M., in the Hall of the House of Representatives, for the 
purpose ef electing a Senator of the United States, for the term of 
Six years, from and after the 4th of March next. 

` By reference to the Senate Journal of that year, page 40; it will be 
seen that the above resolution was reported to the Senate. On the 23d 
January, the Senate took up the resolution, and after amending it, 
put it upon its final passage, and it waslost by a vote of nine to three. 
|See Senate Journal, pages 47, 48, 49, & 50.] ^" i 

And by a further reference to House Journal, page 79, will be 
found the following message from the Senate to the House, which was 
the last action taken on the subject, during the session : 

Mr. Speaker: lam instructed to inform you that the Senate have 
amended the resolution from this House of the 21st January, instant, 
in relation to the election of Senator to the Congress of the United 
States, from this State: and have refuséd tó pass the same as amend- 
ed. The resolution and amendment are hérewith submitted. 

On the 30th day of January, the Legislature, adjourned without. 
electing a Senator. If this be not a precedent, your committee are 
at a loss to know what would constitute one. "The only difference is 
to be found in this, that in that case, the Senator was to enter upon 
his duties in less than forty days, and in the present case, more than a 
year must elapse before he can take his seat, making the argument 
much stronger in favor of the views of your committee. f 

But it is not in, Mississippi alone that: precedent is to be found. 
The last mail brings us news from Alabama, that the Legislature of 
that State has just adjourned without electing a Senator. Tennessee 
has done the like, 2nd thus, precédent ‘upon precedent, might be fur- 
`- nished if it were necessary. But your committee will not pursue 
this point farther. 

The present Legislature was confessedly elected, under the preten- 
ded issue of Union, or dis-Union—all other considerations were emerged 
init. It was the Aarons rod which had swallowed up all others; and 
now that the publie mind has become more quiet, and as we can not 
too often recur to the source of all power, the people, for instruetion, 
as to our acts of Legislation for them. Your committee are clearly of 
opinion that the Legislature may elect, or not, to fill the term eom- 
mencing 4th March 1858, as a sound discretion may dictate. * 

It is a fact familiar to evawy oné, that few matters of general thter- 
est, are attended to by Congress, during the first six weeks of the ses- 
sion; and no great detriment can occur to the State of Mississippi, by 
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leaving but otte Senator there during that time. Itis à fact too, that 
there are a number of aspirantsto the office of United States Senator, 
many of whom are favorite sons of Mississippi, and as the question 
of United States Senator for this term was nob canvassed before the 
country,.i the late election, your committe recommend that it be re- 
ferred baek to the people, that they may indicate some favorite who 
shall occupy this distinguished station. Who can object to this course? 
Should not their voice prevail in this matter ? 

Is it not a government founded upon’ the will of the people; and if 
so, have their representatives in the Legislature a right to preclude 
them from giving expression to their wishes? Under ordinary cit- 
cumstances, it might not be so important, to refer the matter tó' their 
consideration ` but at the present moment, when it is not and cannot 
be known, what course Congress will take upon the slavery question, 
and other questions, of vital interest to the South; it is proper, it is 
the part of wisdom, that the people reserve to themselves the right 
to send to the United States Senate a representative, who will be fresh 
from their presence, and from a knowledge of their feelings and wish- 
es, will be prepared to represent them correctly.” The desire to post- 
pone this election, arises from no factious opposition, on the part of 
your committee’; but grows out of their solemn convictions of duty 
to them they represent; and howéver their motives may be aspersed, 
they have the conscious satisfaction, of knowing that a generous ton- 
stituency, will not condemn them, for returning to their homes, and 
asking what they shall do in reference to this all important question. 

In conelusion, your committee must ask pardon of the Senate, for 
the length of this report, believing, asthey did, that the subject matter 
involved in it, would justify them in the liberty which they have ta- 
ken, All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. Aleorn presented a report from the minority of the committee 
on the Governor's message.- Which was received, and is in the fol 
lowing words, to-wit : 


Report. of the- minority of the Select Committee of five, to 
whom was referred the Special Message of his Excéllency 
H. S. Foote, in relation to the SenatoMal Elections. 


The report of the majority of the committee which has been réad 
to the Senate, has been withheld by the majority from the minority. 
When first read to the Senate, not one syllable of its contents, not 
even the fact of its existerice, had been communicated to the first of 
the undersigned by its authors, it is true it had been shown to the second 
of the undersigned, a short time before its presentation, but we had 
not been summoned to deliberate on the propriety of a reportat all. 

Detecting as soon as presented, the evil spirit as we suppose, of se-

cession and dis-union, concealed but slightly by the drapery of words 
in which it was clothed, we uttered our complaint upon the subject, 
and the report was sent back by the Senate, to the committee for de- 
liberation. Called to its meeting, we found the majority of the com- 
mittee with the same report already prepared; we asked the privilege 
of examining it. It was denied us, a copy was refused us, and we 
were merely allowed, as a matter of fayor, to hear it hastily read. 

Under these circumstances, we undertake to reply and refute the 
positions, so far as we have been able to gather them, assumed in 
their report. If we have misunderstood, or if we misstate that 
which has been concocted in secret, and notin the open deliberations 
of the committee, the fault must rest with them who haye subjected 
us to this necessity. | 

The special message which has been the ground work of this report, 

as transmitted by the Governor tothe Legislature, in discharge of 
what he considered a duty, imposed both by the Constitution and the 
law, “bo recommend to their consideration such measures as he might 
deem necessary amd expedient,” to inform them of vacancies arisin 
in the Senate of the United States. . The undersigned do not regard 
it as at all requisite for them to consider the lawful action of the Chief 
Executive officer of the State. Its necessity is too plainly indicated 
by the elaborate, futile attempt by the majority of the committee to 
escape its unanswerable conclusions, still less do they deem it incum- 
: bent on them to vindicate his motives from assailment, he needs no 
Vindication at their hands ; endorsed by the people, he has the demo- 
cratic stamp of popular approval. Nor is his own State alone, in de- 

lighting to do this distinguished champion of the Constitution and of 
- the Union, public honor. The national voice speaks but one opinion 
of him; and in numbering him with those noble patriots, Cass, Web- 
ster, and Clay, names that “were not born to die,” it but awards him 
an immortal renown. We proceed therefore, to review the reasons 
urged by the majority of the committee, upon this body, why they 
should disregard an express law of the land unmistakably written on 
the statute book, and binding as we conceive upon us under the oaths 
we have taken, to legislate “according to law.” We wish, however, 
in the first place to ask Senators, if that reasoning should not be ab- 
solutely conclusive which invites them to such conclusions? Will 
they, nay dare they, as conscientious men, when the path of duty is 
made clear as the noon day sun, refuse to walk in it? 

What if it be not hedged round with “botts and bass,” will candid, 
just, truth seeking men, acting under the sanction of an oath, the less 
desire to tread its plain marked highways? Because the Legislature 
have not seen fit to make the disregard by a Senator of his lawful 
duty a felony, punishable like an oath taken in acourt of jnstice, with 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary, will the Senate feel the obligation 
to do its duty, less imperative? Because the law supposes Senators 
to be in no need of coercion or penalties, and therefore imposes none, 
will Senators take advantage of the levity of the law, and shield them- 
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selves from thé performance of a sacred duty by a criminal plea, “¿hey 
cannot punish me for it?’ No, wè well know that no Senator has 
reached the level of such degradation, it may suit irresponsible parti- 
zans and papers thus tospeak, but the man of honor to whom the pow- 
er of legislation has been given, dare not so argue. We have an abi- 
ding confidence that each and every Senator, will perform what he 
honestly considers to be his duty in the premises. We therefore ap- 
proach this subject with the solemn conviction that the Senate has a 
duty to itself and the country to perform, so plain that neither pas- 
sion nor prejudice can mistake it, nor argument for a moment make 
it doubtful. Indeed to our judgment, reason and reflection but make 
it the more obvious. s 
We now propose briefly to state our view of the imperative duty 
imposed by conscience and by law, upon this Legislature to elect a 
Senator, for the full term, commencing on the 4th of March, 1853. 
and as briefly to reply to the so called obligations and reasons, urged 
against it, and we invite the attention of Senators to it. The first 
thing to be observed, are the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States, on the subject. "That, within its legitimate sphere, is 
the paramount law of the land, and every good citizex will obey its 
voice implicitly. It declares, (Art. 1. 93.) “That the Senate of the 
United States, shall be composed of two Senators from each State, 
chosen by the Legislature thereof, for six years; and each Senator 
shall have one vote." Tt also provides, (Art. 1. 84.) that “the time, 
place, and manner, of holding elections for Senators and representa- 
tives, shall be prescribed in each State by the Legislature thereof, but 
the Congress may at any time by law, make or alter such regulations, 
except as to the places of electing Senators.” To us nothing seems 
‘plainer than these unambiguous declarations of the American “Magna 
Charta ;” there shall be two Senators from each State, chosen by the 
Legislature thereof; could a child doubt what the short sentence 
means? and yet, as we understand the report of the majority, the 
Legislatures acting in their representative capacity, are called upon 
- to construe it as though it read, “Each State may, if it sees fit, send 
two Senators to the Senate of the United States, who may be'select- 
ed by the Legislatures of each State, if they. see fit to do so.” This 
is what the majority teach, and would have us believe. We regard 
- this as & direct perversion of the express words, of the national Con- 
stitution, and plainly disavow that odius political heresy secession, in a 
worse and less deptaded form, thai wlien it was presented to the peo- 
ple, and twice so signally condemned in the recent canyasses. 

What! a State merely’ allowed to have two Senators, not bound 
by the highest obligations, that can rest on sovereign, bodies to elect 
them! ‘The Constitution of the United States, the paramount law 
of the land, and yet itis argued that the ‘Senate of the United 
States, without which no act can be^ passed, a constituent part of the 
Legislative body of the Union, which is the only national treaty ma- 
king power, which: appoints all our federal officers except those elected 
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by the people; to. which the most important and interesting questions 
are directly intrusted, involving the fate of empires, if not of the 
world, depends upon the mere caprice and will of the States, and not 
upon clearly defined, solemnly imposed, and unmistakeable obliga- 
tions! To hold this, is to make our government an empty form, our 
confederation a rope of sands, our republic a shadow; there may be 
no power to cœrce a refractory Legislature to do its duty, though that 
is not necessarily true. Yet if a State were to refuse obstinately to 
obey this plain Constitutional mandate, what would it be but a decla- 
ration, on its part, that it would no longer abide by the national com- 
pact! What else would it be but an open declaration of disunion ? 
if Senators can shelter their refusal to go into this election, upon the 
avowed ground that a State has the Constitutional right to refuse -alto- 
gether to send Senatorsto Congress, and'so break up this beautiful 
frame work of government, under which we haye grown to such great- 
ness and power, let them do so, and the people, common masters, will 
repeat in tones that cannot’ he mistaken, their already thrice uttered 
rebuke, of this fell spirit of disunion yet lurking in our midst. 

It is said the time may come whey it may not be to our ‘interests 
to exercise this right of electing Senators. That time can sever 
come while these “States” remain “United ;"the moment that period 
comes, the Union will be, must be, inevitably dissolved, and with it 
the obligation and duty to elect Senators ceases. Itis said the word shall 
does not impose an imperative duty on the Legislature to elect Senators, 
because in the Constitution itis said the President “shall hold his office 
during the term of four years,” and the word, it is argued, is notused im- 
perative here, and so is not there. And is this an argument of grave 
Senators, desiring to reach a great truth; even if the word shall, he 
not always used imperatively, it does not follow that ¿2 now is, and 
hence the illustration proves nothing. But it is used in an absolute 
and imperative sense, when it says, ‘ he shall hold his office four years." 
The sentence is designed to fix the term of office merely, and is the 
only one in the Constitution that does so, and it means to, and does de- 
clare emphatically, that his term of office shall not exceed four years, 
and he dare not hold an hour over, unless he do so like the usurping 
President of the French Republic, by the power of the sword. No, 
the language is too plain and unmistakeable for doubt, “there shall be 
two Senators elected by the Legislature," and he who can argue him- 
self into the conviction that this language imposes no Constitutional 
duty on the Legislature of each State, to elect two Senators, can con- 
vince himself in broad day light that the sun is not shining. The il- 
lustration with reference to the duty of the States, to select electors, 
must share the same fate. Any State that refuses to do so, isrecreant - 
to a high, solemn Constitutional duty. She would be guilty of a 
breach of faith to her sister States, would dishonor herself, and prove 
that she was wholly unfit to shine as a star in the national galaxy. 
If South Carolina has ever proved thus deralier, we pray God that 
Mississippi may never follow her example. it by no means fol- 
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lows, that a refractory State, refusing to elect any Senators to Con- 
gress, might not be carced.to-do so; notalone on the ground of its 
«being a positive breach of the national compact, but under the express 
power reserved to Congress infthe fourth section of the first article of 
the. Constitution already quoted . But we. leave that question for those 
to discuss who may be. living when so disastrous a step may be taken 
by any State. It is sufficient for us to say, that honest, Constitution 
loving, law abiding Mississippi, so far fram exhibiting a wicked. spirit 
of ‘disregard to her. Constitntional duty, has expressly obeyed the 
Constitutional mandate, and has passed a clear and explicit law, es- 
tablishing “the time, place, and manner, of electing Senators to Con- 
gress.” But this brings us to the second branch of the argument, (if 
it may by courtesy be so called,) of the majority, to-wit: “that the 
law of 1830 on this subject, is not obligatory for various reasons.” 
We address ourselves to refute the proposition, and we rejoice that the 
task before us is so light. One thing is worthy of observation, before 
„we enter upon the investigation; itis that this is a law upon our 
statute book, whose binding force has never been questioned until 
now, and would not he now,-but for the workings of personal hate 
and political prejudice, whereby the judgment is swayed. Every Leg- 
islature in this State, since the act of 1830, without a single excep- 
tion, by which a United States Senator had to bel elected, has recog- 
nized its validity, and passed a joint resolution for.the election accord- 
ing to its provisions; nor is therea single instance, we speak advis- 
edly, not a single instance of a refusal to acknowledge its binding 
force. It is true the majority of the committee profess to have dis- 
covered an instance, in the action of the Senate in 1885, and rely 
«upon it as a precedent for this body. It is a matter of surprise, that 
intelligent Senators could have fallen into so gross am error, or that 
they eould have been so ignorant of the history of that time, and of 
such notorious facts in our political history. Yet we are compelled to 
believe this rather than the worse alteration, that they would by fal- 
lacious arguments and untrue illustrations, attempt to seduce their 
co-senators into a plain violation of duty and of law. "There was, in 
fact, no Legislature in 1835, or rather no legal Legislature; not a 
single act of any kind, was passed by the body that met on the 19th 
of January 1835, at this place, in the character of the Legislature. 
The Senate of the State, refused to recognize the House of Represent- 
atives, as a valid House of Representatives, passed a resolution that 
they were notas then organized, that.body, and the Senate would 
not even recognize their existence, so as to pass a joint vote of ad- 
journment, and the then Governor H. S. Reynolds, had to prorogue 
the Legislature, the first time of its occurrence in our history. The 
House had admitted into its body. the Chickasaw delegates, or the 
members from the new counties, and for this reason the Senate, lead 
9n by Gen. Quitman, considered that the House of Representatives 
had disorganized itself, and so refused to recognize its action in any 
"way, or take counsel or deliberate with it, and hence it would not, 
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simply could not, go into the election óf a Senator with the House. 
But for this, there can be no doubt the Senator would have been 
promptly elected ; ‘tio man dare so'stigmatize those distinguished men 
who are now living, dr so dishonor ‘the grave of those who are now 
dead, as to insinuate that they would have failed, had this been in 
their opinion a lawful Legislature, to do their whole duty. No, it 
stands as a fact in our history, which no man can deny with truth. - 
that her honor in this respect is untarnished ; she has never failed to 
stand by the Constitution and the laws, and those who hoped to find 
in this a precedent, are mistaken in their desires: should they seek 
to conceal themselves under this shallow cover, they will find them- 
selves exposed, and their veil torn aside. ` 

The Legislature of 1885, met under proclamation of the Governor. 
It was the duty of the preceding Legislature to have elected a Sena- 
tor for the regular term. By reference to the Journal of 1834, it 
will be seen that a joint resolution was passed by both Houses; at that 
session, appointing a day and hour for the election of a Senator, to 
take his seat in March 1835; this resolution was passed in obedience 
to the act of 1830. The two Houses met, and after eighteen unsuc- 
cessful ballots, dispaired of the hope of electing, and shortly after ad- 
journed. They were called together in 1835, for the reasons above 
stated, no resolution was passed. : 

What then, is the law which it is proposed to Senators to set at 
naught? It was passed on the 5th of February, A. D., 1880, and 
is in these words, viz: * At the regular session of the General Assem- 
bly of this State, next preceding the expiration of the term of the 
United States Senator, or at any other session at which a vacancy 
or executive appointment shall be reported by the Governor, shall:be 
the time of electing United States Senators.” Can language be;plain- 
er, or be expressed more explicitly? . ; 

If this indeed be the law, it is idle further to diseuss the question. 
And why is it not the law?” It is said it was passed before the adop- 
tion of the present Constitution, when the sessions of the Legislature 
were annual, and it therefore ‘has no application to the present state 
‘of things, when their sessions are bienhial. This again is an argu- 
ment which will not bear scrutiny. ' The’ majority cannot but know 
that the 4th section of the schedule of the present Constitution, ex- 
pressly adopts this act, and gives'16 the sanction of that instrument, 
when it provides that “all laws Ap in force in this State, not repirg- 
nant to this Constittition; “shall continue to opératé, until they skall 
expire by their limitation, or'be altered or repealed by the Legisla- 
ture." UM E ee i TEES 

No- Constitutional lawyer, will pretend that this law is repugnant 
to the Constitution; it certainly has never been altered or repeàled ; 
one single statement will show it to be included ‘in the phrase.“ all 
laws not repugnant to this Constitution.” Supposé| thé identical aw 
in question, to bé re-enacted, by this Legislature, who would daré'to 
stultify himself by asserting that it violated the ‘Constitution, because 
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‘the: sessions-of the Legislature were biennial? And yet he who de- 
nies that it is. covered by.thé.clause referred to of the schedule of.

vule, there must be a bad cause which can find no better foundation. 
But it is said the two Houses might disagree as to the day, and hence 
it is argued the statute could not be enforced, and would not there- 


fore, be a law. We answer that if is absolutely impossible for the 
two Houses, each honestly desirous of doing ite duty, to fail to agree 


on a day, if they pursue the means of obtaining concert of action, 
which the rules of the two Houses provide; the supposition, there- 
fore, upon all the rules of fair reasoning being an i ible one, is 
notallowable. But ifit were, it is no excuse to this Senate, for let it 
fix any day in the whole calender, and if we may judge from the past 
conduct of the House, they will coincide im it. But the majority of 
the committee take yet another ground to justify themselves, and those 
who act with them, in refusing as we conceive to follow the plain . 
mandates of the law, and so the dictates of obvious duty; they say, 
as we understand it, that the right which each Senator and Represent- 
ative of the State has to east his vote fora United States Senator, is 
a franchise" granted to such State, Senator, or Representative, 
which he may exereise or not, as he pleases ; they compare it to the 
elective franchise of each individual citizen, which he is at liberty 
to use or not, as he pleases; and so they argue, may the representa» 
tive do with reference to United States Senators. There is no man, 
we venture to say, be he Senator or not, who is gifted with a moderate 
portion of reason, but what instinctively perceives the fallacy of such 
reasoning, even though he may not have the astuteness to point it 
out. We venture the further assertion, that no Senator would put 
his refusal to go into the election on that ground. The fallacy of the 
position consists in the use of the word “franchtse,” and in compar- 
ing the case of our acting as a representative of others, with powers 
and duties preseribed to him, to that of another acting alone and in 
his own behalf, untrammelled by obligation, and left to the exercise 
of his own judgment. That there is a moral and sopial duty resting 
on every citizen of a free government, one which he owes as well to 
society as to himself, to exercise independantly the elective franchise, 
entrusted to him by the Constitution and the laws, every writer upon 
our government, entitled to the slightest respect, asserts and enjoins; ` 
and the failure to do so, is more or less abreach of social and politi- 
cal obligation, and he ismore or less amenable to censure for a want. 
of patriotism, according to the circumstances and. motives; which have 
influenced his conduct. But while this is undeniably true, with ref- 
erence to the exercise by private citizens of the elective franchise, how 
much more powerful the obligation when applied to the representa» 
tive of the rights of others; who holds -in his single person the fu. 
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terests, wants, and powers of hundreds and perhaps: thousands, and 
who, taing an oath to obey the Constitution of t e United States, 
and to discharge his duties according to law, is réqitired by the one to 
elect a Senator, and is directed by the other às to the precisé mode in 
which he shall do it; But if further argnment were needed to ex- 
pose the ae of comparing the sworn Representative, having a de- 
fined duty to discharge, to him who js without other obligation than 
the duty to be a good citizen imposes, it may ‘be found in the word 
“franchise.” There is no more need to go tó the books for its tech- 
nica] definition, though we should thére find that it is a mere privilege 
or exemption from the ordinary rules or jurisdiction governing other 
persons or places; but taking it in its common application to the ex- 
ercise of voting by the private citizén, as a privilege conferred which 
he may exerdise or not, and it has not and cannot have any applica- 
tion to a representative who as the very term implies, is acting for 
others and not for himself, and who is discharging a-duty imposed by 
law, and not exercising a privilege conferred by the Constitution, to 
put the proposition in a single sentence, the Representativeis discharg- 
ing a prescribed duty! The: citizen is exercising a granted privi- 
lege. But itis said this is not a law, or if it be, itis not an obliga- 
tory one, because it has no penalty offered for its violation. We have 
already incidentally touched this question; penalties are affixed to 
laws only because there are bad men who violate them. - Penalties 
are never intended for them who obey the laws, and would never be, 
needed if there were none to disobey them. There is no penalty im- 
posed ón the Governor if he fail “to take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed,” or if he neglect “from time to time, to give tlie Leg- 
islature information of the State of the’ government,” yet both are 
his Constitutional and sworn duties. It is the duty of the Senate to 
sit with “open doors," except on occasions of “great emergency,” 
and yet there is no penalty imposed on them if they were to sit al- 
ways with closed doors; there isno penalty on the Senate if they should 
fail to “keep a journal of their préceedings,” or refuse “to enter the 
yeas and nays, or for not doing many other things énjoined by the 


- Constitution and laws; and yet they are all imperatiyely obligatory 


on each Senator. The truth is, the Constitution and the laws both 
deal with the Governor and the Legislature, as if those who filled 
those high offices, were honest, conscientious men, and not prima fa- 


- ete felons; and thus they haye not therefore provided a stringent 


punishment for every, nor indeed, for any failure to perform a Consti- 
tutional or legal duty. Each man’s duty is defined by law, and it is 
left to his own judgment and sense of right to determine what that 
duty is under the law, and when ascertained, to perform it, and-we 
should be sorry to believe that there is a single Senator in this body, 
who With a deliberate conviction that it was his duty to go into the 
election of United States Senator, would yet from any motive refuse 
to do so.. We should find it impossible to reconcile such conduct with 
common honesty. And indeed if a Senator doubted as to his duty, 
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the only safe precedent and just course, would he to.obey what a 
pears to be the law. There is much in the report of the majority 
which is directed to popular prejudices, and which deals with the ques. 
tion as though it were one of expediency and not of positireobizza- 
tion. Whatever may be now said, it.cannot be denied successfully 
that the question of the election of a.United States Senator for the 
full term, commencing on the 4th March, 1853, entered Zargely into 
the canvass before the people during the last fall. It was expressly 
noted in the address of the candidate for Congress in this district 
Hon. William Me Willie, issued shortly after the September election, 
in which he says inso many words, (while speaking to his State rights 
friends, and urging the democracy to the rescue,) “for if you loge the 
Legislature, the Whigs will be able to elect a United States. Senator 
for the next eight years, in place of Gen. Foote, who has two years yet 
to serve, and it will be the duty of the Legislature to elect his 
successor.” Inthe different portions of the State from which the 
undersigned come, it was universally understood, that if the Union 
party were successful, they would elect Gen. Foote to fil the long 
term. That they were successful is undeniable ; the election of Foote, 
Russell, Horne, Clarke, anda large majority on joint ballot of the 
two Houses of the Legislature prove it. To refuse now to go into the 
election, is therefore to our minds, besides a breach of official duty, a 
plain disregard of the erpressed will of the people. Gen. Foote 
in a fair contest before them, in view of this very election, defeated 
Col. Davis, whuse military fame and glory won at Buena Vista, to- 
gether with the hold he had on the popular mind, made him the most 
. formidable candidate of the State rights party ; this should be conclu- 
sive of the popular will. But we feel that this line of argument will 
be thrown away, if that which we have already pressed faikof its ef 
fect; we therefore dismiss the subject with the further expression of 
our opinion, that if there were no law making it matter of unmistake: 
able obli gation, it would yet as matter of public justice and propri- 
ety, be the duty of the Senate to go into the election. For otherwise 
we not only leave ourselves without a Senator on thé 4th of March, 
1853, when the new administration will be comjug into power, and 
the Senate will be convened in executive session, but we also have the 
office vacant from that time until such moment as a Senator elected 
by the Legislature to meet in 1854, shall have been enabled to reach 
Washington and take his seat in the Senate; this, in our judgment, 
is wrong upon general principles, and no motives of expediency and 
no excess of party spirit can make it right. - ^ 
The undersigned have not deemed it necessary to enter into an ex- 
amination of the action of the two branches of the Legislature, du- 
ring its present session. "Tis true, as stated, that the House amended 
the Senate's resolution to go into the, election of Senators to. fill the 
vacancies, by proposing a day for the election of a Senator for the 
regular term, whereupon the Journals wil show that the Senate re- 
fused to consider the subject further, but let the resolutions as amend- 
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ded by the House, sleep upon the table. Tt was the duty of the Sen- 
_ ate, as we eonceiye, to have advised the House of their disagreement, 
that a committee of cdnference might have been proposed by that 
body. The committee’s of conference would have reflected the senti- 
ments of the respective branches of the Legislature, and in this man- 
ner the difficulty may have been adjusted, and,the views of the two 
Houses as to their legal objections caused to harmonize. *
